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DAILIES AND THE 
MAYORAL RAGE 


Given the number of mayoral candidates 
who may be palatable to the bosses of 
Morrissey Boulevard, speculation about 
who will be the Boston Globe’s anointed 
one has become a favorite campaign parlor 
game. One rumor making the rounds now 
is that the paper will endorse two candi- 
dates before the preliminary election. 

My favorite conspiracy theory comes 
from a Boston politico who believes the pa- 
per’s been tilting toward Rosaria Salerno, a 
common grumble from rival camps who 
believe the Globe failed to characterize her 
showing — 17 percent supported her — 
in its July 25 poll as the slippage they say it 
was. (Salerno did take a knock, however, 
in the Globe’s August 5 piece that took a 
skeptical look at her so-called Total Quality 
Management economic theory.) When re- 
minded that the 
Globe has had some 
nice things to say 
about Acting Mayor 
Tom Menino, the pol 
— without skipping 
a beat — insists 
that’s because the 
paper wants to set 
up a Menino-Saler- 
no final, the only 
matchup he says the 
ex-nun could win. 

On another mat- 
ter, there is more 
general agreement 
among campaign in- 
siders. Despite the 
interest generated by 
the regular candi- 
date profiles and 
Q&As, it hasn’t been 
a very good cam- 
paign season for the big broadsheet. 

For one thing, candidates Bruce Bolling 
and Chris Lydon are making Globe-bash- 
ing a staple of their campaigns. For anoth- 
er, the paper’s relatively inexperienced 
City Hall bureau is having a hard time 
picking up the rhythm of the race. (Al- 
though the paper did a good job of 
catchup, it was, for example, beaten to the 
Bruce Bolling signature crisis by the Her- 
ald.) And to the extent that crime becomes 
the campaign theme, the feeling is that it 
plays into the tabloid’s emphasis on guts- 
and-gore street reporting. 

Finally, there’s the eternal question of 
whether the Globe knows how to have fun. 
Though the Herald’s campaign-ad reviews 
and “Trail Mix” handicapping feature may 
not win Pulitzers, they add a little spice to 
what’s been a pretty tame race. The Globe’s 
idea of a good time seems to be asking can- 
didates what books they’ve read. 

I guess that’s the beauty of a two-news- 


paper town. While the Globe gets up- 
close-and-personal with the candidates, 
the Herald gives you the rough and tumble 
of the daily campaign. 


SHTICK 


In the Boston mayoral race this past 
week, Sheriff Bob Rufo took to the air and 
City Councilor Rosaria Salerno strength- 
ened her ground game, while two other 
hopefuls, Chris Lydon and City Councilor 
Bruce Bolling, scrambled to convince fans 
that they were still in the contest. 

The Boston Globe reported that Lydon 
and Bolling might not have a sufficient 


number of voter signatures to put their . 


names on the preliminary ballot. But Ly- 
don campaign manager Pat Fox expressed 
full confidence that Lydon will have

enough certified signatures to qualify as 
the counting process continues. “In the 
meantime,” notes Fox, “it kills your 
fundraising.” 

While her fellow liberals in the race 
struggled, Salerno was on a roll, picking 
up endorsements from NOW and Citizens 
for Participation in Political Action (CP- 
PAX) and campaign dough at a Parker 
House fundraiser on Tuesday sponsored 
by 145 women, including former Lieu- 
tenant Governor Evelyn Murphy. 

Salerno will need to raise more this 
month than the slim $30,000 she reported 
in her last month’s collection plate if she’s 
going to compete on television with Rufo. 
Rufo campaign manager Susan Tracy esti- 
mated that the sheriff's campaign spent 
$50,000 on its first week of television ad- 
vertising. 

Rufo, who said in a campaign brochure 
that “fear of crime frightens away cus- 
tomers, workers, tourists, investors and

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jobs,” did a pretty good job at reinforcing 
that kind of fear in his television ad, pro- 
duced by political ad whiz Dan Payne. 

“If you stop here for a loaf of bread, you 
could get carried out,” announces the nar- 
rator in the Rufo ad, while the viewer is 
treated to images of a woman walking into 
a convenience store at night. “But the thug 
who robbed you could go free.” 

Rufo appears in the ad, boasting about 
how he’s “going to go after real crimi- 
nals,” while holding onto a long, hard 


parking meter.

REFERENDUM 
REPRIEVE 


The August 4 deadline for filing ballot 
initiatives with the Secretary of State has 
come and gone and — to the relief of gay 
and lesbian groups — the religious-right 
group Family First did not file for a refer- 
endum to repeal the state’s Gay and Les- 
bian Civil Rights law. 

As a result, contrary to expectations, 
there will be no statewide anti-gay ballot 
initiative for at least two years. 

“That means we get to shape our own 
agenda for the next two years, as opposed 
to having the right wing shape it for us,” 
says Don Gorton, chair of the Greater 
Boston Lesbian/Gay Political Alliance. 

Around the country, though, the news is 
not quite so good. There are at least seven 
states (Arizona, Florida, Idaho, Maine, 
Michigan, Missouri, and Oregon) where 
anti-gay groups are 
collecting signatures 
to put statewide ref- 
erendum questions 
on the 1994 ballot. 
The effort in Mis- 
souri, however, was 
set back when that 
state’s attorney gen- 
eral struck down a 
first version for tech- 
nical-language rea- 
sons. In Maine, a 
court is expected to 
rule on the language 
of an initiative there. 
In at least three other 
states — Washing- 
ton, Ohio, and Ken- 
tucky — anti-gay 
groups are threaten- 
ing to file ballot ques- 
tions. 

More immediately, the mill town of 
Lewiston, Maine, is facing an anti-gay bal- 
lot initiative this November. Spearheaded 
by the group All Catholics for Truth, the 
initiative would repeal the human-rights 
ordinance approved by the Lewiston City 
Council in January. 


PEDAL 
PUSHING 


It used to be that there wasn’t much 
sweat involved in the business of fundrais- 
ing and promotion, beyond whatever 
beads glistened on a contributor’s brow 
when he was writing a check. It seems 
those days are gone. 

Earlier this summer, there was the 6.2- 
mile From All Walks of Life AIDS 
fundraiser. Now comes an event aimed at 
drawing every last bit of stamina from its 
participants. On September 8, a group of 
25 New England cyclists will begin a five- 
day, 500-mile trek to raise $50,000 for 
children and and adults infected with the 
virus that causes AIDS. 

Ride FAR (short for For AIDS Re- 
sources) is the brainchild of Suzy Beck- 
er, who began the event three years ago 
as a service project for her Concord- 
based greeting-card company, the Wid- 
get Factory. “The idea,” she says, “is to 
pool our resources behind something we 
believe in and raise about 10 times what 
we could give if we sat down and wrote a 
check.” 

Congressman Joe Kennedy will also be 
pedaling for a cause, albeit his own, on 
Saturday, when he holds his third-annual 
“Bike Tour of the Eighth.” The event does 
more than get Joe K’s pearly whites out in 
front of the voting public. The 20-mile 
ride (in-line skaters and walkers are also 
invited) is pegged to support Kennedy-

MERCY FOR 
MASS 


Governor William Weld has given the 
Massachusetts Museum of Contemporary 
Art (MASS MoCA) more runway space to 
try to get itself off the ground — again. 

Weld, who campaigned against the leg- 
islature’s 1987 promise to float state 
bonds to help finance a $45-million plan 
to turn an abandoned North Adams facto- 
ry site into the world’s largest contempo- 
rary-art museum, has since decided he 
likes the “general karma” of the plan. 

Apparently for that reason, the gover- 
nor has now extended for the second time 
the deadline by which the museum must 
raise $12 million in private donations, 
sign an operating and programming 
agreement with an established museum, 
and complete an environmental- and tech- 
nical-impact study to qualify for state 
money earmarked for the project under 
the Dukakis administration. 

Weld first extended the deadline to July 
31, but by that time the museum had ac- 
complished only one of those three objec- 
tives — an environmental- and technical- 
impact study, according to MASS MoCA 
director Joseph Thompson. The museum 
has raised only $5.5 million, and the 
Guggenheim Museum, which had long 
hinted it would sign on as its operating 
partner, has declined to do so. 

But just as Thompson was set to close 
shop in the fledgling museum’s cavernous 
quarters, two institutions separately ap- 
proached him about operating and pro- 
gramming proposals. Weld agreed to ex- 
tend the deadline by 100 days to give each 
time to develop proposals. 

Thompson declined to identify the two 
institutions, but added, “They’re definitely 
names you would recognize.” 

Should one of the plans prove satisfac- 
tory to the Weld administration, Thomp- 
son predicted MASS MoCA would likely 
rethink its once-enormous ambitions for a 
contemporary-arts center in North Adams. 

“We'd probably look at something 
phased-in, possibly with a range of differ- 
ent uses,” Thompson said. “We’d probably 
negotiate with the state again over what 
the project should be.”

STAND DOWN 
FOR VETS 


To many homeless veterans, it was like a 
swift kick to the stomach. Ken Smith, di- 
rector of the New England Shelter for 
Homeless Veterans, urged the public not 
to give money to panhandlers, lest it be 
used to buy drugs and alcohol. 

“You’re kidding yourselves if you think 
they’re saving up for rent,” Smith was 
quoted by the Boston Globe as saying. 

The comments sparked a public debate 
over the merits and morality of giving 
money to beggars. But in their controver- 
sial wake comes a consensus boon: Boston 
Stand Down, 1993, a three-day special 
program to help homeless vets, will be held 
August 13 to 15 at Rotch Park, in the 
South End. 

Stand Down is planned as a clearing- 
house for a multitude of free goods and 
services, including food, shelter, emergen- 
cy medical care, legal advice, haircuts, and 
showers. Organizers are quick to describe 
their event as “a hand up, not a handout.” 
The objective is not to provide a quick fix, 
but rather to link homeless veterans -to 
long-term services and care. 

Established in 1987, the Stand Down 
clearinghouse concept was hatched by the 
Vietnam Veterans of San Diego, and later 
duplicated in 10 major US cities. It’s never 
been tried in Massachusetts, where an es- 
timated 30 percent of the unmarried male 
homeless and needy population are veter- 
ans. To volunteer this weekend, call 445-

Ex-Replacement Paul Westerberg 
speaks for himself at the Paradise

ne of the best 
things about the 
break-up of the Re- 
placements two 
years ago is that 
singer-songwriter Paul Westerberg 
has returned to touring by hitting 
mid-size clubs like the Paradise, 
where he played to an eager sold-out 
crowd on Tuesday night. The Re- 
placements were a great bar band 
who, it’s now clear, never mastered 
the art of connecting with the larger 
Orpheum-size audiences they en- 
countered on their last two tours. 
They trained their fans early on to ex- 
pect the kind of spectacle that doesn’t 
work in a theater setting; the band 
balanced on the brink of disaster un- 
til, by the end, they were over- 
whelmed at the prospect of trying to 
live up to the legend and exhausted 
by the effort. They never realized 
that, given the chance, Westerberg’s 
songs would speak for themselves. 

As the title of his solo debut, 14 
Songs (Sire), implies, Westerberg is 
now ready to do just that. Even though 
he opened the Paradise show with a 
cover of the Only Ones’ “Another Girl, 
Another Planet” and segued mid-set 
from the Replacements classic “I Will 
Dare” into Wreckless Eric’s “Whole 
Wide World,” his songs, 25 of them, 
stole the show. Later, when guitarist 
David Minehan tried to start “Day- 
dream Believer,” Westerberg cut him 
off and launched into a searing version 
of his own “I'll Be You,” though he 
opted to end the regular set with the 
Monkees tune. 

Some of the out-of-control magic 
of seeing the Replacements was miss- 
ing — but that was gone well before 
the band called it quits. Westerberg 
has stuck with the tried-and-true Re- 
placements formula of two guitars, 
bass, and drums, but instead of trying 
to re-create the chemistry of his old 
band, he’s fostered a tighter, more 
precise dynamic. And though the 
dozen or so Replacements tunes that 
dotted the set, from unexpected 
oldies like “Waitress in the Sky” to 
more recent hits like “Merry Go 
Round,” may have lacked some of 
their original abandon, they kicked 
much harder, thanks to a stronger 
rhythm section (sorry, Tommy). On 
the other hand, the band were raw 
and gritty enough to breathe some 
much-needed life into Westerberg’s 
newer material, including the two 
tracks from the Singles soundtrack 
and the poppy B-side to “World Class 
Fad” (“Seein’ Her”). 

Westerberg hasn’t changed that 
much. He does seem more in control 
on stage, but he still comes across as 
both larger than life and all too hu- 
man, conveying emotion almost 
offhandedly while his voice wavers on 
and off key and he hits the occasional 
bad guitar chord. He’s older, and he 
threw himself into mid-tempo ballads 
like “Aching To Be” and “First Glim- 
mer” with more conviction than he 
did Stonesy rockers like “Knockin on 
Mine.” Yet rough-hewn heart- 
wringers have always been one of his 
strengths. “I’m going to talk to your 
moms and dads now,” he joked as he

strapped on his acoustic guitar for 
“Skyway.” Then before finishing up 
the first encore with the anthemic 
“Left of the Dial,” he scowled and 
admitted, “I hate rock music — it’s 
stupid.” But he said that back in 1981 
with “I Hate Music.” 

Whether Westerberg liked it or not, 
ballads were the exception, and rau- 
cous rock and roll ruled the 
night. Instead of. the yearn- 
ing of “Sixteen Blue” and 
“Unsatisfied,” we got pounding ver- 
sions of “Can’t Hardly Wait” and 
“Alex Chilton”; instead of the elegant 
“Runaway Wind,” we got messy 
romps through “Silver Naked Ladies” 
and “Someone I Once Knew.” And 
Westerberg hasn’t entirely abandoned 
his old antics. He got up on the drum 
riser, knocked over a microphone, 
and dropped his pick right before his 
guitar solo in “A Few Minutes of Si- 
lence.” After forgetting a few words 
on a verse in “Dice Behind Your 
Shades,” he missed a chord on the 
bridge and then intentionally messed 
up the ending. 

The most telling moment of the set 
was the end of “Knockin on Mine” 
— after some sloppy bluesy soloing 
Westerberg got down on his knees 
and frantically broke all but two 
strings off his guitar. At that point the 
Replacements would have followed 
his lead and headed down the path to 


drunken chaos and incoherent ’70s 
covers. This time the band waited for 
two minutes while Westerberg got a 
new guitar, lit a cigarette, and re- 
gained his composure. Then with a 
few perfectly timed slashing guitar 
chords they tore into a rock-solid ver- 
sion of “Merry Go Round.” 

When it was all over, I left with 
the feeling that I’d seen a 
really good latter-day Re- 
placements show, and with 
the hopeful sense that Westerberg 
now has a second chance to build his 
range for bigger arenas. The fact 
that he didn’t play some of the Re- 
placements’ bigger anthems — 
“Bastards of Young” and “Unsatis- 
fied,” to name a couple — suggests 
that he doesn’t want the burden of 
being a spokesperson for the genera- 
tion who’ve “got no war to name 
them.” He even made a sly joke 
about that before playing, “Dyslexic 
Heart,” his hit single paean to Gen- 
eration X from Singles, asking for 
some Bon-Jovi-style lighting and 
singing the tune with a sarcastic 
smirk. Instead, he’s striving to be ac- 
cepted as a songwriter (something 
he more than earned Tuesday night) 
and to keep the soul, if not the spirit, 
of the Replacements alive, while lay- 
ing to rest the self-destructive, 
drunk-&-stoopid legacy of their alter 
ego, the Mats. Q

The following se- 
lections were culled from our back files. 


HOT DOG 

Five years ago: August 12, 1988 

> A full moon isn’t the only cosmological event that’s been 
thought to inspire bizarre behavior down here on the 
ground. David Barber reported on an ancient correlation 
between the Dog Star and madness in canines and humans. 

“For the Romans the dog days of summer were the dies 
caniculares — the 40-odd days reckoned as falling between 
July 3 and August 11 when the Dog Star (Sirius) rose at 
roughly the same time as the sun. As the brightest star in the 
southerly constellation Canis Major, Sirius was thought to 
mean serious cosmological business. Its ascendancy, the an- 
cients believed, fed added heat to the sun and unleashed the 
year’s most scorching, sultry and unwholesome weather. 

“In what might have been a case of tails wagging the dogs, 
the notoriety of the dies caniculares was heightened by the 
popular belief that this was precisely the season when dogs, 
in the words of the Roman scholar Pliny,‘are the most ready 
to run mad.’

“Have you ever really asked yourself why you play ten- 
nis? Be honest, now: if you’re just out there for fun, why is 
there so little of the giddy laughter usually associated with 
games? Why is it that, on the contrary, a tennis court 
seems to be a place where grim players stomp about in 
white uniforms, immersed in fierce inner dialogues and 
self-recriminating outbursts? This brand of fun and relax- 
ation — a sport whose recent growth has been phenome- 
nal — appears to make people tense and distraught.

TAINTED TOMMY 

20 years ago: August 14, 1973 

» The Who’s venerable rock opera Tommy has been 
adapted and reworked over the years — with varying de- 
grees of success. Carolyn Clay found an early stage version 
less than satisfying. 

“To say that Tommy gains nothing in its transition from 
the recording to the stage is to put it too kindly. It seems to 
me that if something quite thrilling, musically, is to be giv- 
en visual, tactile expression, it cannot be accomplished with 
a halfway job. Either Tommy must be staged, really staged 
with the same lack of inhibition that characterizes the 
score, or we are best left to the music and our imaginings. 

“The ‘production’ last week at the Orpheum was a halfway 
job. It was allotted neither space nor thought, and every time 
one of the principals, tied to a standing mike and the area 
covered by his shoes, got carried away and kicked or spun 
too hard, he knocked over a microphone or a music stand.”

Special airfares 
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Charges against Horovitz 
extend beyond the theater

our more women have come 
forward with charges of sex- 
ual harassment against play- 
wright Israel Horovitz, artis- 
tic director of the Gloucester 
Stage Company, following the accusations 
by six women reported by the Phoenix last 


week. 


All four said their decision to speak up 
was prompted by anger over Gloucester 
Stage board president Barry Weiner’s re- 
sponse to the first allegations. Weiner, who 


had downplayed what 
he told the Phoenix 
were “vague and gener- 
al complaints,” said the 
accusations came up 
last fall when he was in- 
quiring about the per- 
formance of the then- 
business director. He 
suggested the charges 
he heard then against 
Horovitz stemmed from 
the women’s solidarity 
with her. 

Three of the latest al- 
legations, however, are 
not from people con- 
nected with the theater, 
but from women who 
were employed as nan- 
nies to Horovitz’s chil- 
dren in 1991 or later. 
The fourth woman to

is an actress who said 
she was sexually ha- 
rassed by Horovitz in 


1987, which is earlier than the period cov- 
ered by the first six complaints. 

As in the other cases, the new allega- 
tions range from offensive language to in- 
appropriate kissing and repeated acts of 
sexual fondling. All of the women said they 
repeatedly told Horovitz to stop, often 
having to push him away. All were in their 
20s at the time of the alleged advances. 

In a statement to the Phoenix this week, 
Weiner said that “anyone familiar with the

The Small Professional Theater Contract [under which Gloucester Stage oper- 
ates] contains rules prohibiting various kinds of discrimination, including discrim- 
ination based on sex or affectional preference. It specifies that grievances must be 
made in a timely manner, and that if Equity and the producer cannot resolve the 
issue, they may proceed to arbitration. 

None of this precludes civil or criminal action under federal or state laws. Sexu- 
al harassment is against the law and does not belong in any workplace in America. 

It is possible that contracts negotiated in the future will have more specific lan- 
guage addressing sexual harassment in the theater, but as you can imagine, such 
rules must be broad enough to cover a variety of situations. However, the current 
anti-discrimination language does cover the situation — providing a complaint is 
made either to the Equity deputy, the Equity stage manager, or to a member of the 


If anyone contacts us we will put them in touch with Equity’s professional staff, 
who have successfully dealt with sexual-harassment cases in the past. Arbitration 
and other actions are conducted from Equity headquarters in New York. We 
would also inform New York of any additional findings on our part, and would 
continue to monitor the situation here. 

While Equity can represent only its members, the Liaison Committee is pre- 
pared to assist any individual working in a theater with an Equity contract. We 
can be a resource or a sounding board for anyone who has concerns about this is- 


Our committee has discussed the issue of sexual harassment in general, but nei- 
ther we nor our union can act without a specific complaint from an aggrieved par- 
ty. We stand ready to assist any person, Equity member or not, who informs us of 
a specific situation that needs redress. 


Hinda Sterling, an ex-board member 
who stressed that she has no present in- 
volvement with the Gloucester Stage, said 
she was “happy that the women had come 


forward” if there is any 
substance to their 
charges. She added, 
however, that she 
wished the women had 
talked to the female 
members of the board 
before taking their 
charges to the press. 
Sterling was on the 
board during the time 
some of the alleged in- 
cidents occurred, but 
she said she had no 
knowledge of anyone 
charging Horovitz with 
improper behavior 
during her tenure. 

A local representa- 
tive for Actors Equity, 
the national actors’ 
union, said it had re- 
ceived no complaints 
about harassment at 
Gloucester Stage. (See 
“Equity Adds.”) 

Horovitz last week 


declined comment to the Phoenix, but did 
issue a denial to the daily Variety, terming 
the allegations “rubbish.” He declined to 
discuss this week’s report, but through a 
spokesman issued a statement “categori- 
cally” denying the charges. Horovitz, too, 
has expressed frustration at responding to 

anonymous allegations. 
According to some connected with the 
theater’s latest production, Horovitz has

made public statements to cast, staff, and audience in 
which he denied the allegations, but said that theater peo- 
ple tend to be affectionate and physical. He said he does 
hug and kiss people, and he’s sorry if he has offended any- 
body. He has asked audiences to judge him by his work, 
not by what they may read in the papers. 

All four women spoke to the Phoenix on the condition 
that their names not be published, as did the six women 
quoted last week. Some expressed concern about public 
humiliation or the reaction of their parents. Others still 
work in the New England area and fear repercussions to 
their careers. All, however, agreed to come forward in the 
event of legal action. 

Three men — two actors and a set designer — have also 
contacted the Phoenix, claiming that during the late ’80s 
and the early "90s several women complained to them 
about Horovitz’s aggressive sexual behavior. 

One former nanny told the Phoenix that Horovitz 
“would act half the time like he was my father or some- 
thing, and then he would turn around and give me a kiss 
on the lips, or pat me on the ass, or hug me while I was 
getting out of the shower in my bathrobe.” 

One incident allegedly occurred in New York in October 
1992, after Horovitz’s wife had left for London, the wom- 
an said. Horovitz led the woman to believe he was going 
out for the evening, but he came back with a video. As they 
were watching the movie, she said, “he rolled on top of me 
and his hands were all over me, and he tried to kiss me. He 
put his hands under my clothing and in my clothing. I 
pushed him off and said, “What the hell are you doing?’, 
and he said, ‘I can’t help myself.’ ” 

The woman said Horovitz kept up his unwanted atten- 
tions. She recalled doing the ironing in the upstairs hallway 
and “he would be walking by me and he would put his hand 
on my ass or try to kiss me, and his wife would be down- 
stairs cooking dinner.” It finally became so uncomfortable 
she decided to leave. “At first, I laughed it off to my friends: 
a dirty old man is after me,” she said, “but I didn’t realize 
how it would make me feel: really angry with him.” 

Another former nanny told of being repeatedly kissed on 
the lips and fondled. In February 1992, she said, when 
Horovitz’s wife was away, she was watching a movie with

problem with men.” The nanny who succeeded her said 
Horovitz referred to the first nanny as a “lesbian.” 

Another former nanny claimed Horovitz treated her fine 
at first, but then began to make unwanted sexual advances. 
She decided to leave after several incidents of kissing and 
hugging. On her last day, Horovitz told her that the family 
would miss her, and offered a good-bye kiss. She thought 
he was going to kiss her on the cheek, but then, she said, 
“he kissed me on the mouth and tried to stick his tongue 
down my throat.” She said she was shocked and pushed 
him away, and Horovitz told her, “Well, you don’t work 
for me anymore.” 

The actress who came forward this week said that when 
she worked for Gloucester Stage, in the fall of 1987, she 
found Horovitz “particularly friendly.” He would often try 
to kiss her on the mouth and she frequently felt him rub- 
bing her shoulder. As a naive young actress, she said, she 
chalked it up to the affectionate nature of theater people, 
though she did her best to stay away from Horovitz. On 
the closing night of the season, he asked to walk her to her 
dressing room, where she had to pick up her things. 

“It seemed a little odd,” she said, “but his two-year-old 
son was in tow, so I just walked along. And as soon as we 
went backstage, and it was a dark, closet-like area, he 
pulled me to him and kissed me full on the mouth and 
pushed his tongue into my mouth. I screamed and stumbled 
into his two-year-old.” The theater never hired her again. 

The four women, particularly the former nannies, felt 
Horovitz had taken advantage of their vulnerability. The 
Horovitz family hopped from New York and Gloucester to 
London and Paris, and these women often had no friends 
or contacts in these cities. One ex-nanny said she resented 
that she couldn’t see the Horovitz children after what hap- 
pened to her because she didn’t want to see their father 
again. 

The women said they were troubled by the apparent in- 
difference of the Gloucester Stage board to the initial 
charges. They said they want to make it clear that others 
have been harassed as well. “When I read Israel’s reaction, 
‘I haven’t done anything,’ ” [quoted by Weiner in the 
Globe story], said a former nanny, “. . . I mean, he must 
believe that on some level, but he must also know it’s true, 
and I’m glad it’s being pointed out to him.” Q

Chris Lydon talks smart and 
tough, but can he best the pros? 


handshaking in the neighborhoods or ad- 
dressing a crowd of Roxbury residents at 
the Whittier Street Health Center, the 
Beacon Hill resident stresses his Boston 
roots (he was born at Mass General 53 
years ago), his parents’ economic struggle, 
his scholarship to Roxbury Latin, and the 
dozen years his three daughters spent in 
the Boston Public Schools.

t’s the nightmare question of the 

Chris Lydon campaign. During an 

open forum at the Boston Public 

Library, a questioner expresses be- 

fuddlement that the former Chan- 
nel 2 newsman has “given us a 
bunch of conservative views” 
since entering the mayor’s race. 
“You had a good track record,” 
he continues, “as a Cambridge 
liberal.” 

“I think the premise of your 
question is amusing, perhaps, but 
idiosyncratic,” snaps a displeased 
Lydon. “I’ve never lived in Cam- 
bridge.” 

But it is the Cambridge-liberal 
premise that hangs over Lydon’s 
“citizen campaign” like the Sword 
of Damocles. And doubters say 
the fancy-talking Yalie, the former 
New York Timesman and Boston 
Globie, the cerebral anchor of the “Brattle 
Street Alert” is a gadfly out of his ivy 
league in the bare-knuckle world of Boston 
city politics. 

That perception is one that Lydon is try- 
ing his damnedest to fight. Whether he’s 
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says. “And frankly, I found it offensive that 
both the politics and the journalism 
around this race seem to discount the pos- 
sibilities in this city. . . . Somebody should 
stand up and say, ‘No, we can do better 
than this.’ ” 

Many of Lydon’s friends were, to put it 
charitably, lukewarm about his entry into 
elective politics. But some see it as the 
evolution of a man who has continually 


searched his psyche through an eclectic 
journalistic career, a passion for piano 
that was reinvigorated when he began 
playing regularly at age 38, his work 
teaching literature to prison inmates, and 
his religious rebirth — and literal re-bap- 
tism — at the Twelfth Baptist Church just 
Six years ago. 

“I think what you’re seeing is the liber- 
ated Chris [engaged] in a lifelong quest to 
marry intellect with soul,” says one pal. 
“This is the latest manifestation.” 

“This was a very natural thing for him 
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to do. It illuminates what citizenship is for 
him,” says close friend Bernard Avishai, a 
former editor of the Harvard Business Re- 
view and a member of the candidate’s in- 
ner circle, who refuses to dismiss his can- 
didacy as “quixotic.” 

But even campaign manager Patrick 
Fox, who was a field organizer for Frank 
Bellotti’s 1990 gubernatorial campaign, al- 
lows that Lydon may be dreaming the im-

possible dream. “This campaign is predi- 
cated upon the assumption that people are 
fed up with career politics, that people 
aren’t going to vote for the vowel,” he 
says.

egy of buying time between 
11 p.m. and 7 a.m.

Given these hurdles, Ly- 
don knows his candidacy 
must strike a different chord if he is 
to garner the 30,000 to 40,000 votes 
it could take to get into the final. “I 
have to get the ‘none of the above’ 
vote, and I’ve got to get the ‘hey, this 
could be fun’ vote. . . . The trick is to 
get from interesting to important.” 

The strategy of first getting “inter- 
esting” entails doing what any re- 
source-strapped candidate must. 
Make many headlines, get lots of 
press. And although Lydon says he 
does not read his clippings because 
“it’s hard enough to get your own fix 
on the reality of what the hell you 
think is going on,” he has become the 
free-media candidate in the race. That 
should be a natural fit for a man who 
spent six years at the Globe, nine years 
at the Times, and 14 years anchoring 
Channel 2’s Ten O’Clock News before 
it was axed two years ago. 

In fact, Lydon’s first major public 
foray into this race was a May 7 man- 
ifesto about the city’s needs he wrote 
for the Phoenix. And he is so captivat- 
ed by the concept of the journal- 
ist/candidate that he has suggested 
that his friend Rick Hertzberg, New 
Yorker executive editor, jump into the 
Rudy Giuliani/David Dinkins may- 
oral tiff in New York. 

There are two reasons why Lydon 
has garnered more than his share of 
ink. The first is the Pat Buchanan 
syndrome: his colleagues in the media 
know him, and are thus inclined to 
pay attention to him. The second is 
that he’s been throwing bombs and 
standing out at the numerous candi- 
date forums.

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Lydon was depicted as a law-and-or- 
der “Rambo” in a flattering West 
Roxbury Transcript cartoon, lauded as 
the only member of the mayoral pack 
telling it like it is in a Globe op-ed 
piece by consultant John Ellis, and 
hailed for his refreshing “plain speak- 
ing” in a Herald editorial. 

“I’m thrilled that the Herald has 
welcomed me as a truth teller,” says 
Lydon, who is less charitable to the 
institution on Morrissey Boulevard 
where he once toiled. On the stump, 
he frequently criticizes the intellectual 
ennui at the Globe, noting that every 
time he tries to raise the issue of 
60,000 Boston jobs lost over the past 
five years with someone at the paper, 
the response is a perfunctory “All 
right, Chris, since when has an issues 
candidate ever won?” 

(Thus far Lydon has gotten a pret- 
ty fair shake with the Globe, even if 
his profile and Q&A with the paper 
seemed to linger over his theological 
change of life. Media junkies may re- 
call that Lydon’s relations with the 
Globe have been frayed. Several 
years ago, he came under heavy as- 
sault from columnist David Nyhan 
and then-editorial-page editor Marty 
Nolan for using Herald columnist 
Howie Carr as a Ten O’Clock News 
contributor. And he later returned 
the institutional insult by writing a

Washington Journalism Review piece 
that lionized Herald reporter 
Michelle Caruso and crucified Globe 
columnist Mike Barnicle for their 
handling of the Charles Stuart mur- 
der-case story.) 

Whatever liftoff Lydon’s campaign 
has achieved — and the most recent 
publicly released poll shows him 
hanging around with City Councilor 
Bruce Bolling and former police 
commissioner Mickey Roache in the 
mid-single digits — can be attributed 
to his ability to get his name in the 
paper. 

Traipsing around Dorchester’s 
Hemingway Park looking for votes 
during an evening concert in early Au- 
gust, Lydon ran into District 3 city- 
council candidate Maureen Feeney. 
“You're keeping us jumping,” she said 
with admiration. “You’re getting a lot 
of press out there.” 


The ‘get real’ campaign 

“To me, there’s a huge vacuum of 
straight talk in this campaign,” Lydon 
recently told a lunch-time gathering 
of attorneys at Mintz, Levin, a down- 
town firm with a roster of political 
heavyweights. “And I’m gonna try 
and fill it.” Add the jug ears and the 
Texas twang and you’ve got a reprise 
of the man who Lydon says “cut 
through the horseshit of that [92 
campaign] dialogue. I thank God for 
Perot.” 

Aside from the admonition that we 
have to “get real” about the scope of 
Boston’s problems, there are other 
unmistakable reminders of the Ross 
style. It’s not exactly an 800 number, 
but the “Lydon Factline” — which 
can be reached by dialing 723-4128 
— asks callers, “Did you know that 
Boston spends $420 per resident for 
police-and-fire protection?” and then 
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explains that that’s almost double the 
national average. At public events, 
Lydon also likes to whip out the Per- 
ot-like charts that indicate that the 
cost of city services, nearly $1600 per 
resident, is more than double the na- 
tional average of $628 for cities of 
similar size or that the city’s job cre- 
ation lags well behind the national av- 
erage and the economy in neighbor- 
ing Cambridge. 

Like Perot, Lydon eschews the 
standard political “ isms” for a pop- 
ulist pragmatism. “This country has 
no real ideology other than ‘Does it 
work?’ ”, insists Lydon, who illus- 
trates the resonance of his message 
with a story he tells frequently. After 
church one Sunday, he was ap- 
proached by a fellow congregant, “a 
black, middle-class, handsome wom- 
an” who asked, “What are you going 
to do about the school problem?” 

Worried that he might antagonize 
someone making a good living at 26 
Court Street, Lydon hesitated before 
plunging in. “I’m going to blow it 
away,” he finally responded. “It’s 
over.” 

“Thank you, Christopher,” came 
the response. “I’ve been waiting for 
someone to say that. I’m so sick and 
tired of my girlfriends spending their 
three-hour lunches down at Filene’s 
Basement.” 
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In this campaign, Lydon has 
threatened to blow away almost every 
municipal institution. 

“The city is basically sliding into a 
kind of Bantustan for people who 
can’t hack it in the metropolitan mar- 
ket,” he says. “That is the fundamen- 
tal undertow in the discussion of this 
city race. Boston schools can’t work. 
We're effectively abandoning the 
safety in a lot of the neighborhoods. 
And no, the people who get the good 
jobs don’t come from Boston — they 
come from Wellesley or Lexington.” 

Lydon has hammered away at the 
sorry state of the public schools, argu- 
ing passionately about the absurdity of 
living in a city that is a higher-educa- 
tion mecca for the rest of the world, 
but forces its own citizens to pack up 
and leave for the suburbs when their 
kids hit elementary-school age. 

At an August 4 press conference in 
front of school headquarters, Lydon 
espoused a “radical overhaul” of the 
Boston schools, including: the decen- 
tralization of authority, giving more 
power to principals and headmasters; 
“market-based competition” that 
would allow institutions like the Je- 
suits, the YMCA, the Boston Teach- 
ers Union (BTU), and local colleges 
to run their own schools; asking tax- 
exempt educational facilities to fund a 
job-training program for high-school 
graduates; putting services like janito- 
rial work and transportation out to 
competitive bid; and selling the head- 
quarters building. As a kicker, he also 
announced that he is filing a “10-tax- 


_payer” lawsuit to enjoin Acting Mayor 
‘Tom Menino from making a new 


contract deal with the BTU. 

At almost no stop does Lydon 
spare the rod when it comes to the 
city’s unionized employees. At the

Police Precinct 14 forum in Allston- 
Brighton, he drew loud laughter when he 
explained how, under union rules, teachers 
now rush to leave the school building 
when the day is done, adding: “Can you 
imagine Socrates in that situation? ‘Sorry, 
Mr. Socrates, but you can’t answer that 
question. It’s two minutes after the bell.’ ” 

At a Citizens for Participation in Politi- 
cal Action (CPPAX) forum, he charged 
that Boston City Hospital “is absolutely 
sinking under the weight of political pa- 
tronage,” and again drew guffaws by as- 
serting that whereas Beth Israel has only 
one government-relations staffer, “BCH is 
the government and it has six people in 
government relations.” 

The candidate’s most controversial 
campaign position may be his call to dis- 
arm the city with the same “humane ideals

.|and tough-minded skills that smashed’ 


gang rule in Somalia.” When asked about 
the constitutional of racial implications of 
“liberating” gun-infested neighborhoods 
in military fashion, Lydon says: “This is 
something I don’t understand, especially 
among liberals. They can imagine a case 
to liberate Bosnia in the cut-throat capital 
of the universe, and then in the next sen- 
tence, they presume the ACLU or Consti- 
tution would prevent a liberation of Mat- 
tapan.” 

In truth, there isn’t much in his cam- 
paign message that seems grounded in tra- 
ditional liberalism. Bashing “payroll poli- 
tics” and wasteful spending and seeking 
private-sector solutions to public-school 
problems, Lydon strikes a minimalist gov- 
ernment tone reminiscent of Bill Weld. 
And when asked at one gathering whether 
he would favor the governor’s embarking 
on a financial bailout of Boston, he de- 
clared flatly: “I don’t see the state coming 
to the rescue and I would not urge the 
state to come to the rescue of the city the 
way it’s being managed.” 

All of which sounds pretty good to fiscal 
watchdogs. Although Citizens for Limited 
Taxation does not endorse in mayoral 
races, its executive director Barbara An- 
derson did send a small personal check to 
Lydon and says, “He knows what fiscal re- 
sponsibility is. It’s redefining the whole 
system.” 

“We’re in an environment where there 
are not going to be many changes in terms 
of revenue growth and we do need to look 
at ways to provide services better,” adds 
Boston Municipal Research Bureau execu- 
tive director Sam Tyler. “That's really the 
direction that all cities are trying to move 
in and I think Boston should, too.” 


The devil is in the details © 

One of the reasons Lydon says he en- 
tered the race is that he became convinced 
“this is a council field."¥And he tried to 
distinguish himself as a bold thinker amidst 
a group of technocratic tinkerers. Ask him 
how he plans to implement his* major re- 
forms and he says: “There’s a kind of bub- 
ble here that’s been waiting for someone to 
burst it.” 

But compelling as his push for reinvent- 
ing municipal government may be, Ly- 
don’s argument that his victory in and of 
itself would be a major catalyst for change 
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leaves something to be desired for those 
who believe the devil is in the details. Dur- 
ing his Court Street press conference, for 
example, Lydon was asked to estimate the 
costs of his job-retraining program. “To 
tell you the truth, I don’t know what it'll 
cost,” he said, before insisting that not a 
dime will come out of city coffers.. 

At Mintz, Levin, Lydon was challenged 
by attorney John Regier, who wanted to 
burrow beneath Lydon’s broad themes for 
some hows and how-longs. In what be- 
came a moderately heated exchange, Regi- 
er declared, “I’m talking the nuts and 
bolts.” 

To which an annoyed Lydon snapped: 
“That’s not my game, John.” 

At the same meeting, one woman who 
asked the candidate’s opinion of the rent- 
control law got some random thoughts 
and a candid admission: “I don’t know as 
much about it as I should.” 

“People are going to be asking you, so 
get ready,” was her polite but pointed re- 
sponse. 


GREETING VOTERS in Dorchester, Lydon strives to shake his 


forum; Lydon’s 


frontal assault on the school department 
finally provoked an exasperated outburst 
from the usually mild-mannered Bolling, a 
city councilor who prides himself on his 
expertise in legislative maneuvering and 
compromise. “You can’t blow away the 
school department,” he shouted. “Things 
don’t happen that way. . . . You’ve got 
vested interests you have to fight... . 
Frankly, it’s somewhat disingenuous to 
put that kind of spin on it. You can’t toss a 
grenade or two in there and clean it up 
overnight.” 


Boston or Brattle Street boy? 

“I think the whole premise here is that 
we begin with people who over the years 
have thought that I’m straight and inter- 
esting, cut out of Boston cloth, plausible,” 
says Lydon. 

For the candidate, “cut out of Boston 
cloth” means “regular guy.” And for all his 
dramatically different ideas, Lydon must 
establish that connection if his campaign is 
to be something more than just the talk of 
the Beacon Hill salons. And there is a 
townie, street-smart side to the man his 
long-time friend Charlie Davidson has 
called “more Irish than Barnicle.” 

Lydon is a devoted admirer of former 
Bruins badboy-great Derek Sanderson, a 
guy with no aversion — privately — to 
four-letter words and off-color jokes, a kid 
who came from modest beginnings. His 
father was a phone-company technician 
who hailed from Southie, never graduated 
from high school, and was eventually de- 
bilitated by Parkinson’s disease. The fami- 
ly grew up poor on a five-acre farm in 
North Duxbury that Lydon has described 
as combination of Little House on the 
Prairie and “sort of Christian socialism.” 

Roaming Dorchester’s Hemingway 
Park, Lydon proved well versed in the 
standard political retailing, repeatedly ask- 
ing residents, “Keep me in mind,” “Keep 
your eye on me, will ya?” At Doyle’s, the 


_Jamaica Plain hangout made famous by 


Ray Flynn and his entourage, waiter and 
local musician Rick Berlin helped usher 
Lydon around to the tables a few weeks 
ago. “He was pushin’ the Catholic, Irish 
thing, not the Yale, Channel 2 thing,” 
Berlin recalls of the candidate’s glad-hand- 
ing style. 

For his part, Lydon has been surprised 
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and invigorated by the reception he’s get- 
ting. “Those people, I thought, were spec- 
tacularly friendly and supportive,” he said 
after making the rounds at Hemingway 
Park. And in Adams Park, in Roslindale, 
Lydon was treated like a celebrity by some 
elderly residents who were apparently 
Channel 2 fans. 

“That’s always been a positive,” he says. 
“People like Channel 2. For them, it’s the 
home of Sesame Street — much more 
Sesame Street than Masterpiece Theater,” 
he adds, keenly aware of the station’s 
highbrow reputation. 

Showing up very late for a candidate 
forum at the Whittier Street Health Cen- 
ter in Roxbury because he’d been at a 
$500-to-$1000-a-plate fundraiser at the 
Harvard Club, Lydon arrived just in time 
for closing remarks. He seemed to make a 
quick calculation. Better to reach out and 
touch these folks on a human level than 
bombard them with charts and numbers. 

“I’m only running because you’re not 
and you’re not and you’re not,” he said 
pointing to various audience members and 
talking of his Irish roots. “I ask your sup- 
port as one of you, a son of Boston.” 

Moments later, when the forum ended, 
Lydon met up with a rival, State Represen- 


tative Jim Brett. “The Irish candidate,” 
said Brett, laughing, as he pointed at Ly- 
don and clutched his hand. “I love it.” 

Sure, some would chuckle at Lydon’s 
foray into Boston’s ethnic politics. The 
Herald had a good yuk recounting how 
one office staffer noted that the candidate 
would try to attend as many “fora” as pos- 
sible. (For the record, “forums” is also an 
acceptable plural form.) In late July, the 
tabloid’s “Inside Track” gossip column re- 
ported on a Harvard Square fundraiser 
hosted by PBS cuisine-queen Julia Child 
with the damning headline: BRATTLE 
STREET IS LYDON’S BATTLEGROUND. 

This is someone who, after all, would 
just as soon talk about Brahms and Dos- 
toyevsky as Bird and Curley, who spent 
much of his August 3 Globe Q&A rhap- 
sodizing about the virtues of Henry 
James, and who was immortalized in Tim 
Crouse’s chronicle of the ’72 presidential 
campaign — The Boys on the Bus — as a 
journalist “who dressed like an Exeter 
headmaster and wore a James Reston 
Memorial Bow Tie.” Speaking of bow 
ties, a career at the New York Times, Bos- 
ton Globe, and PBS doesn’t exactly quali- 
fy Lydon for the Jimmy Breslin “ink 
stained wretch” award, either. This is a 
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journalist who has sniffed some pretty 
rarified air. 

That’s why the assumption that Lydon is 
forsaking his “good Cambridge liberal” 
background, while inaccurate, is not in- 
comprehensible. And why Lydon would 
cringe if he heard the story of the young 
stockbroker who was passing the scene of 
his Court Street press conference and 
happened to remark: “I like him. He’s got 
a good intellect. I’d vote for him.” 

When asked which neighborhood this 
Lydon fan lived in, the man named that 
city just across the river from Boston. 

Only time will tell if Lydon’s provoca- 
tive, big-idea campaign can light a fire un- 
der an electorate used to voting for neigh- 
borhood guys who kept the potholes filled 
and the snow plows running. If he is to 
build momentum and raise money, he will 
soon need a poll that shows him leaving 
other “second tier” candidates like Bolling 
or Roache in his wake. But he has at least 
given food for thought to many of those 
who have seen his performances on the 
hustings. 

“I like him, I think he’s smart,” said one 
AT&T salesperson filing out of the All- 
ston-Brighton candidate debate. What Ly- 
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don said about Boston creating fewer new 
jobs than Cambridge rang true to her, she 
added, because all the reps she works with 
covet the hot Cambridge territory. 

But then there’s the situation described 
by Richard Finnegan, the Ward 13 Demo- 
cratic Committee chair. Finnegan said he 
had a friend who recently ran into Lydon 
at a fast-food restaurant and told him, 
“I’m glad to see you’re putting some spark 
in the campaign.” Problem is that the 
friend was already committed to local boy 
Jim Brett. The other problem, said 
Finnegan, is that “that’s the only thing I’ve 
heard of Chris Lydon.” 

But that won’t likely daunt the citizen 
candidate who genuinely seems to be en- 
gaged in a labor of love, not the mid-life 
crisis that skeptics suspect. 

“My life has gotten more interesting in 
the last 10 years,” he says. “It has a lot to 
do with music, it has a lot to do with be- 
coming an active member of the Twelfth 
Baptist Church. . . . I think everything I 
was doing began to support the idea that I 
could take certain risks. . . . I really think I 
can win, but I also feel that there’s almost 
no way this thing doesn’t end up exhilarat- 
ing me, affirming a certain notion that this 
is a game a lot more people can play.” O

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Can a much-lauded Latino 
win his bid for city council?

t’s hard to write about progressive 
at-large Boston City Council candi- 
date José Vincenty without sound- 
ing like a hagiographer. 
The usual off-the-record sources 
of political dirt have nothing bad to say 


_ about the 37-year-old lawyer making his 


| first attempt at public office. And even 


those who are most threatened by his can- 
didacy — like liberal incumbent John 
Nucci — are impressed with Vincenty’s 
credentials. “I don’t know him very well,” 
says Nucci, an at-large councilor, “but I 
think he’d be a very good city councilor, 


_ and I’ll say that on the record or off.” 


Vincenty has earned the support of the 
city’s Latino, African-American, Asian, 
and gay-and-lesbian communities, as well 
as progressives in general. But with 16 
candidates bucking for the council’s four 
at-large places, the competition is fierce, 
particularly since veteran incumbent 


- Councilor Albert “Dapper” O’Neil is a vir- 
tual shoo-in. 


According to the conventional wisdom, 
to make any kind of a showing in the elec- 
tion Vincenty will have to effect a mass 


mobilization in what’s perceived to be his 
base — the city’s Latino community — to 
win one of the top eight slots in Septem- 
ber’s primary and be a viable competitor 
for the November election. 

But doing just that may be more difficult 
than some Latino activists, including Vin- 
centy himself, have imagined. Voter 
turnout is notoriously low among Boston’s 
Latino residents, as is the level of local po- 
litical involvement. And even if he suc- 
ceeds in getting the Latino vote out, it’s 
unclear whether that relatively small voting 
bloc alone can win him office. 

To be successful, Vincenty may have to 
mobilize the kind of progressive, multi- 
cultural coalition that saw its heyday dur- 
ing Mel King’s 1983 mayoral campaign. 

“T’m a new face and that’s a drawback,” 
says Vincenty, the city council’s first-ever 
Latino candidate. “But I think my philoso- 
phy’s similar to Mel’s: I want people to 
work together with respect, because we all 
have in our common interest the quality of 
life in the city of Boston.” 


Amory Street in Jamaica Plain, the loca- 
tion of Vincenty’s campaign headquarters, 
is the kind of run-down drag that’s com- 
mon on the Franklin Park side of the Or- 
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ange Line. Weeds grow over ramshackle 
fences, and garbage collects in the tiny 
front yards of tar-shingled, three-story 
houses. 

Vincenty’s office — on the corner of 
Amory and Boylston — fits in well with 
the surroundings. Designed as space for a 
small restaurant, it contains a big com- 
mercial stainless-steel sink sitting along- 
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McGovern campaign [in ’72]. It’s some- 
thing I’ve always enjoyed — working with 
people.” 

Vincenty, who grew up in Brooklyn’s 
Flatbush section, came up to Boston to at- 
tend the New England School of Law and 
stayed. 

Since his graduation from law school in 
1983, Vincenty’s been active in a number 

of community organizations, 
including the Hispanic Office 
of Planning and Evaluation 
(HOPE), the Latino Health In- 
stitute, the abortion-rights 
group Mass Choice, and Urban 
Edge, a JP-based community- 
development organization. 
Vincenty also volunteers as a 
mentor for a student at the 
Timilty School, in Roxbury, 
and often speaks to inner-city 
youth about the importance of 
staying in school. 

“For me,” Vincenty says, 
“running for office is a natural 
extension of my work in the 
past. I’m willing to serve, and 
it’s an opportunity to organize 
people around issues of quality 
of life.” 

Throughout his career as an 
activist and organizer, Vincen- 

_ ty has emphasized grass-roots, 
bottom-up solutions to prob- 
lems in the communities he’s 
served. It’s the approach he in- 
tends to continue in addressing

that really benefit residents.” 


side a computer, a fax machine, and a 
map outlining the wards and the districts 
of the city. 

This might not be the fanciest office, 
Vincenty says, but “it’s in the community 
that I come from. It provides us with a 
space where we can congregate and it’s 
reasonably priced.” 

Vincenty’s neighborhood approach has 
been a part of his style from the beginning 
of his work in politics as a New York City 
teen. “Since I was about 14, I’ve been in- 
volved in political campaigns and commu- 
nity activities,” he says. “I worked on the 


problems citywide. 

Vincenty believes he stands 
out from the large field of can- 
didates because of his strong 
advocacy for community empowerment, 
his: skills as a mediator, and his experi- 
ences and perspective as a Latino — a 
combination that has never before been 
brought to council chambers. Like other 
candidates, Vincenty focuses on public 
safety, local economic development, health 
care, and public education. 

“One of the most important issues for 
me is public safety,” Vincenty says. “No 
matter where you live in the city of Boston, 
a lot of people are afraid. They’re afraid 
about letting their kids play outside, or

That’s something Vincenty’s done. 
In JP, where he lives, he has helped 
organize block patrols and communi- 
ty-watch programs, which he says not 
only deter crime but strengthen 
neighborhoods as well. 

“I know on School Street, it was 
the first time people came out to meet 
their neighbors,” Vincenty says. 
“Now there’s a sense of community 
there and the drug problem in that 
area has decreased. On Green Street, 
it was interesting, because you have a 
mixture of Hispanics and non-His- 
panics, and how do you bring those 
two groups together to build trust so 
people can deal with the issues that 
affect all of them?” 

Vincenty is a strong supporter of 
community policing and of police-de- 
partment accountability. But, he says, 
for the police to have the trust of the 
communities they serve, there must be 
mechanisms to control police abuses. 
He supports creation of a civilian re- 
view board that would have subpoena 
and disciplinary power: “I know a lot 
of officers, and they’re good cops. But 
if someone [an officer] breaks the 
law, they should have to go through a 
process just like anyone else.” 

A healthy job base also goes a long 
way towards safe neighborhoods, and 
Vincenty advocates a new approach to 
economic development. “The city 
needs to play a greater role in making 
sure that it helps small-business peo- 
ple start up businesses, from the be- 
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CRIMSON TRAVEL 


sive positions aren’t all that distin- 
guish him from his rivals. 

“Because I’m Latino, I see things 
differently and I’m willing to work 
with different people and value that 
difference,” he says. “I’m willing to 
listen and learn. I’m willing to take 
positions that really benefit residents. 
And I stand on my integrity.” 

Vincenty’s supporters echo those 
sentiments. “José won’t compromise 
on his principles. But he’s a lawyer, 
and he knows how to get things 
done,” says Joyce Cunha, executive 
director of Mass Choice (Mass 
Choice itself does not endorse candi- 
dates). “He’s very committed to the 
choice issue. But also to issues of ed- 
ucation and housing that affect me as 
a resident of the city of Boston.” 

“The thing about José that I really 
respect is that he’s not afraid to get 
his hands dirty,” says Marsie Silve- 
stro, a lesbian who was active in state 
Senator Dianne Wilkerson’s cam- 
paign. “He’ll pitch in, no matter 
what. And he really listens to other 
people and makes his judgments not 
only by his own value system but also 
by listening to others.” 

But can Vincenty win? 

If he relies solely on what analysts 
see as his surest constituency — the 
Latino community — a Vincenty vic- 
tory remains questionable, since that 
bloc is not particularly large and has 
been difficult to mobilize. Still, the 
conventional wisdom about Vincen- 
ty’s base may be wrong. Support for 
his candidacy is as strong outside the 
Latino community as it is inside. 

In sizing up Vincenty’s chances, 
the 1991 election results are helpful 
(though this year’s mayoral race is 
expected to boost turnout above that 


important, says Clara Garcia, execu- 
tive director of Inquilinos Boricuas en 
Accién (IBA), a Latino community 
development and social-service agen- 
cy located in the South End. 

“The youth will say to you, ‘Why 
register? There’s no jobs for me, no- 
body cares.’ The elderly feel used and 
betrayed by politicians. Only when 
people needed them did people court 
their vote,” says Garcia. 

Many Latinos may also be more 
identified with their particular ethnic 
group than with the Latino communi- 
ty as a whole. 

“In American society,” Garcia says, 
“the perception has been that every- 
body who speaks Spanish all come 
from one place. But there’s tremen- 
dous pride in where our ancestors 
come from.” 

Still, Vincenty’s supporters believe 
he’ll be able to rally the diverse Latino 
vote — and that of other minority 
groups — in part because of their 
shared interests. 

“There are divisions among the 
Hispanic community,” says Eldin L. 
Villafane, a member of the Latino Po- 
litical Task Force and a long-time 
friend of Vincenty. “But there are 
some common themes that are equal- 
ly evident. Education is a big one, es- 
pecially bilingual education. The issue 
of health care — especially pre-natal 
care — is another issue, which we 
also share with African-Americans, 
Asian Americans, and poor whites. 
And the issue of affordable housing. 
Those are common themes that Lati- 
nos share.” 

“Vincenty’s very aware of the needs

ty,” says Eduardo Paez-Carrillo, trea-

ginning to the end of the process: 
having a business plan, any licensing 
they might need. Shepherd them 
through the process. The BRA [Bos- 
ton Redevelopment Authority] can’t 
solely focus on downtown. It has to be 
able to focus on the neighborhoods.” 

That neighborhood focus can also 
be seen in his call for accessible 
health care — particularly for pre- 
and post-natal care — and in his ap- 
proach to the faltering public-school 
system. 

Vincenty supports an elected 
school committee, though he adds

Vincenty calls for more-au- 
tonomous schools run by a manage- 
ment team of headmasters, teachers, 
and parents, instead of a downtown 
bureaucracy: “Having one centralized 
office that runs our whole school sys- 
tem cannot respond rapidly enough

of 1991). Each of the eight at-large 
council candidates who won a spot 
on that November’s ballot received at 
least 12,800 votes. In the election, the 
fourth-place winner — John Nucci 
— received roughly 34,000 votes. 

According to the 1990 Census, 
there are 42,119 Hispanics of voting 
age in Boston, not a vast number. 
That’s compared to more than 
340,000 whites, almost 140,000 
blacks, and more than 30,000 Asians. 
And because the figures include both 
citizens and non-citizens, the actual 
number of Latino voters is smaller. 

Even when Latinos are citizens, 
says Fernando Milan, of the Massa- 
chusetts Hispanic Voter Registration 
and Education Project, they may not 
identify as Americans, and thus may 
not see the importance of voting. 

“I make a distinction between citi- 
zenship as a political entity and citi- 
zenship as a psychological reality,” 
says Milan. “What we try to do is get 
the community to deal with the psy- 
chological reality of being citizens 
and with the importance of the vote 
on a collective basis for the Hispanic 
community.” 


the Greater Boston Lesbian/Gay Po- 
litical Alliance. In fact, Vincenty won 
the Alliance’s endorsement recently, 
garnering more votes than any other 
candidate, including the openly gay 
at-large candidate Gary Dotterman. 

Vincenty’s also won the top en- 
dorsement of the diverse Ward 4 
Democratic Committee, which covers 
the South End as well as a portion of 
Lower Roxbury and the Fenway. 
“One of the reasons people endorsed 
him is that he’s been very active in 
economic development and commu- 
nity-development corporations in the 
Boston area,” says Daniel Ocasio, 
who chairs the committee. “He’s 
been involved in women’s issues, and 
scouting. Also, the committee is sup- 
portive of diversity on the city coun- 
cil, and this is the first time a Hispan- 
ic has run.” 

All of which indicates Vincenty’s 
base may be larger than the pundits 
have suggested. Says friend and ad- 
viser Villafane: “He’s dealing with is- 
sues that affect a poor Irish family as 
much a poor Latino family. His whole 
campaign is about bridging those 
gaps and bringing people together 
around issues of housing, education,

ine- and 10-year-olds troop into the cloister of the Isabella 
Stewart Gardner Museum, gasping at their first sight of the 
courtyard and scrambling for seats on the stairs. 


At most museums, the education curator at this point would quiet the children, 


clear her throat, utter a few pleasantries, and dive into a standard lecture — on 
Isabella Gardner, the range of her collection, or the garden and the mosaics in 


the atrium of the 90-year-old museum. 


Not at the Gardner, where curators and admin- 
istrators are launching an experiment that could 
revolutionize museum-going throughout the US. 
The Gardner is collaborating with the Harvard 
Graduate School of Education’s Project Zero, 
whose co-director, education guru Howard Gard- 
ner, a pioneer in understanding cognition in the 
arts. Gardner is best known for his theory of mul- 
tiple intelligences, which suggests that people ap- 
ply all their senses and experience in learning, and 
not just the kind of reasoning that is measured by 
traditional IQ tests. 

What’s going on at the museum this hot, sticky 
summer afternoon employs Gardner’s latest theo- 
ries on different styles of perceiving the world. 
Geared toward visitors from economically disad- 
vantaged communities, the program aims ulti- 
mately to change who patronizes the Gardner, 
why people visit, and the quality of the experience 
they enjoy. 

“You’re all dancers, right?” curator Stacy 
Miller asks the visitors, and most of the children 
nod. They’re an inner-city scholarship group from 
Boston Ballet’s Citydance program. “And when 
you’re a dancer, what does your body . . .” 

“It takes up space,” a boy interrupts. 

“That’s right. And what holds up your body? 
... Uh-huh . . . And feet, right. What holds up 
this building? How’s it put together?” 

Moments later, as Miller shows the children 
pictures of the Gardner under construction, De- 
clon Ransome pats a marble column. 

“This would be the building’s leg,” he says. 


With Miller’s encouragement, the students 
move their arms into the port de bras position, 
which resembles an arch. They pass around sam- 
ples of the marble, cement, and slate of which the 
building is made. They admire the Gardner’s 
glass roof — the first in the country, Miller tells 
them. They demand to see the picture of the lady 
who made the place (John Singer Sargent’s por- 
trait of Isabella Stewart Gardner) earlier than 
scheduled in their tour. 

As they wander through the galleries, some in 
the group argue about whether Mrs. Gardner col- 
lected too many objects — or if she needed so 
many things because she had a lot of guests. Oth- 
ers, gazing at the courtyard from behind a third- 
floor balustrade, decide that Gardner “really liked 
squares.” Before leaving, each child draws some- 
thing that catches his or her fancy. Several sketch 
flowers. A few copy details of a fountain. One 
uses the courtyard scene before him as the inspi- 
ration for an abstract design. 


he information vehicles most art museums 
now use — wall labels, brochures, docent 
tours — tend to assume that everyone who 
comes through the gallery doorway is a connois- 
seur, if not an art historian, according to Gard- 
ner and his collaborator Jessica Davis, the Pro- 
ject Zero research associate who’s co-directing 
what’s known informally as the Gardner/Gard- 
ner project. 
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Even education programs that are considered 
innovative — such as New York Museum of 
Modern Art education director Philip Yenaw- 
ine’s guides to “the basic vocabulary of modern 
art” — focus more on formal concepts of art 
and the traditional notion of the museum as 
repository of culture than on the needs and in- 
terests of visitors. 


Researchers at Project Zero, who’ve surveyed 


both museum-goers and those who stay away, 
have found, for example, that “when a painting 
was donated to a museum is of interest to almost 
no one,” says Davis. Yet that’s one of the few 
points of information that’s sure to accompany 


any object on display.

in different ways. 
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Many innovative science museums and chil- 
dren’s museums have already abandoned the stat- 

“ies-wall+labeb approach to education for more 
“hands-on” exhibits. The question now is whether 
art museums can meet the challenge. 

_ A good museum-education program, like a 
good teacher, tries to approach subject matter in 
ways that “click” with different kinds of learners. 
Rather than employing what Gardner and Davis 
call the “empty-vessel approach,” in which the in- 
structor pours from the pitcher of knowledge, the 
good museum educator appreciates visitors’ range 
of knowledge and experience, understands differ- 
ent ways of learning, and designs materials based 
on those. 

Gardner has sorted and named the various “in- 
telligences” that determine the ways individuals 
absorb information. He describes them as lin- 
guistic and logical-mathematical (long consid- 
ered “general intelligence” in our education sys- 
tem); musical; spatial (in which pilots, architects, 
and surgeons excel); bodily kinesthetic (common 
to dancers, athletes, and mechanics); interper- 
sonal (exhibited in skilled politicians and sales- 
people); and intrapersonal (philosophers, for in- 
stance). 

Gardner has recently proposed that any topic 
worth teaching can and should be approached 
through five different “entry points” based on 
those varieties of intelligence. The “windows,” as 
they’re also called, are narrational, logical-quan- 
titative, foundational, aesthetic, and experiential. 
Since people learn differently, Gardner reasons, 
educators should use the largest windows to un- 
derstanding available. What that means for cul- 
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tural institutions seeking a wider public is being 
tested at the Gardner Museum. 


he Gardner, like most urban arts institutions, 

has little choice but to broaden its audience 

and deepen public appreciation of its re- 
sources if it wants to survive financially. 

Art museums today depend increasingly on ad- 
missions. A larger share of the country’s dwin- 
dling supply of public and private funding dedi- 
cated to the arts goes each year to education and 
outreach programs. Cutbacks in public-education 
budgets in the last decade have reduced atten- 
dance because fewer students than in the past go 
to exhibitions as part of their their classroom 
work. Without art or art-appreciation classes, not 
many of today’s grammar-school students are 
likely to become museum-goers in the future if 
museums don’t find new ways of drawing them 
through their doors. 

Yet, as reports by the American Association of 
Museums have noted, most museums’ efforts to 
reach out to new audiences tend to be scattershot 
— consisting chiefly of a subsidized admission 
here or a school partnership there. Many institu- 
tions spend far more time and money on market- 
ing plans than on comprehensive, pedagogically 
sound, and appealing programs. 

“Museums have traditionally been elite places 
that open their doors only to a few people,” says 
Davis. “They can be very forbidding.” 

“You enter a museum and they give you a map 
— so you know it’s a difficult place to find your 
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way around,” she elaborates. “The kind of infor- 
mation you’re provided increases your suspicions 
there are things you don’t know. There are so 
many rights and so many wrongs that confirm 
your worst feelings about yourself. Even veteran 
museum-goers sometimes feel distanced from the 
scene.” 

“There’s nothing wrong with a tour, or the trea- 
sure hunt where you go and find certain things,” 
Davis continues. “It’s just that most of them could 
be more accessible. Let the museum-goer decide 
what to look for. Museums are natural exploratori- 
ums. They’re wonderful places for individualized 
learning. You can do a lot in them, all by yourself, 
with the knowledge you bring, if you’re allowed to 
navigate the scene rather than be led by it.” 


recent Project Zero collaboration with the 

Cleveland Museum of Art, in which project 

members helped design new labels and 
brochures for the Renaissance/Baroque collection 
that was being reinstalled there, gave the project 
staff insight into what people want — and don’t 
often get — in museums. 

“We found infrequent visitors wanted a very 
personal kind of experience,” says Liz Rosenblatt, 
associate director for research at Project Zero. 
“They wanted more biographical information or 
historical context. They were interested in things 
like the fact that the artist’s wife, whose portrait 
was in gallery, was also the model for someone in 
the crowd in another painting by the same artist in

Narrational entry point. What do you see happening in the painting? Is there a story being 
told? Who is the main character? What do you think will happen next? 

Logical-quantitative entry point. How many figures do you see in the painting? List the colors 
you see. Where is the source of light for this painting? Where is this dance taking place? Why do 
you think so? How was this painting made? What materials were used? 

Foundational entry point. Why did Sargent paint the woman as a central figure? What does the 
story in the painting tell you about the artist? If you could create a painting this size, what would 
you paint? In your opinion, is this a good, great, or average painting? Why? 

Aesthetic entry point. Would you describe the painting as colorful? What is beautiful to you in 
this painting? How would the dress feel if you could touch it? Which shapes are used in this paint- 
ing? Is this painting balanced? 

Experiential entry point. Can you take the pose of the dancer? If you could walk into this 
painting, what sounds would you hear? Can you make those sounds? Feel a piece of your cloth- 
ing. Do you think the dancer’s dress would feel like that? If not, how would the dress feel? Close 
your eyes and imagine yourself in this painting. Whom would you like to be and what would you

Frequent visitors, by contrast, return to museums to look 
at the same objects at different times, from differing perspec- 
tives, Rosenblatt found. Those she surveyed said they were 
interested in seeing different or rotating labels, and bro- 
chures that could offer them new insight into the same work. 

Using the information they garnered from the Cleveland 
project, from other museum research, and from Gardner’s 
education experiments using entry points, Davis and Gard- 
ner have refined the concept of windows to learning that 
museums can use: 
> The narrational window opens when a viewer is encour- 
aged to ask about the story depicted in a work; what may 
have happened in the scene just before an image was cap- 
tured; what bearing the artist’s life story may have on the 
story he or she seems to be telling. 

» The quantitative window affords what Davis and Gard- 
ner call a “numerical” perspective on art works: their mon- 
etary value, the years in which a painter lived, the materials 
used, notes about the donor — the kind of information 
traditionally found on museum labels. 

>» The foundational window helps viewers reflect on basic 
premises such as why a particular object is considered art; 
how it may relate to other work in the museum; why it may 
be important in the culture or context in which it was pro- 
duced. 

» The aesthetic window encourages questions about for- 
mal aspects of a piece. 

» The experiential, or “hands-on,” window allows viewers 
to respond to what they see by doing something, such as 
drawing, or designing a work that captures what they see. 

“The provision of many windows in itself conveys an im- 
portant lesson: knowledge can be validly represented in 
more ways than one,” Davis and Gardner wrote in the Jan- 
uary/February issue of Museum News. “Indeed, a sign of ex- 
pertise may be the ability to understand in multiple ways, to 
be able to consider various solutions to the same problem.” 

According to Davis, the Gardner Museum offers a natu- 
ral setting for approaching museum education in novel 
ways. 

“The Gardner provides a rich example of collecting, 
which is something kids do. It offers the vital story of Mrs. 
Gardner, as well as an arena for theater,” Davis says. “The

as well as a collection, Davis says. 


fact the collection doesn’t change makes it an ideal place to 
get to know. You can go there on a school trip and then 
bring your friends back. All of these are the sorts of things 
that make the walls come down.” 

The Gardner’s goal is to develop materials, based on Pro- 
ject Zero’s concept, for classroom teachers, museum 
guides, and individuals visiting the museum (see “Being 
There,” page 25). 

“We are focusing on the museum as a domain — a place 
where there’s visual art, and music, and a welcoming envi- 
ronment that people, all kinds of people, want to come to,” 
says Miller. Thus the emphasis, in her tour, on the Gardner 
as house, home, source of history, and point of inspiration. 
The goal is to make Boston Public School students com- 
fortable enough with Fenway Court that they’ll return — 
and perhaps, one day, be as familiar with its riches as those 
privileged enough to know it today.

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Courting justice 


Benjamin La Guer gets 
one more shot at redemption

he state’s second-highest 
court will soon rule whether 
a judge’s alleged mishan- 
dling of racial bias reported 
among an all-white jury that 
convicted a Hispanic man of beating and 
raping a Leominster widow — a verdict 
some say was also tainted by missing evi- 
dence and a faulty identification — is suf- 
ficient reason for a new trial. 

Civil-rights activists say that if the Mas- 
sachusetts Appeals Court rules in favor of 
Benjamin La Guer, who’s served nine 
years of a life sentence, it would break new 
ground in how the state’s legal system 
deals with post-verdict allegations of 
racism. The decision is expected this fall. 

In June, the Committee for Public 
Counsel, La Guer’s court-appointed de- 
fender, simultaneously filed briefs with the 
state’s Supreme Judicial Court (SJC) and 
Appeals Court seeking a new trial. 

That action was lent considerable sup- 
port last month when the Boston Bar As- 
sociation’s Lawyers Committee for Civil 
Rights Under Law filed an amicus curiae 
(friend of the court) brief contending that 


La Guer was denied a fair trial because of 
racial prejudice. 

During a hearing on the matter two years 
ago, the amicus brief alleges, Worcester Su- 
perior Court Judge Robert V. Mulkern — 
who presided at the 1984 trial — failed to 
investigate thoroughly allegations that a ju- 
ror had said, among other things, “The 
goddamned spic is guilty just sitting 
there. ... Why bother having the trial?” 

Last week, the SJC declined to review 
the case, leaving the Appeals Court La 
Guer’s last meaningful judicial alternative 
on the state level. Since his arrest, La Guer 
has professed his innocence and claimed 
that ineffective counsel, shoddy police 
work, and juror prejudice all contributed 
to a wrongful guilty verdict (see “Toward 
a Reasonable Doubt,” News, November 
27, 1987). 

“Because we [minorities] are underrep- 
resented in the voting blocs [from which 
jury pools are derived], when minority de- 
fendants go before a criminal or civil trial, 
our peers are underrepresented,” says La 
Guer, who has become something of a jail- 
house lawyer since his incarceration at the 
North Central Correctional Institution, in 
Gardner. “And often what a criminal or 
civil lawyer will do is exclude the only mi- 
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nority, so we are left with a jury that is not 
of our peers.” 

La Guer’s plight has drawn the attention 
of a wide array of citizens, politicians, and 
civil-rights activists. 

A letter being distributed throughout 
Boston by the Reverend Eugene Rivers’s 
Azusa Christian Community and signed by 
a veritable Who’s Who in minority matters

sachusetts Bar Association and the Civil 
Liberties Union of Massachusetts 
(CLUM) say they are considering whether 
to bolster the case with their backing. 

“We support the general position taken 
in the Lawyers Committee brief,” says John 
Reinstein, CLUM’s legal director. “We are 
concerned about the extent to which racism 
is affecting decisions in criminal cases

— including Mel King, the Reverend Ray 
Hammond, State Senator Dianne Wilker- 
son, State Representative Byron Rushing, 
State Representative Shirley Owens-Hicks, 
City Councilor Charles Yancey, and Doris 
Bunte — implores friends to rally behind 
La Guer in the name of judicial equity. 

“Whether you believe Benjamin La Guer 
is innocent or not,” the letter says, “this 
community cannot remain silent and allow 
a racism-tainted jury verdict to stand. We 
must have a new trial. At a new trial all the 
evidence would come to light, and La 
Guer would either be acquitted or convict- 
ed based on the merits of the case.” 

The Urban League of Eastern Mas- 
sachusetts and the Gay and Lesbian Advo- 
cates and Defenders are supporting La 
Guer’s latest appeal, and the Mas- 


where the result has been a man serving a 
substantial prison sentence. We’re equally 
concerned about how these allegations are 
perceived and reviewed by the courts. It’s 
an important case in that respect.” 


On the warm summer night of July 12, 
1983, a 59-year-old widow was beaten 
and raped for eight hours by a dark- 
skinned man who wore only shorts and 
socks. She told police that the man burst 
into her apartment at 9 p.m., and when he 
finally fled — after breaking her jaw, ribs, 
and cheek bone — took with him her 
pocketbook and two rings. 

La Guer, who was 20 years old at the 
time, lived in his father’s apartment next 
door to the victim. His identification by

the victim and the location of his residence 
were the only pieces of evidence linking 
him to the crime. Leominster Police col- 
lected from the woman’s apartment finger- 
prints, a knife, the victim’s pocketbook, 
and semen samples. But when it came 
time for trial, they said the evidence had 
been misplaced. Tests on the assailant’s 
underwear, found at the scene, proved in- 
conclusive and weren’t mentioned at trial. 
La Guer’s lawyer, Peter Ettenberg, 
pressed his client to accept a plea bargain. 
When La Guer refused, he says, Ettenberg 
was unprepared for trial. He declined to call 
alibi witnesses. And because of what La 
Guer calls a tactical error, Ettenberg was 


was a diagnosed schizophrenic who was 
heavily medicated for pain and trauma dur- 
ing the photo line-up in which she identi- 
fied La Guer. During the trial, the woman 
also had difficulty distinguishing between 
photos of white people and people of color. 

Nevertheless, La Guer was found guilty 
by the 12 white men on the jury and sen- 
tenced to life in prison by Judge Mulkern, 
with the chance of parole in 15 years. 

Two appeals followed. The first, in 
1985, was quickly rejected. 

In 1989, Judge Mulkern said he would 
consider testimony about a tube sock 
found at the scene of the rape and not in- 
troduced as evidence during the trial. In 
the same decision, Mulkern refused to re- 
view evidence regarding La Guer’s al- 
legedly ineffective counsel, the victim’s 
mental illness, the alibi witnesses, and 
charges of juror racism. 

State lab tests showed that perspiration 
found on the sock indicated the wearer 
had type O blood. La Guer has type B- 
positive blood. However, Mulkern sided 
with the prosecution’s assertion, not 
backed by expert opinion, that the blood- 
type indication on the sock was from the 
saliva of the victim, who had been gagged 
by something. 

But the allegation of juror bias caught the 
attention of the SJC, which ordered Mulk- 
ern to hold an evidentiary hearing — un- 
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precedented, legal observers say, because 
the issue had never been fully addressed by 
the court. And it is that hearing in which La 
Guer’s current appeal is rooted. 

At the crux of the hearing were racial 
statements that juror William Nowick at- 
tributed to an elderly juror named Joseph 
F. Novak. During the hearing, Novak de- 
nied ever calling La Guer a “spic” and re- 
futed the claim that he said, while enter- 
taining the question of how a rape could 
last eight hours, “Spics screw all day and 
night.” In fact, he declared, he had never 
before heard of the word “spic” used in a 
derogatory way. 

“The only spic I’d ever heard of,” he 
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said, “is Spic and Span.” 

In a statement taken by State Police be- 
fore the hearing, the jury foreman said he 
believed some sort of racial statements 
were made during deliberations, but he 
couldn’t remember exactly what they were 
or who uttered them. Another juror said 
he had no recollection of racist remarks. 

Based on that testimony, Mulkern ruled 
that neither statement had been made. 

La Guer’s attorneys and the Lawyers 
Committee for Civil Rights contend Mulk- 
ern, now retired, erred in two respects. 
First, they say he had a responsibility to 
investigate the allegations exhaustively, 
and not merely rely on witnesses called by

» January 1984. La Guer’s trial is held in Worcester Superior Court, with Judge 
Robert V. Mulkern presiding. The jury, consisting of 12 white men, finds La Guer 
guilty. Mulkern sentences him to life in prison with chance of parole in 15 years. 

» 1985. Mulkern denies La Guer’s first request for a new trial. 

» 1987. In interviews with Boston magazine and the Associated Press, juror 
William Nowick suggests that La Guer’s verdict was tainted by jury racism. In 
November, in a lengthy interview with the Boston Phoenix, La Guer proclaims his 
innocence, stating: “They told me I have to play by their rules, and so I am. I will 
win by their rules.” 

» July 1988. Nowick signs an affidavit stating that fellow juror Joseph Novak 
made racial slurs against La Guer during deliberations. 

> April 1989. Mulkern holds a hearing on La Guer’s motion for a new trial, based 
on inadequacy of trial counsel. The judge disallows testimony regarding juror 
racism, among other things. 

> June 1989. Mulkern denies La Guer’s second motion for a new trial. 

»> May 1991. The Supreme Judicial Court (SJC) rules that if racial comments were 
made during deliberations, a new trial is warranted, and orders Mulkern to conduct 
an evidentiary hearing. 

> August 1991. After a hearing during which only four of the 12 jurors are called 
to testify, Mulkern rules that the racial slurs were not made. La Guer’s request for a 
new trial is denied. 

> June 1993. The Committee for Public Counsel (La Guer’s public defender) files 
a brief with the SJC and the Massachusetts Appeals Court asking for a new trial, 
saying that Mulkern improperly conducted the 1991 evidentiary hearing. 

» July 1993. The Boston Bar Association’s Committee for Civil Rights Under the 
Law files an amicus brief in support of La Guer. 

> July 1993. The SJC declines La Guer’s request for direct review of La Guer’s 


appeal, leaving the case in the hands of the Appeals Court.

the defense and the prosecution. With all 
the jurors in the case available to testify, 
they argue, the judge should not have 
based his decision solely on the accounts 
of four jurors. 

Second, they say, the judge misapplied 
the SJC’s evidentiary standard, which it set 
forth in its 1991 decision ordering Mulk- 
ern to conduct the hearing. Specifically, it 
points to Mulkern’s statements that La 
Guer had the burden of proving that the 
alleged remarks tainted jury deliberations. 

“That is plain error,” says Francisco 
Gonzalez, of the Lawyers Committee. 
“The defendant had no burden except the 
burden of producing sufficient evidence. 
The lower court misapplied the standard 
and reached conclusions that did not fol- 
low the evidence presented.” 

The lingering questions about the way 
the bias allegations were handled gives the 
court an unprecedented opportunity to es- 
tablish clear guidelines for judges to deter- 
mine whether prejudice tainted a verdict, 
Gonzalez says. - 

“This is an issue of great importance for 
the proper functioning of the court sys- 
tem,” he says. “No one is asking the court 
to mind-read. But when there is evidence 
that racial and ethnic slurs have been dis- 
played among jurors, how is the court go- 
ing to deal with it?” 

a 

Legal observers familiar with the case 
say the SJC’s decision not to review La 
Guer’s appeal may indicate the justices’ 
general unwillingness to question a deci- 
sion by one of their own. That same pre- 
disposition, they say, could diminish La 
Guer’s chances in the Appeals Court, 
which tends to rule on more-narrow 
grounds than the SJC. 

Though La Guer would have the option 
of bringing his case back before the SJC 
one last time should the Appeals Court 
rule against him, La Guer’s faith in the ju- 
dicial process is eroding. An appeal to the 
governor for clemency, he says, may be his 
last resort short of a federal appeal — 
which he’s also considering. 

“It’s a dark day,” says La Guer. “I’m 
hopeful, but after 10 years my doubts per- 
sist. These people in the judiciary are inca- 
pable of saying, “We made a mistake.’ It’s 
not in their nature.” Q

Ways to improve the movie-going experience

et’s face it: the movie-going experience is 

an addiction. We know we’re going to 

spend two hours watching The Last 

Action Hero and two more hours com- 

plaining about it, but we go anyway 
because we’re compelled to see what Arnold is up to. 
We may have our doubts about Coneheads, but we go 
anyway because we liked them on Saturday Night Live 
and we want to see whether we will on the big screen. 
We’re drawn by the escape, the chance to see things 
larger than life, the air-conditioning. 

The problem, of course, is that time and again our 
expectations collide with reality. Someone like Kramer 
sits in front of us — six feet of fidgeting hairdo — and 
we can’t see. The person behind us is making those 
relentless whistling sounds with his nose and we can’t 
concentrate. Or (more simply) the movie sucks. 

Thankfully, there are solutions, ways to bridge the gap 
between what we want and what we get. 


¢ Special sections for select groups. 

You can’t get onto certain amusement-park rides if 
you’re under four feet tall, so you shouldn’t be allowed 
to sit in a movie theater if you’re over six-foot-five. But 
if you can’t ban tall people, segregate. Five seats in the 
first eight rows, three seats in the next eight, and so on. 
Delineate them clearly so that shorter persons do not 
have to spend the first 15 minutes of the pre-movie- 
going experience agonizing about whether a tall person 
will sit in front of them. (Note: this rule would take 


* Movie bytes. 

An expansion on the idea of trailers. Movie bytes would 
be the parts of movies that actually interest people.

Related proposals: special sections for people who 
show up late and for any old woman who is constitu- 
tionally incapable of refraining from speaking through 
an entire movie (apologies to the memory of my dear, 
departed grandmother); sound-proof sections for pop- 
corn-eaters and for people who anticipate dialogue. 


* Movie time-credits. 

You know how sometimes you stay for 45 minutes of 
a movie, then feel like leaving but decide not to because 
you’ve shelled out $7.50? Movie time-credits are the 
answer. 

This is how they would work. Say you leave Sleepless 
in Seattle after the first 30 minutes (I dare you to stay).

* Virtual reality glasses. 

A simple advancement on the 3-D glass- 
es of old. Just slip them on, reach out, and 
touch your favorite star. For instance, 
Kevin Costner. 


* Post-film training programs. 

These would be special courses for peo- 
ple who’ve been inspired by a particularly 
compelling protagonist. For example, I 
would like to give men the opportunity to 
take Clint Eastwood lessons after watch- 
ing In the Line of Fire, thereby encourag- 
ing male behavior that’s strong-yet-vul- 
nerable, tough-yet-capable-of-growth, 
boyish-yet-wise, and so on.

People who live in glass houses shouldn’t throw 
stones. Your explanation of why golf balls have dimples 
[July 16] was confused at best. To say that the dimples 
“enable the ball to grab the layer of air immediately 
adjacent” is silly. Any junior fluid-mechanics student 
knows that a no-slip surface boundary condition applies 
regardless of the surface roughness. The dimples are 
there to ensure a turbulent (energized) boundary layer 
that can penetrate further than a laminar boundary 
layer against an adverse pressure gradient, thus reducing 
the size of the region of separated flow (low pressure) 
behind the ball. In short, the dimples reduce profile 
drag, contrary to your statement that they increase drag. 
A turbulent boundary layer does increase skin friction, 
but this is generally less significant than reduction in 
profile drag. 

Lift generated by backspin on a golf ball is due to the

Magnus effect. The magnitude of this lift is given by the 
Kutta-Joukowski theorem, which states that lift will be 
proportional to the circulation (amount of spin) and the 
free-stream air velocity (how fast the ball is traveling). 
Bernoulli’s equation is implicit in Kutta-Joukowski.

I have probably muddied the waters and there will con- 
tinue to be much misunderstanding about why golf 
balls have dimples and why curve balls curve. If you 
still don’t quite understand it, consult a basic fluid- 
mechanics text. It has been my experience that a lot of 
the physics gets lost in the translation to layman’s 
terms.

The reason it gets lost, Steve, is that laymen call up 
guys like you asking for an explanation. Another, per- 
haps more pressing problem, is that scientists just don’t 
agree about what golf dimples do — and since Cecil 
can’t check for himself (the wind tunnel is in the shop), 
he’s at the mercy of whoever picks up the phone when 
he gives the SD Science Advisory Board a buzz. 
Having inquired further, I’ll concede the majority view 
at the moment seems to be yours: the dimples make the 
airflow around the ball more turbulent, which paradoxi- 
cally makes it follow the ball’s surface more closely. 
That decreases the size of the “wake” behind the ball. 
Wakes create drag, so the smaller the wake, the lower 
the drag and the farther the ball goes. 

Ah, but there’s a minority view, and since it happens 
to be in line with what I wrote, I think it richly deserves 
to be heard. As eloquently expounded by Stanford grad 
student Craig DeForest, whose wind tunnel, let me 
emphasize, is not in the shop, the explanation goes as 
follows. The main thing generating lift in a golf ball is 
the Magnus effect, which is related to the Bernoulli 
principle and arises from backspin. However, at the 
very high rate of backspin seen in a golf ball (as much 
as 8000 rpm), the Magnus effect is actually reversed, 
and, were it not for dimples, would push the golf ball 
down. That’s because at 8000 rpm, the forward speed 
of points on the top of the ball is very low — the top 
surface is spinning backward at just about the same 
speed that the ball as a whole is moving forward. At 
such speeds the flow above is laminar (smooth) and 
does not adhere well to the ball, while below, where it’s 
turbulent, it does. (Physics 101 types may find that 
backward, but trust me.) The ball’s wake is forced up 
and the ball itself is forced down. 

The dimples eliminate this problem. They make the 
air near the ball’s entire surface turbulent, restoring the 
normal lift from the Magnus effect, in which, in a man- 
ner of speaking, entrained air is carried around the ball, 
generating lift through the Bernoulli principle. 
Admittedly I skipped a few intervening steps, a not 
uncommon phenomenon in this column, but that’s 
basically what I said. Admittedly also, this is an alterna- 
tive view, but this is an alternative newspaper. As far as 
I’m concerned, that’s vindication enough.

As late as 1882, the American Surgery 
Association was still formally rejecting Lis- 
ter’s published evidence.

Medical doc- 
tors, like everyone else, don’t like being 
told they’ve been doing things the wrong 
way. Patients need to believe in doctors, 
and doctors, who make life-and-death de- 
cisions daily, need to believe that what 
they’ve been taught is medically valid. 

Are we seeing this same kind of medical 
timidity regarding the well-documented 
research about the positive effects of vita- 
mins? Are America’s doctors finally going 
to wake up to strong scientific evidence 
that the proper use of vitamins will help us 
live healthier and longer lives? 

I believe the answer to both is yes. 


The evidence 

What is some of the evidence for the val- 
ue of vitamins? A study I completed last 
year with Dr. James Enstrom, of the Uni- 
versity of California at Los Angeles, evalu- 
ated 11,000 Americans over a 10-year pe- 
riod. It was the most comprehensive popu- 
lation study involving vitamin C to date. 
We found that people who took supple- 
ments containing 300-500 milligrams of 
vitamin C, dosages well above the govern- 
ment’s Recommended Daily Allowance 
(RDA) of 60 milligrams, had an increased 
lifespan — up to six years for men and 
one year for women. Deaths from cardio- 
vascular disease alone were reduced by 
over 40 percent. 

This work further corroborates a sub- 
stantial amount of good research. Two- 
time Nobel laureate Dr. Linus Pauling an- 
alyzed 16 studies published between 1942 
and 1981 on the beneficial effect of vita- 
min C; he reported that the length of colds 
decreased by an average of 34 percent 
among those ingesting significant amounts 
of the vitamin. 

In addition to warding off heart disease 
and the common cold, vitamin C has 
proven beneficial in combating cancer. A 
study by Howe et al. (published in the 
Journal of the National Cancer Institute, 
1990) concluded that “vitamin C had the 
most consistent and statistically significant 
inverse association with breast cancer 
risk.” And an evaluation by Dr. Gladys 
Block of the National Cancer Institute 
(NCI) revealed that in 34 out of 46 popu- 
lation studies vitamin C intake had an ef- 
fect in preventing cancer. 

Want more? How about AIDS? 

There has been important laboratory

work on vitamin C’s effect on human im- 
munodeficiency virus (HIV), the agent 
clinically associated with AIDS. Drs. Raxit 
Jariwalla and Constance Tsao, of the Li- 
nus Pauling Institute, report that in 
chronically infected human leukemic cells, 
vitamin C suppressed — by over 99 per- 
cent! — the production of a key viral en- 
zyme crucial to HIV replication. In acute- 
ly infected cells, vitamin C interfered with 
the process of cell fusion, a sign of early 
viral infection. 

In addition to these signal studies on vi- 
tamin C, there is also good research on vi- 
tamin E. 

A major study by Harvard researchers 
involving 120,000 men and women, pub- 
lished in the May 20 New England Journal 
of Medicine, indicates that vitamin E, in 
doses of more than 100 IUs per day, re- 
duces coronary disease by 40 percent. 

This work lends credence to previous 
studies on vitamin E. In 1968, Swedish 
surgeon Dr. Knut Haeger showed that pa- 
tients with serious circulatory problems 
who took 300-600 IUs of vitamin E re- 
quired far fewer amputations, experienced 
less pain, and lived longer. In 1963, Drs. 
A.M. Boyd and J. Marks reported that a 
large population of patients with general 
atherosclerosis who took vitamin E had a 
higher 10-year survival rate than those 
who did not. 

C and E are oxidants, which might ex- 
plain some of the benefits of both vita- 
mins. Antioxidants help neutralize free 
oxygen radicals, which may play a role in 
the development of cancer, heart disease, 
and aging. 


The medical response 

So far, much of this work on vitamins is 
largely ignored or rejected by medical au- 
thorities who influence the way doctors 
practice medicine. 

And although these vitamins are largely 
non-toxic, physicians seem more interest- 
ed in finding their negative side effects 
than in exploring their obvious benefits. 

For example, there have been claims that 
kidney stones and other problems result 
from large doses of vitamin C. Yet there is 
not one published case of this. (On the 
other hand, people should be careful about 
exceedingly large doses of the fat-soluble 
vitamins A and D.) 

Despite growing proof of the potential 
benefits from vitamins, and of their ex- 
tremely low risk, doctors don’t like to rec- 
ommend dosages beyond the official RDA. 
Just two weeks ago, Dr. Claude L’Enfant, 
director of the National Heart, Lung, and 
Blood Institute, cautioned against “leaping 
on the supplement bandwagon.” 

There are several reasons for such hesi- 
tancy, chief among them the medical pro- 
fession’s aversion to contradicting accept- 
ed medical gospel. For years medical au- 
thorities have been teaching and publicly 
stating that vitamins dosages above the of- 
ficial RDA are of no value. They have al- 
ways claimed that vitamins can only pre- 
vent rare deficiency diseases like scurvy. 
It’s hard for any of us to change an oft-re- 
peated position, and medical people find 
themselves in a special professional 
quandary. 

Although vitamins are classified as food 
supplements, some doctors seem to treat 
them as drugs — even though pharma- 
ceuticals, as they are currently prescribed, 
are used very differently. Although drugs 
have been notably effective in controlling 
particular diseases, the appropriate 
dosage is often very close to levels that 
would be dangerous. 

Most doctors are as careful about sug- 
gesting vitamin dosages in excess of RDA 
recommendations as they are about pre- 
scribing drugs. As Dr. Linus Pauling puts 
it, this rationale has helped lead doctors to 
believe “that doses of vitamins higher than 
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might be dangerous.” 

Medical professionals may be cautious 
also because of the negative image that 
charlatans, with their outrageous and un- 
scientific claims, have given vitamins. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Peter Greenwald, director 
of the National Cancer Institute’s division 
of Cancer Prevention and Control, con- 
cerns about being labeled part of a “fringe 
group” may have kept researchers from 
studying vitamins or even from talking 
about them. Dr. Daniel Steinberg, of the 
University of California, openly admits 
that he felt “embarrassed” when he first 
presented his evidence that antioxidants 
(vitamins) may protect against atheroscle- 
rosis. “I would see people’s eyes rolling 
up to the ceiling,” he says. “I felt very 
awkward.” 

There is also the pressure from the 
pharmaceutical companies. Vitamins have 
been around for decades; they are low- 
tech and nbdt as exciting as a new spectrum 
of high-tech pharmaceuticals. There is lit- 
tle profit to be made in selling vitamins, at 
least compared to proprietary medicines 
— you can’t patent and own the rights to 
vitamins and minerals. 

And finally, since you don’t need a doc- 
tor’s prescription to buy and take supple- 
mentary vitamins and minerals, doctors 
might be less motivated to recommend 
them. 


The threat of change 

Some reactions to our own vitamin C 
study were ” astonishing, for both their bias 
and, in part, their ignorance. Dr. Victor 
Herbert, of Mt. Sinai Medical Center, in 
New York, and Dr. Bob Arnot, of CBS 
This Morning, both claimed that the sup- 
plement users lived longer because they 
also weighed less, smoked less, exercised 
more and ate more healthfully. Had they 
read our study more carefully, they would 
have realized that our findings held up 
even after correcting for 10 such factors. 
Furthermore, no study has ever suggested 
that other dietary changes, such as lower- 
ing cholesterol or fat intake, can reduce 
mortality by the margins seen in our vita- 
min C study. 

Several years ago, Dr. Pauling and I met 
with a top medical official in the Depart- 
ment of Health and Human Services who 
was also a member of the Food and Nutri- 
tion Board. He admitted to us that he had 
not read even one vitamin-C-and-cold 
study but had simply assumed that the re- 
sults were insignificant. (In fact, most of 
the cold studies show a significantly re- 
duced number of days of disability in the 
vitamin C group.) 

Doctors have been denying the value of 
large doses of vitamins for decades. If they 
were to change their collective opinion at 
this point, the shift might undermine their 
authority. As sociologist Dr. Paul Wolpe, 
of Jefferson Medical College, puts it, “A 
profession’s power rests on its consensual- 
ly granted authority over a specific cultural 
tradition. Knowledge and maintenance of 
that tradition is the profession’s social 
capital, and it must guard that capital from 
challenges. . . .” 

I hope that medical authorities will re- 
spond to the most recent evidence about 
vitamins more quickly than they responded 
to Scottish physician James Lind’s discov- 
ery in 1747 that a dietary factor in oranges 
and lemons (later found to be vitamin C) 
prevented the fatal disease of scurvy. It 
was almost five decades later that doctors 
began to recommend this preventive treat- 
ment. 

Let’s hope that Nobel prize-winning 
physicist Max Planck’s famous words won’t 
apply today: “A new scientific truth does not 
triumph by convincing its opporents and 
making them see the light, but rather be- 
cause its opponents eventually die, and a 
new generation grows up that is familiar 
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ou thought there was hope. You thought men were soft- 
ening, getting more civilized, growing up. Yep, dare we 
say, you thought men were evo/ving. 

You thought wrong. 

Rotisserie baseball offers a fledgling sub-culture of proof. At 
any given moment in America, an estimated two million men 
are poring over statistics, arguing the relative merits of Mickey 
Tettleton versus Darren Daulton, and studying last night’s box 
scores like Scripture. Once considered a quirky baseball analog 
to Dungeons and Dragons, Rotisserie has escaped the basement 
in recent years and stormed home and office like a Little 


League team at a Baskin Robbins. So forget evolution. 
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“Rotisserie is the white liberal male’s last 
stand against feminism,” declares Luke Sal- 
isbury, owner of the Salisbury Steaks, of the 
Charlestown-based Faded Memory League. 
Indeed, if baseball is our national symbol of 
youth, then Rotisserie has become our cho- 
sen symptom of arrested development. It’s a 
narcotic to the failed major leaguer in most 
men, and has emerged as the hottest new 
currency of male bonding. 


Boy talk 


By their various titles you shall know 
them: Fantasy owners; Rotisserians; Roto- 
Rooters; Roto-Heads; Roto-Geeks; Roto- 
Scum; or, the generic Get-a-Lifers. 

Salisbury is a representative player — al- 
beit, a struggling one at the moment. He’s 
stuck in sixth place. Roger Clemens and 
Dennis Eckersley, his twin aces, both start- 
ed slow; and Bill (4-14) Wegman just plain 
sucks. “Now it turns out Wegman’s out 
with an ulcer,” Salisbury says. “I’m the one 
getting the ulcer.” 

Still, says the local author and Bunker 
Hill Community College associate professor 
of communications, this beats the days 
when the Red Sox used to give him ulcers. 
He was burned out on the Sox, burned out 
on the game. Until: “Rotisserie reinvented 
baseball for me,” Salisbury says. “It saved 
it.” 

Yes, Salisbury says he never would have 
imagined that at age 46 he’d be buying five 
Rotisserie books each February (“even 
though they all contradict each other”) and 
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obsessed with Rotisserie baseball 


planning his life around ESPN’s SportsCen- 
ter (“the best show on television.”) 

Nor, for that matter, could he have imag- 
ined interrupting himself in mid-sentence to 
ask a relative stranger, with desperation in 
his voice: “If you were in my league, what 
would you give me for Charlie Leibrandt?” 

Desperate days indeed for Luke Salis- 
bury and his Steaks. He’s half a man on pa- 
rade, and his friends are laughing at him. 

But look at the upside, he says: he has a 
life now. And each day, he nourishes some 
of the most intense relationships he’s ever 
known, albeit with people he’ll probably 
never meet. 

“I feel more intimately connected to 
baseball players than I ever used to,” Salis- 
bury says. “They might be assholes, but at 
least now they’re my assholes.” 


Rotisserie 101 
Conceived in 1980 by current Life-maga- 
zine managing editor Dan Okrent at New 
York’s La Rotisserie Frangaise, the game 
has evolved over time. But the operating 
principle has remained in place: team own- 
ers assemble a roster of real-life major- 
league players at a pre-season draft or auc- 
tion; success or failure depends on how the 
players perform in several statistical cate- 
gories (i.e., home runs for hitters, strike 
outs for pitchers). In a 12-team league, first 
place in any category would be worth 12 
points, second place 11 points, and so on. 
At year’s end, the Rotisserie player with 
the highest point total wins a (usually) mod- 
est cash prize and 
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the right to engage in his league’s victory 
rite (a public shower of chocolate Yoo-Hoo 
is a common one). More important, he 
earns the satisfaction of being a smarter, 
shrewder, and more worthy individual than 
his league mates, at least until the next 
Opening Day. Michael Walsh, a music critic 
for Time, puts it succinctly: “You’re playing 
for the right to say you’ve amounted to 
something.” 

It’s a game not for the faint of ego, or, 
for that matter, testosterone. According to a 
readership survey conducted by Fantasy 
Baseball quarterly, 98 percent of Roto play- 
ers are men. They average 33.2 years of age 
and have an annual income of more than 
$50,000. More than 85 percent have at- 
tended college; 53.6 percent work in either 
professional or managerial jobs. 

Lawyers are especially well-represented 
in the Roto ranks, as are doctors, stock- 
brokers, and journalists. “I used to get 
scared whenever I’d get a letter from a law 
firm,” says John Hunt, who writes the 
“Fantasy Beat” column for Baseball Week- 
ly. “But it’s usually some lawyer asking me 
to settle a dispute.” Hunt says he obliges 
whenever possible, but draws the line at 
written opinions. 

Roto-Geeks’ dedication to their vice is 
impressive. According to the Fantasy 
Baseball reader survey, they spend 10 to 
20 hours a week on Rotisserie-related ac- 
tivities like breaking down box scores and 
watching games. Moreover, the average 
respondent spends at least a half-hour a 
day talking trash with his league counter- 
parts. To many Rotisserians, this cuts to 
the genius of the game. 

“Rotisserie is the greatest vehicle ever in- 
vented for guys to talk on the phone,” says 
Newsweek Boston bureau chief Mark Starr, 
owner of a team called Nova. “The biggest 
sin in our league is not returning phone 
calls.” 

Yes, Rotisserie enables men to nurture 
intense day-to-day friendships without hav- 
ing to talk about feelings, relationships, and 
other chick stuff. 

“I could talk to someone for hours a 
week,” says Walter Shapiro, the Washing- 
ton bureau chief for Esquire and owner of a 
team called the Nattering Nabobs. “But I 
still would have no idea if their marriage is 
in trouble or that they’ve lost their job.” 
Then Shapiro reconsiders the bit about the 
job. “They would tell me they have a new 
work number, and I’d figure it out.” 

“My fellow team owners have become the 
people I talk to to on the phone more than 
anyone else,” says author and Roto-scholar 
Peter Golenbock. “They’ve become part of 
my family.” Golenbock has a favorite story 
about two guys who were on the phone 
talking trade when dishes started smashing 
in the background. Turns out one guy’s 
girlfriend was hurling china at him. “He 
kept ducking the missiles and he completed 
the trade,” says Golenbock admiringly. 
Now that’s focus. 


Inside baseball 

It was late summer of 1986, and Starr’s 
powerhouse Nova was running away with 
the league pennant. So he and his pregnant 
wife celebrated their impending victory by 
going to Europe for a month before the 
baby was born. But as soon as they got 
there, Nova fell into a miserable slump. 

Starr recalls: “I spent a great deal of time 
running around France and Italy asking 
that universal question, ‘Do you carry USA 
Today?’ ” It hardly made for a relaxing va- 
cation, but in a Kennedy-Nixon finish, 
Nova won the league by one at-bat. 

The ’86 pennant race is etched in the lore 
of Starr’s American Dream league (which 
also includes Lukas, Shapiro, Walsh, and 
Golenbock). Its legend illustrates the tran- 
scendent beauty of the game: Rotisserie en- 
ables grown men to forge their own 
mythology, one that feeds on itself and is 
perpetuated each season. Leagues become 
small cults of regression and allow instant 
withdrawal from society. 

“It’s like in Psycho when Janet Leigh tells 
Norman Bates that she’s looking for her 
own private island,” says Luke Salisbury. 
“Rotisserie is our own private island. Un- 
fortunately, our marriages and friends can 
wind up in the Bates Rotisserie Hotel.” 

Rotiserrians lie awake at night, statistics 
somersaulting in their brains. “It’s counting 
blessings instead of sheep,” says Shapiro. 
“When other people are lying in bed worry- 
ing about getting old and not doing enough 
in life, I’m rejoicing at how I got Brent 
Mayne for a buck.” 

It’s nice, but potentially alienating, too. 
Rotisserians carry a stigma. Their outsider 
friends and family members think they’re 
nuts; the real-life players who control their 
self-worth don’t eare about them; team PR 
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people (whom they badger for stats and in- 
jury reports) wish they’d go away; and the 
guardians of baseball’s purity, tightasses 
like George Will, blame them for corrupting 
the game’s innocence. 

“Rotisserie is not exactly a refuge that in- 
vites other people in,” says Salisbury. It’s 
the game’s double-edged sword: players 
love talking about their teams; non-players 
find it as interesting as cabbage. “Nothing 
is more boring than hearing about Rotis- 
serie baseball when you’re not in the club,” 
he says. 

But c’mon, you’ve read this far. And be- 
sides, this is important. We’re talking the 
US economy here. 


The Rotisserie industrial complex 

Forget the defense industries; our na- 
tion’s fiscal health depends more on Rotis- 
serie each season. Consider the cottage in- 
dustries Rotisserie now sustains. 

Start with book publishing. Fifteen to 20 
volumes come out each season on the se- 
crets of the game, projected dollar values of 
each player, and a variety of critical social 
tips. (Golenbock’s Rotisserie book includes 
a chapter called “How To Keep Your Wife 
from Leaving You”; one example: “bribe 
her.”) 

In addition, many newsletters, maga- 
zines, and television shows rely heavily on 
Roto madness. Paul White, editor of Base- 
ball Weekly, for instance, says a reader sur- 
vey showed that at least half of the maga- 
zine’s 300,000 readers play some form of 
fantasy baseball game. 

Roughly 60 to 80 independent computer 
companies keep statistics for leagues nation- 
wide. Take Jerry Heath, who had a strug- 
gling software business until he discovered 
Rotisserie in 1985. In his first season, he 
was contracted to tally stats for three 
leagues. Today, his Virginia-based company, 
Heath Research, keeps stats for 230 leagues 
in the US and three in Canada at $49 per 
team, or about $500 per league, per season. 

On the demand side, consider Dave 
Chused, a Roto-happy Boston attorney. His 
annual Rotisserie expenses include the fol- 
lowing: league entry fees (he plays in two 
leagues), research materials such as books, 
magazines, and subscriptions to Baseball 
Weekly and Baseball America, Boston Her- 
alds he wouldn’t buy except for the West 
Coast box scores, phone bills (he has a 
partner in New York), and cable bills. He 
estimates that his Rotisserie outlay ap- 
proaches $900 annually. 

The numbers may be crude, but so is 
Rotisserie. 

Now, assuming Chused is more fanatical 
than the average player by a third, let’s be 
conservative and cut the figure down to 
about $600. Assuming a Roto population of 
two million, that brings the GNRP (Gross 
National Rotisserie Product) to $1.2 billion. 


The Roto-drain 

But any clear-thinking Roto player or 
politician (rare as both may be) would con- 
cede there’s also a flip side: Rotisserie is 
probably costing businesses billions in lost 
productivity each year. As they say on Base- 
ball Tonight, let’s go inside the numbers. 

Figure that roughly 37 minutes of trade 
talk, box-score reading, and Roto-related 
schmoozing occurs daily during work hours. 
That comes to three hours of lost work time 
a week, or (assuming a 48-week work year) 
144 hours a year. If the average Roto player 
earns an hourly wage of $25 (prorated from 
the average $50,000 annual income), we 
can extrapolate that the average Roto player 
costs his business $3600 a year. 

We figure that American businesses as a 
group will lose roughly $7.2 billion in boy 
hours this year as a result of the Rotisserie 
menace. And that doesn’t include lost pro- 
ductivity due to sleep loss (West Coast 
games are murder), time spent in psy- 
chotherapy (“I dreamt I drafted Matt 
Young, doc!”), couples therapy (“He loves 
Barry Bonds more than me!”), and the dis- 
traction of co-workers forced to suffer the 
daily, public explications of their Roto-in- 
fected colleagues (see sidebar). 

In response to the growing menace, 
some offices are playing hardball. Consider 
the plight of Peter Hull and Dave Sjorgen, 
two federal workers (agency undisclosed). 
We'll call them the Rotisserie Two. 

Last spring, amid a swirl of reports that 
the Rotisserie menace had invaded the agen- 
cy, a thorough in-house investigation re- 
vealed that Hull and Sjorgen in fact owned 
teams. Citing government gambling statutes 
(in light of their leagues’ entry fees), the 
agency supervisor slapped a 30-day unpaid 
suspension on the Rotisserie Two. 

“You can headline this YOUR TAX DOLLARS 
AT WORK,” says Chuck Smith, attorney for 
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the agency supervisor is a woman. The Ro- 
tisserie Two have appealed the suspension, 
and Smith says he’s billed them for close to 
$5000 in legal fees since early May. 

Smith concludes, without a trace of irony 
in his voice: “I think the fundamental prob- 
lem here is that the people who run this 
agency don’t have lives.” 


Rotisserie and public corruption 

“A deep rift has developed between Gov- 
ernor Mario Cuomo and a former trusted 
aide, with the governor even intimating that 
the aide may have acted in collusion with a 
state senator. The issue: Mr. Cuomo’s base- 
ball team is in eighth place in a Rotisserie 
league.” 

— New York Times, September 22, 1987 


Cuomo, a former minor-league ballplay- 
er, was the first pol to admit publicly to 
having a Rotisserie skeleton in his closet. 
(Imagine the indecisive Cuomo driving his 
partner nuts on draft day: “I will not make 
a Shermanesque vow not to select Joe 
Hesketh!”) 

But, ominous as it sounds, the Roto rot 
creeps even higher in the public sector. If 
Hamlet-on-the-horn ever wound up in 
Washington, he’d have no trouble finding a 
league. Esquire’s Walter Shapiro tells of one 
anonymous high-level White House official 
who actually delayed the inducement of his 
wife’s labor until after his league’s April 
draft. (As an aside, John Hunt reports that 
the owner of an Indianapolis team named 
his daughter Grace Bell, after two of his 
players, Mark Grace and Jay Bell.) 

National Security Adviser Tony Lake is 
reputedly as fanatical as they come. Keep in 
mind that this man has access to our nucle- 
ar-weapon codes. 

“I needed to talk to Lake during the re- 
cent [Clinton-Yeltsin] summit,” Shapiro 
says. “Someone suggested that the only 
chance I had would be to tell his secretary 
the call was Rotisserie-related. I had visions 
of him saying, ‘Sorry, Boris, I have to get 
back to you.’” 


Screw your friends 

Who'd wish bodily harm on Ken Griffey 
Jr? 

J. Anthony Lukas. 

“You don’t actually like saying that you 
hope Ken Griffey Jr. breaks his ankle,” says 
Lukas, the author of Common Ground and, 
more to the point, the owner of a Rotisserie 
team that doesn’t include Ken Griffey Jr. 
“But it’s something you feel.” 

In the arcane universe of Rotisserie, 
Lukas’s logic is simple. Seattle’s Griffey — 
he of the projected 40 home runs, 120 RBIs 
and .310 batting average — is making very 
happy boys of his Rotisserie owners this 
season. But if you’re like Lukas, your inter- 
ests would only be served by Griffey’s ill 
fortune. He goes down on the field, you go 
up in the standings. So your sweetest 
dreams feature Junior leaving the King- 
dome phonyturf on a stretcher. 

Sick? Heartless? 

Nah, just a Rotisserie player displaying 
the essential qualities of his avocation. 
“John Kennedy said that life is unfair,” 
Lukas says. “And Rotisserie is unfair, too.” 
You act accordingly. 

In the civilized world, it’s not seemly to 
savor the bad fortune of others, at least 
overtly. Yes, it’s important to love your 
friends, to support your friends, and even to 
hug your friends. 

But let’s face it. Deep in the hearts of 
most men lurks a self-centered, ruthless, 
and deeply insecure little boy determined to 
find a forum for self-validation. 

In other words, deep in the heart of most 
men lurks a Rotisserie baseball player. 

“Knowledge is rewarded in Rotisserie,” 
says Luke Salisbury. “So is the ability to rip 
off your closest friends.” This is the game’s 
dark underbelly. 

“Men tend to see life as a zero-sum 
game,” says Michael Walsh. “We get totally 
wrapped up with the horse-race mentality 
of who’s up and who’s down. And Rotis- 
serie is the ultimate zero-sum game.

“I have 
enough problems with reality without worry- 
ing about your fantasies.” 

Simple moral: stay in your Walter Mitty 
oasis and keep your grubby mitts away from 
the playing field. It’s safer when you play 


|| with your friends. Because if nothing else, 
‘| Rotisserie offers individuals a refuge of

In short, Rotisserie makes you part of 
something bigger. ESPN’s Keith Olberman, 
the SportsCenter co-host and an avowed Ro- 
tisserian, calls this an “Alternative Baseball 
Reality.”

He recounts the 
story with relish. 

“It was there,” Lukas says, “eating pan- 
cakes in the glorious sunlight, where I 
learned that Ron Kittle had hit two home 
runs and six RBIs, thus propelling me tem- 
porarily into first place. Ah, life could not

September wilh 1993 For the last two months, the Easy Marks, the Rotisserie team I co-own with my 
Phoenix colleague, Mark Jurkowitz, have sat solidly in second place in the Universal 
Baseball Association. This is significant for two reasons. One, it validates our man- 
hood, and two, the second-place prize money (about $400) would enable us to take 
our beleaguered girlfriends out to dinner, a crucial diplomatic maneuver that might 
even buy their indulgence for another season. (God knows, we haven’t allowed 
| them near a remote-control clicker since the beginning of the exhibition season.) 
| The seeds of our success were planted last October, following a humiliating 
10th-place finish. But unlike last season, when we came to our league draft 
supremely cocky but woefully unprepared, this time we hit the books.

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Vinny Testa’s 


BYO appetite: Enormous 
portions at moderate prices

either owner is named 
Vinny Testa, and the 
location has a curse go- 
ing back five name 
changes (Alexander’s 
was a previous incarnation; Villa Anna 
and variations of Walter’s were earlier 
ones). Nevertheless, I think Vinny Tes- 
ta’s will be a winner with its menu of 
Italian standards and its large-portion 
theme. 

Most entrees come in two sizes. The 
smaller is quite generous and moderately 
priced, and the larger, in the high teens, 
is really a show-off platter — made for 
three or four humans, one of whom 
could even be a teenager. 

The kitchen may offer a stereotypical 
menu, but it has avoided all the common 
errors, which is how it distinguishes itself 
from the other family 
restaurants that have been 
at this location. 

The tomato sauce 
wasn’t memorable, but 
neither was it burned or 
metallic. 

There was no uncooked 
wine in the wine sauce. ie 
Nothing was oversalted or 
undersalted. 

The vegetables were 
properly cooked. 

Do you have any idea 
how many red-sauce Ital- 
ian restaurants can’t get 
through that simple 
checklist? 

The only original idea 
at Vinny Testa’s, so far, 
is the meal’s opening — 
the bread basket comes 
with a whole head of 
roasted garlic in olive oil. 
The garlic was well cara- 
melized and soft enough 
to spread with a knife, but it packs a 
wallop and everything else you eat hums 
with it. 

Some who aren’t obsessed with garlic 
may find the spread cloves rank- or 
chemical-tasting. Garlic-lovers may go 
right home and pop a head or two in the 
oven for another hit. 

On our night, the breads included a 
dense, white, Tuscan-type loaf, an 
onion-sesame focaccia that could have 
passed for a light bialy, and sesame 
bread-sticks that were quite handy for 
poking out the garlic cloves. 

At Vinny Testa’s you shouldn’t need 
an appetizer to stimulate your appetite 
or to help fill you up, but you can cer- 
tainly extend the evening with an appe- 
tizer like the calamari friti ($5.95; $9.95 
as a dinner), which was as nicely dry- 
fried a-heap of squid rings (and a few 
tentacle sections) as I’ve had in a long 
time. 

The thin crust lacked salt, but that was 
easily added. A few restaurants may have 
sweeter squid, but none does a better job 
of frying it. The dipping sauce was a 
swell marinara. 

Minestrone soup ($2.25, $2.95) was, 
even in the smaller size, a substantial 
helping of oversize (though well 
cooked) chunks of vegetables in a salty 
stock. Caesar salad ($4.75, $7.75), here 
translated to “insalata caesare,” was one 
of the few outright failures of the 
evening: tired romaine, low-garlic dress- 
ing, dull croutons, overly mild cheese, a 
couple of loose anchovies. Size isn’t ev- 


ugerything.

sense affairs. Veal marsala ($13.95, 
$19.95) was one of the flashier items. 
Although the veal wasn’t tasty, it had 
been pounded into tender scallops. 
Served up with mushrooms in a fully 
cooked sauce that tasted like marsala 
wine and nothing else, the platter also 
included sautéed new potatoes with 
rosemary and parsley and a mélange of 
roasted vegetables, notably carrot, zuc- 
chini, and yellow squash. 

Other dinners added a tree or two of 
nicely done broccoli. 

These same fine side dishes came with 
a pork-chop dish, er, “costatelle di ma- 
iale” ($10.95, $18.95). The two thickly 
sliced loin chops (the smaller plate) were 
cooked to a juicy turn, if without inter- 
esting seasoning. 

Lasagne alla bolognese ($8.95, 
$13.50) was similarly accurate if unin- 
spired, and notable for the size of the 
portion. If you are used to small, 
medium, and large por- 
tions, this was “like for- 
get it.” 

What impressed me 
was the meat sauce, 
which was calm, tasty 
stuff — no metallic to- 
mato-paste edge, no 
burned undertone, no 
excess of oregano or 
garlic. 

The eggplant parmesan 
($8.95, $12.95) is not 
grand cuisine but there’s 
nothing wrong with it. 
This dish can go awry 
thanks to tomato-sauce 
traps and the tendency of 
fried eggplant to absorb 
grease. Not at Vinny Tes- 
ta’s. The tomato sauce 
ran to the chunky side of 
marinara. Many restau- 
rants let you fill up on 
eggplant parmesan; here 
the portion was ridicu- 
lously large, and plumped up further 
by an underlying haystack of spaghetti. 
As the boss says of the employee he’d 
love to send elsewhere, “I cannot rec- 
ommend this spaghetti too highly.” 
Dismal, pasty stuff, exactly like the 
spaghetti red-sauce restaurants served in 
the ’50s. (I can understand why twen- 
tysomethings want to relive the "50s — 
so they can be beatniks and rebel against 
a decade that deserves it. But watch 
out for that food, you neo-hipsters. 
It’ll teach you how to fast for enlight- 
enment.) 

The wine list is much too long, and 
ranges all over the map, with bottles as 
low as $11 (and some higher than $70). 
There are plenty of wines by the glass. 
Vinny Testa’s promises desserts like 
homemade cheesecake and chocolate 
bread pudding, but not much was avail- 
able for my visit. I would have had to re- 
turn for dessert some other day, any- 
way. 

This is not a restaurant where “save 
= for dessert” is advice you can fol- 
ow. 

The restaurant keeps latish hours for 
Brookline. The bar is licensed to stay 
open until 2 a.m., so perhaps a late, 
dessert-only scene will develop, maybe 
for those celebrating the end of a long 
diet or those returning from nouvelle 
cuisine restaurants. 

Service at Vinny Testa’s on a crowded 
evening was very good, except for a bit 
of drag between the appetizers and the 
main courses. But you can always win 
my heart by putting a pitcher of ice wa- 
ter on every table. Q 


Canestaro Pizzeria 


Anyone who says Boston’s too small for well-kept dining secrets hasn’t 
wandered the Fenway recently. We introduce Canestaro, a first-class piz- 
za-pasta-calzone enclave nestled inconspicuously into a tree-lined section 
of Peterborough Street. 

Though Canestaro bills itself as “Fenway’s Express Gourmet Pizze- 
ria,” pizza merely headlines an array of cheap and hearty Italian staples. 


On one recent lunchtime visit, for instance, we encountered a bowl of 


fresh ravioli drowned in a zesty red sauce ($4.50), with strips of breaded 


chicken (for an extra $1.50). 
The pizza ($5.95 and $7.95) 
and calzones ($4.95) come 
with a selection of 30 toppings and fillings that range from pineapple to 
linguica to sundried tomatoes. An eclectic assortment of sandwiches, sal- 
ads, and side orders completes the line-up. 

The Canestaro is a neighborhood joint (umbrella tables outside) with 
down-home presentation (pasta served in faux wooden bowls reminiscent 
of summer camp). Have a home-baked chocolate-chip cookie (40 cents) 


for dessert.

Of course, glitz is the show’s main strength, and it 
would be hard to find Miss Saigon’s sobering messages 
if you hadn’t read them somewhere before. Thus we 
have the Miss Saigon study guide, produced by the 
Wang Center’s Young at Arts program.

nlike several other original British punk 

bands, the Fall have not reunited. After all, 

they never broke up, though it may have 
seemed that way from a US perspective. The Man- 
chester band’s gig at Axis next Saturday night is part 
of their first tour of soiled America in three years, after 
having been shut out of this market, new releases and 
all, by their former label Beggars Banquet. 

As singer/founder Mark E. Smith explains, “they 
had a contractual obligation to release those records in 
the US once they made it into the British Top 20, but 
they decided to give us money instead. I’d rather have 
gotten nothing and had them released. Finally, I just 
said fuck it and walked out. At that point I’d rather 
have been unemployed.” 

With a new US label, Matador, and a new Fall al- 


Recorded without label support in New Order’s stu- 
dio, The Infotainment Scan is one of the Fall’s more 
accessible offerings, incorporating British house/tech- 
no grooves and even touching on the current soul/dis- 
co revival with a cover of Chic’s “Lost in Music.” 

There’s plenty of damning social satire, too, about 
the trendy British music scene in “Glam-Racket” and 
“The League of Baldheaded Men.” Through many of 
the tracks Smith has a way of caustically spitting out 
each word, adding a sarcastic “ah” to the end of each 
line, so that even something as harmless as “I’m lost in 
music/I feel so alive” sounds menacing. But it’s clear 
that he also enjoys singing against the smooth, rhyth- 
mic nightclub pulse. 

“You can’t be too smart-ass, and you can’t treat the 
music with utter disdain. We covered the Chic song 
because I like the chord changes. I got taken to some 


these kids were coming up and saying it was really 
cool. When I told them it was the Fall, they didn’t 
know what to think.” 

Nevertheless, with Smith’s unmistakable vocals at 
the center of the mix and Fall veterans Craig Scanlon 
and Steve Hanley on bass and guitar, the band have 
stayed close to their rebellious DIY roots. As Smith ex- 
plains, “when we formed the group I couldn’t sing and 
the guitarist and bassist couldn’t play, so even when we 
tried to do covers it never sounded like the original. I 
think that’s a real strength. Now, people ask me why I 
don’t write a big-selling pop song and the answer is 
that I can’t. Even if I tried to write a Janet Jackson 
song, it would just sound like the Fall.”

oys will be boys and mo- 
rons will be morons and 
Beavis and Butt-Head is 
where the twain meet. 
Beavis is the blond kid with 
the pompadour who takes to “pruning” 
telephone poles with a chainsaw. Butt- 
Head? He’s the dark-haired cretin with the 
impossibly flared nostrils who once sen- 
tenced an insect to “death by sawing off his 
tweeter” for the crimes of “buzzing around 
and getting in my face and stuff.” Togeth- 
er, these two death-metal devotees, perma- 
nently clad in AC/DC and Metallica T- 
shirts, are the hottest thing on television. 

And if you don’t recognize them, you 
haven’t been neglecting just your MTV. 
Not only are Beavis and Butt-Head the 
stars of MTV’s most popular show, they’ve 
appeared in TV Guide, Newsweek, the New 
York Times, USA Today, and on the cover 
of Rolling Stone. Soon you'll be able to see 
even more of them. An album and movie 
are forthcoming, and T-shirts and other 
merchandise have hit the stores and are 
moving “briskly, to put it mildly,” says the 
show’s executive producer, Abby Terkuhle. 

A high gross-out quotient is among 
Beavis and Butt-Head’s virtues. Perhaps 
higher than those kings of “yuck,” Ren 
and Stimpy. B&B’s sick edges include a 
body count. Frogs substituted for baseballs 
splatter, as does the convicted insect — 
though Beavis accidentally chops off Butt- 
Head’s finger while carrying out the sen- 
tence, creating a spurting fountain of 
blood. In another perfectly tasteless 
episode, Butt-Head delivers a schoolroom 
science report on the space shuttle with a 
toy rocket and a firecracker. As the ’crack- 
er pops and the rocket drops, he con- 
cludes: “And that was the first time a 
teacher was shot into space.” Groan. 

The duo’s banter involves all things sca- 
tological, and there’s a guilty pleasure in 
watching the construction of their crotch-

oriented meta-language. “Chicks” in tight 
shorts provoke “stiffies,” “woodrows,” and 
“morning wood in the late afternoon.” And 
they address each other with a never-end- 
ing supply of endearments like “bung- 
hole,” “bumwipe,” and “dumb-ass.” 

For their TV-slacker fans, Beavis and 
Butt-Head are also the latest arbiters of 
pop culture. In their worldview, everything 
is either “cool” or it “sucks.” The cool cat- 
egory includes most heavy-metal icons: 
fire, skulls, tattoos, massive drum kits, 
leather. A hard-rocking band “kicks butt.” 
Things that suck are more esoteric: college 
music, frozen yogurt, reading. 

The show’s art is as crude as its charac- 
ters. “They’re extremely raw, not polished 
at all,” says local animation pundit Fred 
MacDonald, creative director of Brook- 
line’s Olive Jar Animation, best-known for 
its MTV network-ID spots. “I guess that’s 
the beauty of them.” 

But it is the laughter of Beavis and Butt- 
Head that has become the show’s trade- 
mark, and an oft-repeated teen and twen- 
tysomething catchall more popular than 
“schwing” was. “It’s the hook,” agrees 
Terkuhle, “that has really caught on.” 
Butt-Head’s is a constant machine-gun 
huh-huh; Beavis favors irregular bursts of 
guttural heh-hehs. And as much as every- 
one’s imitating it, no one employs this au- 
ral irritant as effectively -- - or as frequently 
— as the originals. In one episode, their 
high school’s principal threatens Beavis 
and Butt-Head with expulsion upon their 
next burst of classroom-disrupting laugh- 
ter. The Dimmer Twins then squirm and 
tear as a baiting, sadistic teacher lectures 
on sex education before calling a roll that 
begins, “Butkis .. . Gaylord .. . Hyman.” 

Beavis and Butt-Head are the brain 
(-damaged) children of Mike Judge, a 30- 
year-old ex-physics and engineering major 
who created the characters for MTV’s ani- 
mation series Liquid Television last 
September. In large part because of 
Terkuhle’s support, MTV commissioned 
Judge, who also provides the stars’ voices,

Beavis and Butt-Head are way cool, huh-huh 
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to create 65 episodes. The show premiered 
for two weeks in March, then reappeared 
on May 17 in its own half-hour slots, Mon- 
day through Saturday at 7 and 11 p.m. 

Each episode follows a simple blueprint: 
two havoc-packed Beavis and Butt-Head 
adventures that incorporate a Wayne’s- 
basement scenario featuring the dudes’ 
inane commentary on 15 minutes of music 
videos. On Faith No More: “This video 
needs m losions.” On Edie Brickell: “ 
‘What I am’ . . . didn’t Popeye say that?” 
Simple-minded, sure, but often side-split- 
tingly funny and, in its own way, culturally 
astute. Sandwiched between their head- 
thrashing and furious air-guitar licks to 
“Smells like Teen Spirit,” Beavis asks about 
Seattle, to which Butt-Head replies, “It’s 
this place where stuff is, like, really cool.” 

Of course, brainless, phallocentric hu- 
mor is nothing new; Beavis and Butt-Head 
just flaunts it more prominently than any 
cartoon in history. Judge includes Cheech 
and Chong, Bill and Ted, and various ju- 
nior-high classmates as influences for 
Beavis and Butt-Head, whom he describes 
as “stupider and more ignorant” than 
Wayne and Garth. Wayne can needle 
Garth that his mom is “un renard”; a typi- 
cal Beavis and Butt-Head foray into for- 
eign language is “Depeche Mode . . . that’s 
French for ‘We’re wussies.’ ” 

Although Beavis and Butt-Head’s success 
is undeniable, there is no clear-cut explana- 
tion for it. Terkuhle insists that the audi- 
ence’s built-in familiarity with the charac- 
ters is a major factor in the ratings: “I think 
a lot of people have known a Beavis or 
might see a little Butt-Head in themselves.” 

Viewers may also see them as animated 
versions of their own ids. “Beavis and 
Butt-Head say stupid things that a lot of 
people might think but never say,” adds 
Terkuhle. Olive Jar’s MacDonald doesn’t 
discount the catharsis in watching one’s 
inner child as juvenile delinquent, but he 
found himself won over by their frequent 
appearances: “It’s the kind of thing that 
does grow on you and you start to think 
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it’s really funny.” 

Predictably, Beavis and Butt-Head have 
drawn criticism from the uncool majority. 
Dick Zimmerman, a $7.1-million winner 
in the California state lottery, pledged to 
use his winnings to create a phone line for 
Beavis and Butt-Head haters. 

But unfavorable reactions don’t faze 
MTV. “The show is clearly not for every- 
one and I don’t expect everyone to like it,” 
Terkuhle says, uttering the party line. Nev- 
ertheless, MTV has taken to pre-emptive 
strikes: a disclaimer runs before B&B that 
refers to its heroes as “stupid cartoon peo- 
ple — dumb, crude, thoughtless, ugly, 
sexist, self-destructive fools.” 

What separates Beavis and Butt-Head 
from their 2D brethren is not their audaci- 
ty but the drastic reduction in the scope of 
their experience. These are not, like, 
worldly dudes. Their tastes and personali- 
ties are shaped wholly by television — 
MTV in particular. They are, in a sense, 
the ultimate MTV fans. On hearing Faith 
No More chant “You say, ‘What is it,’ ” 
Butt-Head dutifully responds, “What is 
it?” Their malapropisms and half-remem- 
bered factoids emerge unencumbered by 
any trace of having been digested intellec- 
tually. When Death appears in a King’s X 
clip, Butt-Head’s explanation — “That’s 
the Grim Rapper. If you see him that 
means you’re, like, gonna die.” — is only 
part of the humor. Butt-Head concludes 
that watching the video taints them as well: 
“I guess we’re gonna die. That’s cool.” 

Time’s Kurt Anderson’s assertion that 
Beavis and Butt-Head may be “the bravest 
show ever run on national television” is 
dubious. But the program may prove por- 
tentous for MTV. If watching Beavis and 
Butt-Head is watching MTV eat its young, 
there is a more delicious irony in watching 
the boys simultaneously change the net- 
work. Hosting B&B’s first spinoff, Videos 
That Don’t Suck (which airs weeknights at 
11:30), VJ Adam Curry touted “Beavis and 
Butt-Head-approved, kick-ass clips.” Re- 
cently the bonanza of free publicity in be- 
ing ridiculed by Beavis and Butt-Head has 
prompted record companies to pitch their 
videos — cool and sucky — directly to 
Terkuhle and Judge as well as the net- 
work’s regular music programmers. 

Although Terkuhle dismisses the charac- 
ters and their antics as “over-the-top carica- 
tures,” Beavis and Butt-Head are such per- 
fect constructs of heavy-metal television 
programming that it’s difficult to keep them 
tethered to their cathode-ray roots. 
Lawrence Grossberg, professor of speech 
communications at the University of Illinois 
and editor of Sound and Vision: The Music 
Video Reader, sees Beavis and Butt-Head as 
a reaction to trends in rock culture and the 
growing distance between Baby Boomers 
and the younger Generation X. 

“The music culture of the 50s grew up 
in a certain kind of economic and political 
context in which there was at least a public 
acceptance of liberalism and economic 
prosperity. That’s gone. We are unable to 
make sense of our experiences of the 
world, and the notion that rock can do it 
doesn’t work anymore. I think that part of 
the irony of MTV now is that you still have 
to believe that it can, but of course you 
know it can’t.” So Beavis and Butt-Head 
may reflect the cynicism rampant in a 
youth culture groping for an outlet for its 
anxiety over an uncertain future. 

Unlike The Simpsons, or even The Ren 
& Stimpy Show, B&B's stories have a con- 
spicuous absence of morality and senti- 
mentality. A recurring theme is disdain for 
the popular culture of the past. Beavis and 
Butt-Head’s reference to Paul Simon as 
“that dude from Africa that used to be in 
the Beatles ” is indicative of a generation 
whose worst enemy, says Grossberg, is 
“their parents, the Baby Boomers, who are 
so concerned about keeping the lifestyle of 
the middle class meanwhile voting against 
tax raises for education, voting against all 
the liberal reforms and allowing youth to 
be treated like shit, basically.” 

Grossberg sees Beavis and Butt-Head as 
a step in MTV’s quest to win over a 10-to- 
20-year-old target audience. “MTV has 
now increasingly defined itself away from 
any sense in which the Baby Boomers can 
still identify with it. These cartoons are 
part of that.” 

In The Closing of the American Mind, 
Allan Bloom describes a typical MTV view- 
er as “a pubescent child . . . whose feelings 
are made articulate in hymns to the joys of 
onanism or the killing of parents . . . in 
short, life is made into a non-stop, com- 
mercially prepackaged masturbational fan- 
tasy.” What Bloom fails to consider is that 
masturbation is the oldest and most popu- 
lar form of entertainment, and, like Beavis 
and Butt-Head, it’s here to stay. QO

st Friends takes Scorsese 


out to the high-rent district 


by Peter Keough 


AMONGST FRIENDS.

worse role model could be 

chosen, but the current 
trend of young male film- 
makers striving to become 
the next Martin Scorsese is 
wearing a little thin. Nick Gomez’s Laws of 
Gravity, Quentin Tarantino’s Reservoir 
Dogs, Abel Ferrara’s Bad Lieutenant, the 
Hudson Brothers’ Menace IJ Society — all 
are vibrant and arresting and, with minor 
variations, essentially the same movie. The 
ingredients are familiar: male bonding 
through crime and violence, a conflict in 
loyalties, the “f” word, an absence of devel- 
oped female characters (Laws of Gravity 
notably excepted), Christ-like redemption, 
and style, style, style. 

In his first feature, Amongst Friends, 26- 
year-old Rob Weiss has added an intrigu- 
ing gimmick to the formula. His punks 
aren’t from the mean streets of the inner 
city but from the clean streets of well- 
heeled suburbia. They aren’t driven to vio- 
lence, primitive male bonding, and scatol- 
ogy by poverty or rage. They’re driven by 
boredom and anomie. 

They are, in short, not unlike Weiss him- 
self, and the other privileged filmmakers 
and audiences who thrill vicariously to the 
tragedies of the outlaw and the underclass. 
It’s a brilliant premise and an opportunity 
to explore not just what drives the have- 
nots to crime but what draws the haves to 
watch them. But though Weiss commands 
the screen with brash energy and confi- 


dence and details his characters, dialogue, 
and ambiance richly and wittily, he never 
gets below the surface. The film is electrify- 
ing, breathtakingly skilled, and ultimately 
predictable. Amongst Friends marks the de- 
but of a director of enormous talent who 
needs to realize that what he has to say is 
more important than the way he says it. 

He shows signs of realizing both in the 
film’s opening. As Big Audio Dynamite 


sing the plaintive “Innocent Child,” 
Weiss’s hero Andy (Steve Parlavecchio) 
talks in voiceover about growing up in the 
tony Five Towns of Long Island, where the 
boys’ Jewish immigrant grandfathers re- 
sorted to crime to make enough money so 
their fathers could have an education and 
careers, and their fathers labored so they’d 
have enough money to provide their sons 
with everything. But these boys are still 
disenfranchised — not from material 
wealth but from the satisfaction of having 
earned it. In a community where “rabbis 
live next to gamblers and judges live next 
to gangsters,” it’s not hard to figure out 
which neighbors their nihilism will nudge 
them toward emulating. 

Illustrated with a slickly edited montage 
of Andy and his best pals Billy (Joseph 
Lindsey) and Trevor (Patrick McGaw) 
working their way up the crime ladder 
from playground shakedowns to major 
dope deals, the film’s opening is a tough- 
minded, MTV-savwvy mini-essay on Gener- 
ation X alienation, a kind of Singles meets 
Mean Streets. It culminates when Trevor, 


the nice friend, takes Andy’s place in a 


drug drop arranged by Billy, the creepy 
friend. The job is a set-up, and Trevor gets 
sent away for two years, leaving behind his 
beloved Laura (Mira Sorvino) and taking 
the heart out of the three dilettante thugs’ 
friendship. 

“I didn’t get it,” admits Andy when he 
ponders Trevor’s attachment to Laura, and 


it’s a problem Weiss has as well. The only 
significant female character, she’s a cipher, 
a prop serving to underline the otherwise 
poorly understood antagonism growing 
among Billy, Andy, and Trevor. By the time 
Trevor returns to town on a motorcycle 
looking like a refugee from Easy Rider, all 
hirsute and bandanna’d and accompanied 
by a friend named Friend (Brett Lambson) 
who mutters a bleary hippie-ish spiritual- 
ism, everyone else in town has turned into 
a clone of Ray Liotta. They all have the 
same greased-back haircut and dark Ar- 
mani clothes and dreams of cash and 
babes; only Billy, however, has had the 
meanness to pull it off. Trevor spurns it all 
until he learns that Billy has been squiring 
Laura, whereupon he abandons his dream 
of heading for California and joins Andy in 
a dangerous scheme to hit the big time. 
The plot thickens into increasingly famil- 
iar form, covering over the needs, the de- 
spair, and the longings of these characters 
— which were what made them attractive 
in the first place. Although the cast is gen- 
erally excellent — Parlavecchio in particu- 
lar conveys a subtle combination of callow- 
ness and cynicism, poetry and thickhead- 
edness — Weiss loses track of what the 
film is about. Instead of illuminating what 
it is about such behavior that is so appeal- 
ing, Amongst Friends becomes an empty 
exercise in it. Weiss knows how to shock 
and manipulate and allure; unlike his men- 
tor Scorsese, he hasn’t yet learned why. O

FR: Weiss, the 26-year-old rookie writer/direc-

Sundance festival by storm last winter. 

He is not another Hal Hartley, even though he ex- 
plores youthful anomie in his suburban Long Island 
hometown. “I fell asleep in the middle of The Unbeliev- 
able Truth,” he says derisively. 

He is not a Martin Scorsese wanna-be, even though 
his characters, young men who forgo easy, upper-mid- 
dle-class lives and become low-level gangsters, owe 
clear debts to GoodFellas and Mean Streets. “You can’t 
make any kind of street film without quoting Mean 
Streets because that was the first,” he acknowledges. 
“To be be called, ‘Yet another Mean Streets knock-off,’ 
who the hell wants to hear that?” 

And he’s not just another twentysomething director 
who apes the visceral, violent rush of Scorsese films, 
even though he admires Nick Gomez (Laws of Gravity) 
and Quentin Tarantino (Reservoir Dogs). “I'd hate for 
this generation to be looked at as a trend, a group of 
filmmakers who think it’s cool to make Mean 
Streets—type films. My intention was more like Boyz N 
the Hood, a Jewish version.” He adds, “There’s not one 
gratuitously violent moment in my entire film.” 


He’s also not his protagonist, Andy, though he 
shares more than Andy’s penchant for Mamet-esque 
hustle speak. He identifies with Andy’s quietly bitter 
encounter with an old high-school classmate who 
shares his background but took the straight and re- 
sponsible path. “We make choices. We take a different 
path. To feel like you’re at the end of the road, and to 
have your whole mistake crammed down your throat 
by people that you were once on the same level with, is 
disturbing.” 

“I’ve been there before,” adds Weiss, who studied 
fashion at the Parsons School of Design, switched to 
film, left without graduating, and drifted in true slacker 
fashion for years before the inspiration for his screen- 
play struck him. “I’ve felt like I was nowhere and had 
people tell me how great their lives are and sat there 
like, “What the fuck have I done with five or six years of 
my life? I’ve pissed it away doing absolutely nothing.’ 
So that’s what I’m trying to bring out in Andy. It shows 
what motivated him, how much he was suffering.” 

Yet Andy and his friends choose to struggle, “which I 
think is admirable to a degree. They opted for this life, 
as opposed to having to, or just doing it because they 
were bored. They did it so they could get self-respect.” 

They prefer the rough, Runyon-esque ways of their 
grandfathers, who started with nothing, to the silver- 


spoon lives of their parents, who are absent from the 
film. “It’s not that they disrespect their parents. They 
just want their own thing. They want to be like their 
grandfathers. So I just cut the parents out so that we 
didn’t have to pass any judgment on them.” 

This rejection of parental values owes less to Scorsese 
than to such films as Jonathan Kaplan’s underappreciat- 
ed Over the Edge (Matt Dillon’s film debut), which 
Weiss cites as an influence. “I’ve seen it about a thou- 
sand times. The kids in that film are on the streets. 
They’re in the community. They don’t have to do this, 
but they look at their parents and they’re like, ‘I don’t 
want to be part of this shit.’ ” 

Weiss is pleased that there is a wave of filmmakers his 
age whose concerns include the search for new values, 
and that they represent the first such wave since their 
idols began 25 years ago. “Those guys were in their 20s 
too, Coppola and Friedkin and Scorsese. So were the 
actors, Harvey Keitel and De Niro and Pacino. I just 
want the opportunity those guys had to mature as a 
filmmaker.” 

He may get it now that he’s left independent distribu- 
tor Fine Line for Universal, a move he denies is a cre- 
ative sellout. “I want to reach people. I want to make 
films that people see in droves. If Spike Lee can exist 
there, and Scorsese and Spielberg and Zemeckis and 
Sydney Pollack and John MacNaughton, and all these 
guys can manage to get their points across, maybe I can 
figure it out too.” 

Even if he doesn’t have to struggle anymore, Weiss 
says he won’t lose touch with the impulses that created 
Andy and the guys in Amongst Friends. “It’s about the 
generation, man, about being kind of lost. You can have 
everything and be lost, or you can be poor and be lost. 
It’s all right to be lost for a while. Maybe you’ll find 
yourself in the end, find out who you want to be, who 
you are, what you want to do.”

ans of the 1960s television 
series The Fugitive — in 
which David Janssen played 
physician-on-the-lam Rich- 
ard’ Kimble — might be sur- 
prised to learn that there’s more behind 


the villainous one-armed man than was 
ever suggested during the show’s popular 
run. Not that it matters. As in the TV 
show, the story is really about pursuit. And 
with Harrison Ford in the fugitive’s shoes 
and Andrew Davis (Under Siege) in the di- 
rector’s chair, Kimble’s determination to 
clear himself in his wife’s murder leads 
him not only away from Lieutenant Ger- 
ard (Tommy Lee Jones), the US marshal 
obsessed with bagging him, but into a 
prosthetics lab, through underground sew- 
er pipes, and over the top of a gigantic 
reservoir, all with the force of an unstop- 
pable locomotive. 


NOT SO TRIVIAL PURSUIT — after all, the show Is pop culture’s answer to Les misérables. 


Did I mention a locomotive? Since no 
review of an action-adventure film would 
be complete without invoking hyperbole, 
suffice to say that the scene in which Kim- 
ble escapes from custody is one of the 
most graceful combustions of moving steel 
to hit celluloid this summer. Thus freed, 
our wrongly convicted anti-hero sets off to 
find the man who really murdered his wife. 
(She’s played by Sela Ward in the film’s 
bloody opening, as well as in several 
dream sequences.) Since The Fugitive is 
pop culture’s answer to Les misérables, it’s 
fitting that one of the first places Kimble 
finds himself is in the sewers of Chicago, 
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with Gerard, the story’s version of Inspec- 
tor Jabert, in close pursuit. When the ta- 
bles are momentarily turned and Kimble is 
able to grab Gerard’s gun as well as the 
upper hand, he tells his pursuer, “I did not 
kill my wife.” Gerard’s answer? “I don’t 
care.” 

This sticky confrontation is the first of 
many instances in which Gerard and 
Kimble cross paths or come dangerously 
close to tripping over each other. Where- 
as the TV show, which made Gerard as 
much of an outsider as Kimble, liked to 
suggest that Gerard is actually Kimble’s 
alter ego (with the Freudian-inspired 
one-armed man standing in as Kimble’s 
id), the film is more concerned with gut- 
level suspense. It pits the intelligent Kim- 
ble, who uses his med-school training as 
well as his wits to survive incognito 
against a worthy opponent. (And the 
crusty Tommy Lee Jones is indeed a wor- 
thy opponent.) You’ll never know why 
Gerard is obsessed with tracking down 
his quarry, but since you’re sitting on the 
edge of your seat watching his antics, you 
won't really care. 

Indeed, what motivates Gerard may be 
the same thing that makes Kimble exciting 
to us. This fugitive can’t be contained — 
not by physical efforts (the police always 
arrive in time to find that he’s just left) and 
not by brainpower. In one scene, Kimble, 
working incognito in a hospital emergency 
room, is cornered by a doctor who realizes 
he’s not a real orderly, but he gets away 
before he can be identified. Ford plays 
Kimble as a likable Everyman, compensat- 
ing for a lack of paranoia (he barely seems 
angry) with a kind of sheepish innocence. 
Not to mention nerves of steel. Not only 
does Kimble sew up a wound in his own 
flank, but practically without blinking an 
eye he jumps into a deep ravine to get 
Gerard off his tail. 

Director Davis may not yet be a 
household name (except, of course, to 
fans of Steven Seagal films), but The 
Fugitive is surely the first action film this 
year that has both head and heart. It 
makes up for a lack of psychological un- 
derpinning — fans of the original 
might miss the suburban angst explored 
in the TV show — with an intelligent 
visual verve. As Kimble goes under- 
ground, the camera moves over Chicago, 
offering a bird’s-eye view of the city that’s 
both a maze for him and a hunting 
ground for Gerard. As Davis picks up the 
chaos of a St. Patrick’s Day parade that 
Kimble runs into to elude Gerard (or the 
various train tunnels he wanders in and 
out of), the director nods gracefully to 
Hitchcock. And when Davis throws in a 
couple of jokes about limbs getting lopped 
off, he turns out to have a sense of humor 
as well. Q

n Hollywood, death is little more 
than a savvy career move. So it’s no 
surprise that the studios continue to 
come up with movies like Heart and 
Souls, where death is merely a cata- 
lyst to help you fulfill your life’s ambitions. 
There was a whole cycle of such movies 
three years ago, peaking with Defending 
Your Life and Ghost, in which death meant 
only a second chance to say, “I love you” 
to someone the protagonist had never 
dared tell before. The putative lesson was 
that you should express your feelings now 
because you don’t know how long you 
have, and you won’t get another chance 
(unless your life is a movie). The cycle 
died out somewhere around Jacob’s Lad- 
der, but in Hollywood, even the death of a 


cycle only means the opportunity for it to 
start all over again. So Heart and Souls 
now walks among us, another film that ex- 


not to trust or reach out to anyone, neces- 
sitates years of therapy, and causes him to 
grow up to be a cold-hearted, greedy yup- 
pie (Robert Downey Jr.).

any time to shuttle each of them to God’s 
karmic waiting room, to be reincarnated 
as a newborn. 

The result plays something like All of 
Me crossed with Herman’s Head, as the 
initially disbelieving and later unwilling 
Thomas is briefly possessed by each of the 
four in turn. This throws his own life into 
havoc, especially with his girlfriend, Anne 
(Elisabeth Shue), to whom he is reluctant 
to express his feelings or make a commit- 
ment (see where this is leading?). 

Of course, Robert Downey Jr. is the guy 
to cast in such a comedy, since he’s done 
the reincarnation shtick before in Chances 
Are. As in Chaplin, he proves himself an 
adept physical comedian, not to mention a 
devastating mimic of both his male and fe- 
male co-stars. He hangs off buildings like 
Harold Lloyd, does expert pratfalls, and 
sings both operatically (when possessed by 
Grodin’s Harrison) and in close-harmony 
doo-wop style (backing the ethereal quar- 
tet in ana cappella “Walk like a Man”). If 
only the scriptwriters had found reason for 
him to juggle or do ventriloquism, too. 

The spirits are defined less by character 
traits than by their unfulfilled desires. 
Still, the actors convince as a surrogate 
set of parents who have shared their 
child’s joys and sorrows for three 
decades. Paymer has his moments as the 
nebbishy bus driver. 

Director Ron Underwood and screen- 
writers Brent Maddock and S.S. Wilson 
bring the story (based on a student film by 
Gregory and Erik Hansen) much of the 
genial cleverness that marked their debut, 
the horror spoof Tremors. Of course, 
there’s also plenty of the gloppy inner- 
childishness of Underwood’s second fea- 
ture, City Slickers, with some Capra-corn 
tossed in for good measure. Heart and 
Souls is cute and funny, but it has the feel 
of an undead creature rising from the 
crypt of a zombiefied genre. Q

Billy Wilder’s Sunset Boulevard

s with other film classics 
like The Wizard of Oz and 
Casablanca, nostalgia has 
coated much of what is 
troubling in Billy Wilder’s 
dark and caustic Sunset Boulevard. 
Schmaltzy reverence has transformed 
these films from ambiguous masterpieces 
into emblems of the film industry itself, 
icons in Hollywood’s glitzy, kitschy, self- 
congratulatory pantheon. 

This apotheosis is all the more ironic in 
the case of Wilder’s film because Sunset 
Boulevard ostensibly critiques such glamor- 
ization. As in Robert Altman’s The Player, 
however, the presence of entrenched Holly- 
wood honchos in the cast suggests the film 
is more a celebration of the industry than a 
debunking of it. The vanity, decadence, and 
stupidity that Sunset Boulevard so gleefully 
lampoons is blamed not on studio moguls 
like Cecil B. DeMille, here depicted as 
kindly, wise, and compassionate, but on 
their creations — the vacant female images 
on which audiences project their desires, 
and the flesh-and-blood women who fail to 
live up to those images. 

Such a failure is Norma Desmond, a 
fabulously successful star of the silent era 
whose career was cut short by the intro- 
duction of sound and the encroachments 
of mortality. Played by Gloria Swanson, 


herself a silent-film legend for whom this 
movie would be a comeback (or “return,” 
as Desmond insists on calling it), Des- 
mond has sheltered herself from reality in 
the ruins of her Sunset Boulevard mansion. 
She’s a vain grotesque tended by Max von 
Schmerling (Erich von Stroheim), the di- 
rector who “discovered” her and who 
would be her first of many husbands. Now 
he’s her servant and chauffeur, a stoic 
enigma who humors her delusions by 
screening her old movies (including Stro- 
heim and Swanson’s last silent collabora- 
tion, the kinky and unfinished 1928 epic 
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Queen Kelly) and forging fan letters. 

As the cynical and unsuccessful screen- 
writer Joe Gillis (William Holden) points 
out, Desmond is like Mrs. Havisham in 
Charles Dickens’s Great Expectations. 
What she needs is a likely Pip to release her 
from suspended animation and set her plot 
in motion. On the lam from repo men after 
his car, Gillis seeks refuge in Desmond’s 
garage. Mistaken for the undertaker bring- 
ing a coffin for her late chimpanzee, Gillis 
sticks around to embalm the star’s dream 
project — an endless and awful version of 
Salome. She offers him a job as a script ed- 
itor, a position that proves more demand- 
ing than he realizes. As he riffles through 
the pages of her script, the veils of her 
madness are removed, revealing a pitiful 
and malignant vampire who seeks new life 
by draining Gillis of his own. 

Not that he makes out too shabbily in 
the deal. Desmond showers him with gifts 
and clothes; he’s her kept man. It’s the old 
story of talent prostituting itself to Holly- 
wood, except through clever sleight of 
hand Wilder makes Desmond the villain 
and not the film industry; rather than 
blame the business that creates and exploits 
products like Desmond, Sunset Boulevard 
blames the victim herself. It’s an especially 
telling injustice given that in 1950, the year 
this film was made and nominated for a 
Best Picture Oscar, the career of of one of 
Hollywood’s greatest victims, Marilyn 
Monroe, was just beginning. 

I'll admit that Wilder does build a case 
for Desmond as a tragic figure. Ruminat- 
ing on her fate, DeMille notes that “a 
dozen press agents working overtime can 


do terrible things to the human spirit.” But 
Wilder’s ultimate response to her and the 
male-created feminine mystique she repre- 
sents can be seen in Holden’s expression 
of nausea and contempt when she em- 
braces him, and in the self-loathing in his 
tone as he describes in posthumous 
voiceover her folly and malice. 

Equally revealing is Wilder’s vision of a 
new Hollywood and the role of women in 
it, as demonstrated by the girl with whom 
Gillis collaborates to write his own script 
and with whom he falls in love. Played by 
Nancy Olson, she’s wholesome, smart, 
witty, and vapid. Worse, her fate is to be 
married to an insufferably geeky assistant 
director played by an adenoidal Jack 
Webb. The alternative to the fame and 
emptiness of the silent star, it seems, is to 
be a complacent nurturer of male creativi- 
ty; the proper place for a woman is either 
on the screen or behind the scenes, but in 
either case silent. 

At its best, Sunset Boulevard shakes off 
the sexism inherent in Hollywood and 
peers with startling clarity at the creative 
process itself, at the blurring of reality and 
fantasy that is at the heart of film, and all 
artistic expression. In the opening scene, 
Gillis is floating in Desmond’s pool; shot 
from below, lit from above by the lights of 
police and photographers, he looks as if 
he’d got trapped in a movie screen, a vic- 
tim of his own creation. And as she de- 
scends the stairs in the end, Desmond dis- 
covers that she has indeed written herself 
the role of a lifetime. The image has tri- 
umphed: not only is Norma Desmond big, 
but the movies are also.

PRIDE AND JOY 
Pride and Joy: The Alligator Records Story 
(BMG Video) spends half its time as an in- 
vestigative history of Bruce Iglauer’s Chica- 
go-based blues label and the other half as a 
concert film documenting the “Alligator 
Records 20th Anniversary Tour.” Both are 
worthy and compelling subjects, but even in 
the capable hands of Deep Blues producer/ 
director Robert Mugge, neither gets its due. 

The story of Iglauer’s rise from college- 
radio DJ in the ’60s to the owner of one of 
the more successful contemporary blues la- 
bels is marred by Iglauer himself, who 
comes off as a bit of a megalomaniac. Al- 
though he’s clearly a benevolent dictator 
who’s done right by his artists, providing 
them with exposure and income, he can’t 
help talking about them with an almost pa- 
ternal condescension. 

Unfortunately, Mugge’s camera all but 
ignores any potential trouble spots, instead 
presenting a whitewashed, happy-shiny- 
people vision of the Alligator operation 
that’s about as convincing as a General Mo- 
tors in-house video on worker productivity. 
In that context, even the gritty, spirited per- 
formance clips of Koko Taylor, Lonnie 
Brooks, Lil’ Ed Williams, Elvin Bishop, and 
Katie Webster seem like part of a commer- 
cial, when they could as easily have been a 
testament to Iglauer’s genuine commitment 
to the blues. Screens with live a performance

FROM HOLLYWOOD TO HANOI 


Asians have long been a silent minority, at 
least when it comes to their image in the 
cinema. That attitude seems to be chang- 
ing, given the recent protests against Rising 
Sun and the growing number of films made 
by Asian-American directors. One of the 
more enlightening and entertaining of the 
latter is Tiana Thi Thanh Nga’s From Hol- 
lywood to Hanoi, an inspired documentary 
of a Vietnamese-American’s return to her 
homeland. 

The daughter of “the head cheese in the 
foreign ministry” of South Vietnam, Nga 
was enamored of Americans even before 
President Kennedy gave her a Chatty Cathy 
doll. After her family moved to the United 
States in 1966, her relationship to both 
countries grew complicated. Determined to 
become an American, she headed for Hol- 
lywood, where she had a brief career as the 
“female Bruce Lee.” In 1988, against her 
family’s protests, she went back to Viet- 
nam. Since then she’s dedicated herself to 
reconciling the two countries. 

Nga sees her tale as a metaphor for the 
experience of all Vietnamese émigrés — 
perhaps of all émigrés, and so of all Ameri- 
cans. Balancing comedy and tragedy, farce 
and atrocity, she has an eye for the apt im- 
age, such as a pair of Siamese twins named 
North and South who embody the divided 
identity of Vietnamese-Americans. As far 
removed in space and time as Hanoi seems 
from Hollywood, Nga shows that the jour- 
ney is necessary and rewarding. At the Har-

SEARCHING FOR 
BOBBY FISCHER 


One of the more lucrative film franchises of 
the late ’80s was The Karate Kid. In it a 
troubled adolescent deals with the chal- 
lenges of peer pressure, a broken family, 
and his own self-discovery through the dis- 
cipline and controlled violence of martial 
arts. Guided by the cryptic wisdom of his 
teacher, he learns to grow up. 

As Searching for Bobby Fischer indicates, 
the formula is still viable, though in need of 
updating. These days violence is less fash- 
ionable, and adults must learn how to be 
children again under the sage guidance of 
cryptic young innocents. No wonder a sto- 
ry in which an eight-year-old genius re- 
deems not one but three benighted adults 
without inflicting a single bruise is being 
pitched as the sleeper of the year. 

Based on the true story of chess prodigy 
Josh Waitzkin, Searching struggles to be true 
to its subject and yet remain palatable formu- 
la. Its search for a narrative fails, however, as 
do its efforts to come up with any insight 
into genius, childhood, or the Ruy Lopez. 

Inspired by hustlers playing chess in Cen- 
tral Park, Josh (Max Pomeranc) quickly 
picks up the game. His sportswriter dad Fred 
(Joe Mantegna) sees in his son’s uncanny 
skill a chance to experience vicariously true 
excellence for himself. He hires Bruce Pan- 
dolfini (Ben Kingsley) to train his son for the 
championship. Like the instructor in The 
Karate Kid, Pandolfini is a Zen-like guru who 
knows his charge must immerse himself in 
the game to triumph. Josh, though, is attract- 
ed to Vinnie (Laurence Fishburne), a player 
from the park with a flashy, hip-hop style. 

Invariably Vinnie and Pandolfini learn 
something from each other’s respective 
spontaneity and discipline. Father and son 


reconcile, their roles reversed. Despite fine 
performances, director Steve Zallian has 
trouble getting this combination to work out, 
and neither does he succeed in depicting 
chess as a contact sport. Simplistic and poor- 
ly executed, his film suffers a fool’s mate. At 
the Nickelodeon, the Harvard Square, and 
the Circle and in the suburbs.

MY BOYFRIEND’S BACK 

My Boyfriend’s Back is a teen comedy about 
a boy who returns from the dead so that he 
can take the girl of his dreams to the senior 
prom. Buried inside its modest concept (not 
to mention its hammy screenplay) is a black 
comedy that wants to tap into the way teens 
find their bodies repulsive and fascinating at 
the same time. How else to explain a 
teenage zombie (Andrew Lowery) who loses 
body parts when he’s out with his dream 
date? And since it’s directed by Bob Babal- 
an, whose 1989 comedy Parents explored 
the connection between a kid’s Freudian 
fears and cannibalism, it’s disappointing 
that sicker humor didn’t prevail. 

Instead, despite a cast that includes Cloris 
Leachman (as the person who tells Lowery 
that eating human flesh is the way to keep 
maggots away) and Mary Beth Hurt (as his 
demented mother, who procures corpses for 
him), Boyfriend neither rises to satire nor 
sinks to cheesy exploitation. It trades on 
jokes so lame that even teenage boys won’t 
snicker at them. Not to mention puerile fan- 
tasies stupid enough to turn girls off any boy 
under 25. There may be something inher- 
ently funny about a kid who thinks dying a 
virgin is a fate worse than death, but in this 
case it’s the movie, not the kid, who can’t 
score.

ason Robards has been walk- 
ing in Erie Smith’s shoes for 
a while. Literally, as it turns 
out. Robards — who first 
played Broadway gambler 
Smith in Eugene O’Neill’s Hughie in 1964 
— will bring the one-act play, a wee-hours 
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encounter between the garrulous Smith 
and a hotel night clerk, to Trinity Reperto- 
ry Company in Providence August 17 
through 22, for eight performances to 
benefit the theater and kick off its 30th- 
anniversary season. It’s all set, now that 
the necessary footwear’s here. 

“I just got my shoes back from Califor- 
nia,” the celebrated actor explains with ob- 
vious relief. It seems he just completed a 
recording of Hughie at Skywalker Ranch, 
the West Coast audio mecca operated by 
George Lucas recording engineer Randy 
Thomas. “I had my shoes out there, my 
old shoes that I’ve worn in the play for all 
these years, old brown and white things 
with clackers on them. It gives a great 
lonely feeling of wandering through this 
hotel lobby, and so I’d taken them out 
there to do the show. If you see it, they 
add something. But with sound only, it’s a 
very special thing.” Well, the oxfords are 
back, thank goodness, so Robards, clearly 
a perfectionist, can put heart and sole into 
Hughie’s next hurrah. 

Hughie was completed in 1942. Oddly, 
though, the play was not produced in New 
York until 22 years later, when Robards, 
by then well on his way to becoming 


do a number of long one-acts under this ti- 
tle. Hughie is the only one he finished. The 
[title] character they talk about is dead, 
and that’s what he was going to do with all 
the plays. There was really nothing, in a 
strange way, to go with it. So we did it 
alone. And then we took it on the road. 
And we’ve done it many times since.” 

Not so many times, though, that Ro- 
bards has lost his ardor for the lonely, lo- 
quacious Smith. Biographers, he explains, 
tend-to lump the character in with The 
Iceman Cometh’s Hickey, one of two 
O’Neill roles on which Robards wrote his 
name in indelible marker in one year, 
1956, when he followed his corrosively 
hail-fellow- turn as Hickey with a merci- 
lessly self-depreciating one as Jamie Ty- 
rone in the world premiere of Long Day’s 
Journey into Night. 

Robards disagrees. “I think he is, as it 
says in the cast of characters, ‘a teller of 
tales.’ He’s a guy on the fringes of the 
rackets and Broadway. He’s a dreamer, 
lost in a dream world, whereas Hickey’s a 
whole different thing, a catalyst, trying to 
make people stop dreaming. This guy’s 
trying to get his dream back, as is the 
night clerk, you find out. It’s a very ‘up’ 
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play — they find a life again, and that’s 
what’s good about it, I think.” 

As the years have marched along, Ro- 
bards has graduated from Jamie in Long 
Day’s Journey to the middle-aged, still 
haunted Jamie of A Moon for the Misbe- 
gotten (in the landmark 1974 staging that 
also starred Colleen Dewhurst) to the el- 
der Tyrone of Long Day’s Journey. Erie 
Smith, however, remains a guy in his 40s. 

“I’ve never changed the age,” the 71- 
year-old Robards says, as if considering it 
for the first time. “But maybe I will now. I 
may at least add 10.” Nonetheless, he 
chucklingly paints himself heading for the 
hair dye. “I do color it, so at least it takes 
some of it off. Put on a juvenile make-up. 
You know, if people get far enough away, 
they’ll say, ‘Hey, he isn’t so old after all.’ 

“But, anyway, it really isn’t about age. 
It’s about regaining a dream and living. 
There are two cages up there, the elevator 
cage and the night clerk’s cage. If they go 
and stay in their cages, they’re finished. If 
Erie goes upstairs, he’s finished. If he 
stays down, gets this guy out of his cage, 
they’re okay. But it’s not about them, real- 
ly. It’s about life. It’s O’Neill’s whole 
thing. You gotta have a dream of some 
kind — that’s hope.” 

As usual, Robards gets a lot more 
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pumped up about the material than about 
his eminent self. Notoriously non- 
Methody, the Tony-, Oscar-, and Emmy- 
winning actor describes his no-nonsense 
approach to the art: “The ‘system’ is to, 
hopefully, get a good script and learn all 
the words right. And that, in a way, opens 
you up to fulfilling the character within the 
play. I like to do the play well and do the 
character well, from what is written. I 
don’t go around examining myself.” 
Certainly an actors’ theater like Trinity 
Rep, throwing itself a 30th-birthday benefit 
bash, deserves a party guest like Robards, 
whatever his method is. But how did it get 
him to come? It seems that Robards met 
Trinity Rep artistic director Richard Jenk- 
ins, who is also an actor, when they per- 
formed together in A Perfect Tribute, “a 
television thing about Lincoln and all that.” 
They kept in touch. And when Jenkins 
called Robards to ask whether he would do 
Hughie as a benefit, right on the heels of 
the California recording, “I thought it was 
very providential — Providence, Rhode Is- 
land, whatever — that we should have it 
come right on top of that. Sort of strange 
timing.

A MIDSUMMER NIGHT’S DREAM, by 
William Shakespeare.

After which Corinna May’s athletic if Bot- 
ticelli-esque Amazon queen douses her 
midriff with the ceremonial wine. 
Throughout the production, this sex- 
and-death encounter reiterates, with the 
women more than a match for the men — 
right down to Helena’s coming at 
Demetrius less like his “spaniel” than like a 
Doberman pinscher, bidding him “run 


when you will” when in fact 
she’s demonstrating just how 
fast a ball-and-chain a strong 
woman can be. Moreover, Pack- 
er brings to the “fairy kingdom” 
an animalism — embodied in 
Jonathan Epstein’s wolfish, 
slightly thickwitted Puck — less 
spritely than sensuous and even 
vulgar. It’s a beckoning yet car- 
nal, discordant world into which 
the mortals — careering 
through their lustings and 
spurnings like the Keystone 
Kops, in greater and greater 
stages of undress, starting to 
sprout flora like the fairies — 
are increasingly drawn. 

Only the blatantly sexual rec- 
onciliation of fairy honchos

Croy, Jim Nutter, Tom Jaeger, and An- 
drew Borthwick-Leslie. Presented by

enox may not be the Athens 
of America, but it’s hard to 
imagine a more apt stand-in 
for the Athenian wood than 
the backyard of the Mount, 
where fairies and feminism collide in Tina 
Packer’s funny, but far from fluffy, rendi- 
tion of A Midsummer Night’s Dream. The 
production begins with a primal sort of 
prologue in which a stripped-down The- 
seus and his contingent stilly stalk their 
Amazonian counterparts. Here the duke of 
Athens does not so much woo Hippolyta 
“with my sword” as like Hulk Hogan. The 
two royals engage in a slam-bamming 
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forward by Titania, throw nature out of kil- 
ter) saves this Midsummer from degenerat- 
ing into a shimmery bog of bestiality. It’s 
the first production of the play I’ve seen in 
which all those cute little supernumerary 
sprites, when they aren’t digging for grubs, 
actually pull Bottom’s clothes off — to re- 
veal his “transformation” as not strictly an 
above-the-neck thing. (It’s no accident, I 
think, that Puck’s lines “Now it is the time 
of night/That the graves all gaping 
wide,/Every one lets forth his sprite” stand 
out in this, a production whose elves are 
more Caliban than Keebler.) 

As in most of Packer’s Shakespeare pro- 
ductions, however, the directorial agenda 
hovers above, rather than walks over, the 
uncut text. The acting is accomplished, if 
more colorful in places than in others, and 
the words are always understood (includ- 
ing Epstein’s non-iambic ad-libs, which I 
could have lived without). The use of the 
outdoor space is ingenious, with Epstein’s 
hairy Puck hunkering midway up a thick 
tree like a lumberjack and whirling about 
its trunk like a human tetherball. Fairies 


Oberon and Titania (whose MAY AND RANSOM: they engage in 
spats, as is so beautifully put an ongoing physical contest. 


and/or Amazons crouched or flickering 
like fireflies in the woods are both magical 
and slightly menacing. 

Kenny Ransom’s balletic Oberon and 
May’s hootchy-kootchy Titania engage in 
the same ongoing physical contest as their 
more mundane Theseus and Hippolyta, 
but without the cudgels; the power to 
draw, repel, and deep-six each other is 
otherworldly but clearly packs a wallop. 
And the way May, as the disarmed Hip- 
polyta glowering in Theseus’s court, reacts 
to the patriarchal mishegas involving 
Egeus and Hermia (he insists his daughter 
marry the man of his choice or be put to 
death) strikes a further feminist blow. 

Once Hermia and her chosen swain, 


Lysander, beat it to the woods, pursued by 
rejectee Demetrius and his jilted amour, 
Helena, only to have the fairies play mix- 
and-unmatch with their passions, the 
quartet of lovers proceed to steal the show. 
Kristin Wold’s Minnie Mouse dervish of a 
Hermia; Alyssa Lupo’s now fuming, now 
flattered, Bride of Frankenstein—coiffed 
Helena; Jason Asprey’s flouncing Lysan- 


der, dancing like Muhammad Ali without 
missing an iambic beat; and Dan Mc- 
Cleary’s smug if battered Demetrius all 
engage in an addled, hormonal buffoonery 
that’s irresistible. 

The rude mechanicals and amateur thes- 
pians spearheaded by James Robert 
Daniels’s harried-and-oft-horrified director 
Peter Quince and Jonathan Croy’s Elvis- 
swiveling Nick Bottom are, by contrast, 
subdued. Not without an affable working- 
class dignity, this gang of troupers perform 
a Pyramus and Thisby with less “tragical 
mirth” than most. That is, until Croy’s Bot- 
tom and Jim Nutter’s Thisby engage in 
protracted back-to-back death scenes 
(Bottom’s including self-decapitation) that 
are as hilarious and masterfully performed 
as they are endless. Whatever S&M 
shenanigans the play’s now-honeymooning 
combatants get up to after the show have 
got to be anticlimactic. Q

rand Hotel is for voyeurs; 
it’s the first fictional ver- 
sion of Lifestyles of the 
Rich and Famous. The 
characters of Vicki 
Baum’s 1929 novel include (to quote the 
North Shore Music Theatre blurb) “a pen- 
niless young baron forced to become a hotel 
thief,” “the world’s greatest prima ballerina, 
facing the cruelty of age and the end of her 
career,” “a terminally ill bookkeeper, des- 
perate for one last fling before he dies,” 
“the pregnant flapper . . . who'll do any- 
thing to become an actress,” and “a world- 
weary doctor who acts as commentator.” 
It’s an epic pasted together out of cameo 
roles, the first and most famous of its genre. 

Grand Hotel is a natural property for a 
musical, where broad-brush characteriza- 
tions are expected, implausibilities in the 
book are often tolerated, and lines too 
hoky for spoken dialogue can be sung. 
Lyrics like “It’s a, dangerous game for 
those with the money to pay” or “Love 
can’t happen quite so quickly” are only a 
little below the usual level for Broadway 
musicals, and about what we expect from 
the composer-lyricist team of Robert 
Wright and George Forrest, best known 
for their kitschy adaptations of Borodin 
and Grieg in Kismet and Song of Norway. 

First written in 1958, Grand Hotel final- 
ly made it to Broadway a couple of years 
ago, under the direction of Tommy Tune. 
The show was heavily revised, with much 
new material from composer/lyricist Mau- 
ry Yeston, who’s best known for Nine. 
Yeston and Tune are presumably responsi- 
ble for numerous superior transitions 
among the plot’s disparate elements. I'll 
bet they were also the ones who intro- 
duced the male chorus of grimy scullery 
workers whose incongruous Brechtian 
moments try to give an artsier and more 
socially conscious tone to this retro piece 
of opulent schlock. 

Still, we don’t look to Grand Hotel for 
musical quality or dramatic subtlety. As I 
say, the point of the show is voyeurism. 
It’s written as a hammy actor “vehicle” — 
the cast of the 1932 film includes Greta 
Garbo, Joan Crawford and a couple of 
Barrymores. The way to enjoy Grand Ho-

tel is to gawk at the cast and to enjoy their 
impersonations of the various caricatures 
— I mean, characters. 

The North Shore cast is headed by the 
great film dancer Cyd Charisse as the fad- 
ing ballerina Grushinskaya, a role she 
played in the Broadway production. What- 
ever her age, Charisse is still svelte — her 
famous legs look as good as ever, even 
reasonably limber in a few modest ballet 
stretches. The Texas-born actress adopts 
an unplaceable European “accent” for the 
part, with a barely audible singing voice 
but with dignity and presence in a role that 
can be played for pure ham. . 

As the Baron, Keith Rice might ham it 
up a bit more — he’s a little bland. His is 
the play’s most interesting character, a 
snake, a sap, and a hero all at once. Rice’s 
fresh-faced, all-American acting drains the 
role of these contradictions, though his 
matinee-idol looks and stolid baritone are 
certainly right for the part. His apparent 
youth is especially discomforting in his 
love scenes with Charisse, whom he han- 
dles as gingerly as a teenager kissing his 
grandmother. 

Edmund Lyndeck as Colonel Doctor Ot- 
ternschlag, the show’s compére, is every bit 
as stagy and intrusive as the over-explana- 
tory lines written for his character, who 
makes the Stage Manager in Our Town 
seem like a model of restraint. As the dying 
Kringelein, John Dewar is not stagy but 
deeply strange; both his singing and acting 
are riveting, projecting desperation in every 
line. Connie Ogden is the production’s 
other strong acting presence, bringing a 
wonderful vulnerability to the part of the 
typist Flaemmchen. Ogden can sing and 
dance, too — a wonderful performer. 

The program note makes the claim that 
North Shore has “virtually re-created the 
Tommy Tune Broadway production . . . 
on our stage.” Well, not quite. North 
Shore’s tiny theater in the round merci- 
lessly exposes all stage mechanics and 
leaves no room for a set beyond a few 
chairs and a chandelier hung so high 
above the little stage circle that I kept ex- 
pecting it to descend, a la Phantom. 
Dancers are often forced into the aisles, as 
is the singing chorus, which has the im- 
possible task of harmonizing from oppo- 
site sides of the theater. 

Despite these obstacles, director (and 
Tune associate) Bruce Lumpkin keeps 
Grand Hotel moving at a good pace. An- 
other Tune associate, Niki Harris, con- 
tributes some stylish and entertaining 
choreography, well executed by the talent- 
ed ensemble and by the sinuously sexy 
ballroom dancing team of Victoria Regan 
and Patrick Taverna. The small pit orches- 
tra, under Wayne Green’s capable direc- 
tion, suggests the missing full-orchestral 
splendors somewhat more successfully 
than the sets and costumes recall the more 

lavish Broadway originals. Q

ook up in the sky! It’s a bird! 

It’s a plane! No, it’s the late 

avant-garde cellist Charlotte 

Moorman, harnessed with 

her instrument into a great 

knot of translucent balloons, winging her 
way over the scrubby hills of Alabama. 

Moorman’s flight is only one of dozens 

of sky events that Otto Piene has orches- 

trated over the past 25 years. Piene, who is 

the director of MIT’s Center for Advanced 


Visual Studies, considers himself an artist 
of the elements. Born in Westphalia in 
1928, he grew up in Hitler’s Germany; he 
recalls having been wakened one day to 
see a Zeppelin. Later he was a boy soldier 
in World War II, where the sky was a sub- 
ject of constant scrutiny for Allied 
bombers. In 1957 he and Heinz Mack 
founded Gruppe Zero, whose activities in- 
cluded outdoor balloon events. 

Piene sculpts with wind, fire, and 
smoke, specializing in air sculptures: bal- 
loons fashioned from ripstop nylon, teth- 
ered to the ground by yards of polyethy- 
lene tubing pumped with helium. Over the 
years, he has constructed rainbows (for 
the closing ceremonies of the 1972 Mu- 
nich Olympics and for the 350th anniver- 
sary of Harvard University, in 1986), star- 
bursts (in 1984, for the 750th anniversary 
of Berlin), flowers, and human forms and, 
with the help of ground crews, launched 
them into the heavens at heights of up to 
350 feet. 

Don’t go to the MIT Museum’s Comp- 
ton Gallery “Otto Piene: Sky Art” show 
expecting to see a nylon rainbow stretch- 
ing from the Institute’s Infinite Corridor 
(where the gallery is located) across the 
Charles to Boston — though Piene did 
send an arc over the river in 1971, for an 
event sponsored by the Museum of Fine 
Arts. Rather, MIT has put together sub- 
stantive documentation of a variety of Sky 
Art events, including photographs by artist 
Elizabeth Goldring, preparatory notebook 
sketches by Piene, and an inflated white 
flower, six feet tall and billowing a little in 
its tall glass case. 

The Sky Art events can be seen as both 
conceptually dense and as flights of fancy. 
Piene celebrates not only the wonder of 
flight but the beauty of the open sky he 
uses as his canvas. Weather adds a sense 
of risk; a healthy respect for the power of

nature underlies each work. His events 
have all been exuberantly interactive; in 
placing the sculptures’ moorings in the 
hands of volunteers, Piene makes his 
helpers into both artists and pilots. Conse- 
quently, the art that happens is as much 
about group spirit and the vagaries of the 
wind as it is about nylon sculptures. 

Piene adds yet another dimension to the 
events in the gouache paintings included 
in this exhibit. These brilliantly colored 
works, all executed from memory over the 
past year, balance the communal effort of 
Sky Art with the artist’s intensely personal 
vision. One series of four paintings has a 
searing, lonely aura: Blue Sun, Blue Sua 2, 
Charlotte, Alabama Hills, and Towed 
Windsock are all drawn in fiery red and 
cobalt blue. 
In the first 
two, a vast 
blue disk 
pulsates in 
a red sky 
over a dark 
landscape 
that has the 
flowing 
motion of a 
wheat field 
in the wind 
but the col- 
or of the 
Pacific 
Ocean. 

Charlotte, 
Alabama 
Hills posits 
the small 
red figure 
of the cel- 
list not in 
mid air but 
pivotally in 
a canyon, between rising red hills, with the 
blue and white sky spilling into the crevice 
above her like a waterfall. Windsock por- 
trays the rough cross of a blue airplane 
dragging a spiral of a windsock through 
the red sky over dark hills; the sock has 
the round, voluptuous motion of a dragon 
in a Chinese New Year’s parade. 

All of the paintings are spare, and more 
abstract than pictorial. They have a Zen- 
like one-pointedness and clarity to them. 
The event over the Charles, Charles River 
Rainbow, is depicted here both in hazy 
black and white photographs and in 
paintings. The photos show a great white 
arc elegantly curving over the river, join- 
ing the shores of the two cities with a 
light, fantastic touch. The painting, on 
the other hand, is a simple white stroke of 
gouache over a water-blue background, 
its reflection broad and shiny in the water 
below. A circle — either the sun or a full 
moon — glitters just above the balloon- 
ing arc like a bauble on a necklace; in the 
river below, a reflection of the circle 
is cradled carefully inside that of the 
rainbow. 

Notebook pages cluttered with scribbles 
and diagrams and miniature models for 
some of Piene’s projects demonstrate why 
this artist has thrived at a place like MIT. 
According to a video documentary about 
Piene and his works that runs continuous- 
ly in the gallery, the artist seeks to stimu- 
late spontaneous experience in art with the 
aid of technology. 

But it is the paintings in this exhibit that 
are the truly new works and that fhust be 
the seeds for what Piene will generate in 
the years to come. He may send a pianist 
and a baby grand into the air dangling 
from a bouquet of floral balloons. Or he 
may incorporate his more solitary vision 
into his airborne works. All we can do is 
keep our eyes on the sky. 
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Melissa Ferrick may not 


be who you think she is 
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do, and what he wanted 
was the real depressing 
stuff, the hardcore, 
fucked-up songs.

lot of people who meet 
Melissa Ferrick after hear - 
ing her perform aren’t pre- 
pared for what they find. 
You expect her to be an- 
gry, miserable, or at least highly intense. 
What you don’t expect is an upbeat, 
down-to-earth woman who’s got a wicked 
sense of humor — and is even an avowed 
fan of Beavis and Butt-Head. 

“Fooled ya, didn’t I,” she said over 
lunch recently. Born and raised in Ipswich, 
she sports a suntan after a recent stay in 
Los Angeles. “Hey, I’m always ready for a 
party. I’m not a depressing person by any 
means — which doesn’t mean I can’t get 
as upset and emotionally fucked-up as 
anybody, given the right day. But I don’t 
live in that every day with my friends; I 
write about it instead. When I get on 
stage, that’s the time to let it all go. What’s 
weird is that some people get disappointed 
when they meet me. They want to talk to 
that really strangely scary and screaming 
woman, and I’m not her. All I can tell 
them is, ‘Sorry, you thought I was some- 
one I’m not.’ ” 

In a year filled with impressive albums 
by young, female singer-songwriters, Fer- 
rick’s Massive Blur (out next week on At- 
lantic) may be the best of the lot. It’s a re- 
lentlessly emotional album of crisis and 


liana Hatfield’s overrated, you and Ferrick 
should get along fine. 

Massive Blur is also a rock album, which 
may surprise some of Ferrick’s original fans. 
Although she’s never performed around 
here with anything but an acoustic guitar, 
the album has full-blooded electric arrange- 
ments. Producer Gavin McKillop brought in 
folks from the progressive pop circuit, like 
Martin Phillipps of the Chills, Vicki Peterson 
from the Bangles, and the coolest couple in 
pop, Peter Holsapple (who plays many of 
the guitars) and Susan Cowsill. The result is 
lyrical but loud, with a band sound that 
complements the roughness in Ferrick’s 
voice. On “Honest Eyes,” a fuzztone guitar 
skitters around the mix where a less imagi- 
native producer would have softened it with 
violins or a synth. 

“I’m a little nervous that some of the 
diehard fans will say, “What the hell is 
this?’ I always wanted it to sound this way, 
but I didn’t have enough money for an 


electric guitar. Every time you get on stage 


as a girl with an acoustic guitar, you’re au- 
tomatically a folksinger, but I never saw 
myself that way.” 

One might not know it, but this album 
reflects Ferrick’s lighter side. “I was origi- 
nally going to make this record with 
(ex—Patti Smith guitarist) Lenny Kaye, but 
we talked about which songs he wanted to 


stuff didn’t slip in. “For 
Once in My Life” dredges 
up the hurt of an old break-up; 
you can hear the tears coming 
midway through the first chorus.

Just the fax 


Kurt Cobain to the Phoenix:‘F— off!’ 


irvana leader Kurt Cobain has lately be- 
come the focus of some controversial be- 
havior, including a number of personal 
battles with the press. The Phoenix 
joined the club last week, as we received 
a pair of angry faxes from Cobain and his wife, Courtney 
Love, as well as a phone call from Love. 

The communications were prompted by a profile of 
local musician Mary Lou Lord, which ran in “Cellars by 
Starlight” back in March. Apart from looking at her mu- 
sical career, Lord spoke about a few of her life experi- 
ences — among them a brief relationship with Cobain, 
before he met Love and before Nirvana’s career took off. 
This story wasn’t new — it was mentioned in her press 
bio and had been referred to months earlier in Sassy 
magazine; and many of Lord’s friends claimed to have 
known about it. 

We didn’t seek to sensationalize the story, but we also 
didn’t try to avoid something that Lord was willing to 
speak openly about. It provided insight into some of her 
work, notably the Cobain-inspired love song “About a 
Boy” and her ironic cover of “Smells like Teen Spirit.” 
Toward the end of our interview, Lord said that the rela- 
tionship was over and that she had moved on. 

Four months later, the story found its way to Cobain 
and Love, and last week a Phoenix employee received a 
phone call from Courtney Love. “She was slurring her 
words, and her thoughts didn’t sound too coherent,” the 
employee recalls. “She said she was replying to a story, 
and I remembered the one she meant. I said something 
like ‘Oh, you mean the woman that went out with Kurt?’ 
And she said, ‘That’s not true! That’s not true! It was 
only one night!’ “She went on like that for a while. What 
was strange was that she said things like ‘I know the girls 
in L7 sleep around with everybody, but Kurt would never 
do anything like that.’ ” (This isn’t the first time that 
Love appears to have turned her wrath on other women 
in bands; in a recent Melody Maker interview, she’s quot- 
ed as calling PJ Harvey’s Polly Harvey a “slut.”) 
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Shortly afterward, a fax signed by Cobain (and not by 
Love) arrived at the Phoenix. “Gross! I was very 
DRUNK [emphasis his] one night in Boston, a creepy 
girl came on to me. I don’t even remember what hap- 
pened but It WASN’T MUCH. All of a sudden my life is 
plagued by this insane girl. | NEVER had a relationship 
with her. Please Mary whoever you are, leave me alone 
and see a therapist.” Scrawled at the bottom of the fax, 
in different handwriting, was the following: “One night, 
one night, one fucking night! A blur! A blur! Jesus, a blur 
is not a relationship. I never took this girl anywhere, ex- 


cept maybe in the backyard to shoot her.” 


The second fax was less kind. “One dumb drunk 
night. No calls. No letters. I don’t remember her face, 
her name, nothing. I’m not trying to sound sexist, but 
the word ‘groupie’ pops up. And guess what? She 
moved to my town and tries to befriend all my friends.

It’s such a violation. This is why I wrote ‘Rape Me’.. . 
Mark David Chapman . . . Fuck off! Fuck off! Fuck off! 
Goddamn violation/sodomy.” Oddly, Cobain’s name 
was spelled differently (Cohbaine) in the signoff, though 
the handwriting was the same as that from the bottom of 
the previous fax. A Nirvana representative confirmed the 
next day that Cobain and Love had sent the faxes. 

Actually, Lord had moved to Olympia, Washington 
(not Seattle, which is an hour away), last month, more 
than a year after the alleged affair broke up. And the 
move likely happened for musical reasons: in the same 
Phoenix interview, she enthused about the Olympia 
scene and said she was getting sick of Boston. She’s also 
hooked up with a Seattle label, which will be releasing 
her new single next month. 

“They fuck with everybody,” Lord told us from 
Olympia last week. “Everybody out here has received 
some horrendous answering-machine messages from 
Courtney; they’re saving them on tape.” Lord claimed 
she has received “messages from Courtney saying things 
like ‘I’m gonna cut off your head and shove it up your 
ass.” Then they go off on Slim [Lord’s current 
boyfriend] and trash him. You have to wonder how seri- 
ously we should take these people, because they’re con- 
sidered a joke in this town.” Lord’s take on the whole 
Cobain affair is that history is history. “He got caught in 
a fuckin’ lie, and she probably made him think he has to 
do things like this to prove he loves her.” 

This isn’t the only controversy Cobain’s been involved 
with recently. Earlier this year he sent an “open letter” to 
various magazines directing abuse at a Newsweek writer 
who had reported that Nirvana’s label Geffen hadn’t 
been pleased with Steve Albini’s production of their 
forthcoming album. (Reportedly the album has been 
remixed twice after Albini turned in his version.) And it 
was recently reported that Cobain had been arrested at 
home after a physical fight with Love over her objection 
to the presence of guns in the house. Cobain’s second 
fax to the Phoenix signs off with the cryptic note, “I’ve 
got three guns now, okay?” 

If nothing else, the Phoenix faxes put a different slant 
on the feminist consciousness that Cobain has expressed 
in recent interviews and in the liner notes to Nirvana’s 
recent Incesticide. They also raise the question of 
whether a popular and successful couple like Cobain and 
Love wouldn’t have better things to do with their time 
(heard much about Love’s band Hole lately?). Mean- 
while, is it mere coincidence that the Seattle label that’s 
releasing Lord’s forthcoming single is known as Kill 
Rock Stars? one 
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me and make sure I was all right.” 

But the track “Hello Dad” is probably 
going to get the most attention. Although 
it’s not the first pop song about living with 
alcoholic parents (Tribe’s “Daddy’s Home” 
comes to mind), it cuts deeper than most, 
and it’s the nuances in Ferrick’s voice that 
do the trick. When she delivers the simple 
opening line — “Hello Dad, are you drunk 
again?”— she manages to register the 
conflicting extremes of pain and fury. 
When she follows that with “I know that it 
ain’t all your fault, Daddy/You’re just a 
strong-headed man with a brittle, weak 
heart,” you can feel the knife twisting. 

“Right, that song,” she says, anticipating 
the question. “There’s a few things about it 
that people need to realize: one, that it’s 
not completely autobiographical; two, that 
I wrote it a long time ago, when I was 18. 
There’s a lot of anonymity that exists in ev- 
erybody’s life; that song asks for the 
anonymity to be broken, and it’s something 
I’m not willing to do. My father actually 
loves the song; he’s a great guy. But he is a 
little confused about my putting it out, and 
so am I. He’s a seventh-grade teacher, so 
it’s bound to look a little weird.” 

What you won’t hear on the disc is any 
classical violin or jazz fliigelhorn, both of 
which Ferrick studied in younger years. “I 
never took a guitar or vocal lesson in my 
life. But I was classically trained, starting 
when I was five; I studied violin for 11 
years. Then I went to Berklee on a fliigel- 
horn scholarship, but the only course I 
ever went to was songwriting. Otherwise I 
shaved my head, sat in my dorm room, 
and taught myself to play guitar and sing. I 
was completely bald except for this little 
tuft of white hair. My friends called me 
Casper, for Casper the Friendly Ghost.” 

Around this time she started playing lo- 
cal clubs and picked up a few fans. Among

Mills, who provided many of their lyrics 
and a good deal of their charisma. The 
split came on the eve of a scheduled 
recording session with Steve Albini, for an 
album that would likely have given them 
some national attention.

UNREST MEET DURAN? Nothing’s 
more likely to raise eyebrows in alterna- 
tive circles than the thought of a big MTV 
star producing an indie band — especially 
the Washington (DC) group Unrest, 
who’ve clung fiercely to the DIY ethic 
(leader Mark Robinson released previous 
Unrest material on his own Teenbeat la- 
bel). So imagine our surprise when the 
4AD label sent out advance copies of their 
new Perfect Teeth last week. The album’s 
a tad more straightforward than usual, but 
Robinson has delivered a typically 
thoughtful set of tunes, with moody hooks 
and an uncluttered guitar sound. The big 


surprise was the credit, in big bold letters: 


“Produced by Simon Le Bon.” Score one 
for credibility: who’d have thought that 
Duran Duran’s lead singer would hook up

them was Jodi Goodman of the Don Law 
Agency, who helped the unsigned singer 
secure the opening spot on a Morrissey 
tour in 1991. “He used to stick his tongue 
out at me and dance around during 
soundchecks. I definitely realized that he’s 
not this deep, brooding, horribly depressed 
guy; he’s just a great sarcastic English- 
man. A lot of his fans don’t get it. They 
think he’s always making these grand 
statements, like ‘Poor, poor Morrissey.’ ” 

Of course, a lot of people are going to 
get the same idea about Ferrick. “One 
thing I always get asked is, ‘You sound 
like you’ve been through a lot of relation- 
ships and you’re only 22. What the hell 
happened?’ My answer is ‘Nothing hap- 
pened — that’s why I write about it.’ ” Is 
she carrying a lot of pain around? “No, 
I’m singing a lot of pain out. It gets better 
every time I sing. I don’t know what the 
hell I’ll write about when it’s all gone. I’ll 
have to start hurting people myself: ‘I lied, 
I don’t love you! Get out!’ 

“Actually, I feel like I’ve been going 
through a major transition personally, and 
the songs I’ve started writing have to do 
with that. When my parents met me at the 
airport yesterday, they said I looked like I 
was six or seven years older. I went to 
Hollywood, I got tan, I’m showering every 
day, eating properly, taking care of myself 
— that sounds like a normal way to live 
your life, but I never did it, not when I was 
at Berklee and ate one slice of pizza every 
day. I’m coming into my own, and I don’t 
even know if I like it. But if the record’s 
successful, I hope I don’t act like everyone 
else and start writing about how hard it is 
to be successful — I mean, gimme a 
break. If I do that, you can call me up and 
yell at me.”

produce them so sympathetically? 

He didn’t, of course. Not only didn’t Le 
Bon produce Unrest’s album, he hasn’t 
heard it. To the best of anyone’s knowl- 
edge, he’s never even heard of Unrest. 

“It’s a total publicity stunt,” 4AD publi- 
cist Robb Moore admitted last week. 
Commercial copies of the forthcoming al- 
bum will give full production credit to Le 
Bon; a few writers have already remarked 
on the quality of his work. What happens 
when Le Bon gets wind of the stunt? 
“Don’t know, but it should be fun,” Moore 
said. 

Le Bon will be nowhere in sight when 
Unrest headline at the Middle East on 
Monday the 23rd.

Loud, proud, and powerful: 
that’s Midnight Oil

ou’ve heard the jokes, but 
I’ll repeat them anyway. 
What do you call someone 
who hangs around with 
musicians? A drummer. 
How can you tell whether your basement’s 
level? The drummer drools from both 
sides of his mouth. Cruel, yes, even 
wrong-headed, though lugs like Alex Van 
Halen do tend to reinforce the stereotype 
of the drummer as Neanderthal. 

Midnight Oil’s Rob Hirst, however, 
neatly pops that ugly boil with a few min- 
utes of crisp, Aussie-accented conversa- 
tion. Hirst, who frequently pens the band’s 
lyrics, seems as thoroughly engaged as his 
group, who are one of rock’s more literate, 
socially concerned, dynamic outfits — a 
thoughtful body slam in concerts like the 
one they’ll play at Great Woods on August 
17 with openers Ziggy Marley & the 
Melody Makers and Hothouse Flowers. 

“It’s got a bit of an international flavor,” 
Hirst says of the current tour. “Hothouse 
Flowers bring such an Irish sensibility to 
everything they do. Then there’s Ziggy, of 
course, and we Australians with what we 
call that ‘desert rhythm.’ We’re one of the 
few Australian bands to have written ex- 
tensively about Australia. 

“Americans remember a couple of songs 
that Men at Work got away, which was 
sort of a light-hearted approach to Aus- 
tralia. Midnight Oil’s writing tends to be 
more in-depth; we try to elaborate and ex- 
plain things about our history. And with 
songs like ‘Jimmy Sharman’s Boxers’ 
[about the sodden, abused Aboriginals 
who made up an infamous Caucasian-op- 
erated troupe of pugilists] and ‘Truganini’ 
[which deals with a noted example of the 
Australian government’s oppression of 
subsistence laborers], we don’t make it 
easy for North Americans or Europeans to 
understand.” 

Leave that to the power of music. And 
Midnight Oil’s is undeniably charged. 
Live, frontman Peter Garrett is a com- 
manding presence, a shaven-headed blue- 
eyed monolith towering well over six feet, 
dancing in spasms as he sings their often 
strident lyrics. Jim Morganie — who dou- 
bles on keyboards — and Martin Rotsey 
put down a layer of guitars that plow rock 
traditionalism on songs like “My Coun- 
try,” then jump into insane caterwauling 
for wailing numbers like “Scream in Blue” 
and “Only the Strong.” Hirst and Bones 
Hillman are an exemplary rhythm section, 
providing the band with much of their 


thrust and the pinpoint dynamic twists that 
color tunes like their radio-hit break- 
through “Beds Are Burning.” Together, 
they’re one of the best ensemble outfits in 
rock. 

“It’s interesting chemistry because, obvi- 
ously, you have Peter as the charismatic 
frontman/talking head, which all bands 
need. But I think everyone would agree we 
wouldn’t go anywhere near a recording 
studio if Jim weren’t involved; and the vo- 
cal and bass abilities that Bonesy’s brought 
to the band have actually opened up a 
whole new area for us to explore since he 
joined five years ago — to move the ac- 
cent on vocals up to a level where people 
comment on the backing vocals and the 
harmonies, which we’ve come to realize is 
quite an unusual thing in bands these days. 
In the European and Canadian festivals 
we’ve played recently, we’ve noticed that 
among the other bands there aren’t a lot of 
harmony parts.” 

One more thing about Hirst, Morganie, 
and Rotsey: they’re loud. Which — as any- 
one who’s performed rock knows — makes 
the Oil’s seamless ensemble sound and de- 
tailed live arrangements all the more impres- 
sive. “We try to get over the age-old prob- 
lem of wanting the energy on stage but not 
wanting to amp up to the point where no 
one can hear each other and we start to play 
like separate players. You wouldn’t expect it 
after all these years, but it’s a problem we 
still grapple with. Even with earphones and 
other techniques on the big stage, it’s quite 
difficult for us to play as well as if we were 
in a small recording studio.” 

Typically Midnight Oil, their latest al- 
bum, Earth and Sun and Moon (Columbia), 
skewers rampant consumption, nationalism, 
racism, capitalism’s scorched-Earth policy, 
and other greater or lesser evils. At the 
same time, it reaffirms that commitment to 
melody and the band’s determination to ex- 
periment with new sounds and textures. 
And to rock with authority. 

But stereotype — again — dictates that 
artists exploring the kind of lyric turf the 
Oils do are either sentimentalist navel-gaz- 
ers with folk inclinations (like Jackson 
Browne or the Indigo Girls) or angry tech- 
nocrats like Consolidated. “I suppose our 
heroes at the time we were growing up 
were Lennon and Dylan and Townshend,” 
explains Hirst. “They were playing some 
fantastic music, but they were also inject- 
ing it with the temper of the times. I think 
it depends on where your priorities are. 
The genesis of our band was in a garage in 
Sydney, and then playing the pubs. So 
Midnight Oil’s raison d’étre, if you like, is 
solidly the music.” Q 
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PETE TOWNSHEND: 
THE WRONG TOMMY 


Former Who leader Pete Townshend 
is one of rock’s great songwriters and 
performers, known as much for the 
intelligence of lyrics to hits like “Be- 
hind Blue Eyes” as for his trademark 
tuck-legged leaps and windmilled 
power chords. But he can also be a 
jerk. His concert last Monday at 
Great Woods — part of his first US 
solo tour — began not with one of his 
ringing blasts of guitar thunder but 
with a crass commercial for the de- 
signer-clothing sponsor of his tour: a 
series of projections showing models 
wearing the Tommy Hilfiger line, set 
to the theme song from Townshend’s 
much-loved rock opera Tommy. 

It’s no longer realistic to blanch at 
corporate sponsorship of rock tours, 
given the practice’s pervasiveness and 
the cost of taking a large production 
on the road. We do, however, go to 
see a performer like Townshend be- 
cause we love and respect him as an 
artist. We go with the hope of having 
a sublime, transcendent experience. 
When Townshend allows 
our first impression of his 
concert to be a sales pitch 
that’s as subtle as a pungent 
fart in a rose garden, he’s 
betraying our respect. 

He could have blown the 
rank odor of cheap sales- 
manship from the pavilion 
by ripping loose a strong 
performance, but he did 
not. Instead, he chose to 
play simply strummed 
acoustic guitar for the 
show’s first third. By the 
time he slid into a medley of 
“Pinball Wizard,” “See Me, 
Feel Me,” and “Listening to 
You,” it seemed we’d never 
see fireworks. His nine- 
piece band of crack session 
players were generic at their 
best moments, dreadful at 
their worst — which were 
Peter Hope-Evans’s malig- 
nantly squealing, toneless, 
repetitive harmonica solos. 

Hefting his blond Tele- 
caster, Townshend kicked 
into the middle section of 
his show, which was sched- 
uled to be all of his excellent 
new concept album Psy- 
choderelict (Atlantic) staged 
essentially as a radio play, 
with actors bringing the 
piece’s dialogue to life. The 
intro to “English Boy” of- 
fered the night’s first big, 
crunchy rock-guitar riffs, 
and with projections cover- 
ing the entire backstage, more-color- 
ful lighting, and Townshend’s obvi- 
ous enthusiasm for his new material, 
things looked good. But by the third 
narrative break, the audience began 
losing interest, wandering around the 
shed. Townshend snapped all eyes 
back to the stage when he said, “I’m 
gonna stop this; it’s not working.” 

I thought he meant the theatrics, 
which were obviously not designed 
for an outdoor audience of 10,000. 
(Most of the tour dates are in smaller 
theaters like New York City’s Bea- 
con.) But Townshend was talking 
about the projections. So he ad-libbed 
his way into “Magic Bus,” strongly 
played but stretched too thin by an 
overlong Bo Diddley-—style rap he 
tossed in, and then sparred through a 
few other Who numbers until he gave 
up on the prospect of the video 
show’s being restored to action. 

He blasted through a few more 
Psychoderelict numbers, sweetly 
singing the romantic, confessional “I 
Am Afraid” and the album’s potential 
hit, the rocker “Don’t Try To Make 
Me Real,” before swearing to throw a 
tantrum at his technical crew back- 
stage after the show. Maybe that fired 
him up, because a hard-edged reprise 
of “English Boy” found him tearing 
out buzzing solos, windmilling, and 
leaping. He kicked ass until he picked 


up the acoustic again, putting a 
medium-tempo R&B spin on an un- 
accompanied “My Generation,” 
which allowed him to insert a verse 
and chorus of bluesman Jimmy 
Reed’s equally rebellious “Big Boss 
Man” into the song. 

But the energy ebbed without his 
electric power-chording guitar, which 
along with his voice was the only raw, 
commanding instrument on stage. 
With his distortion pedal seeming un- 
responsive through most of “Emi- 
nence Front” (he stomped repeated- 
ly; it kicked into overdrive only 
once), he ended the song short, of- 
fered an apology for the glitches — 
but not the damned commercial — 
and left the stage looking more than a 


bit depressed.

NEW ORDER: 
PRECIOUS METTLE 


Some 4000 Great Woods concertgo- 
ers last Thursday got to see a rare 
event in today’s show biz. They saw 
an opening act, 808 State, upstage 


the main attraction, New Order. 

Both groups played with punishing 
volume. New Order’s loudness was 
unevenly distributed among the band 
members, so that Bernard Sumner’s 
singing and guitar strumming got 
buried under mountains of the low- 
decibel booming that latecomers to 
techno feel obliged to play. Everyone 
in 808 contributed equally. 808 
State’s layers of rhythm and noise 
have no discernible content beyond a 
generalized goofy giddy-up, and a lot 
of their sequencer patterns feel terri- 
bly derivative (thank you, early Velvet 
Underground), but at least they hang 
together as a band. Both the soft tech- 
no of “Control” and the roar-and- 
rave harshness of “Pacific,” “Oubic,” 
and “Ten Times Ten” (their best- 
known dance hit) would lose essential 
texture if guitarist Graham Massey’s 
frothy riffs or Andrew Barker’s 
steamy keyboard high notes wére to 
drop out. Which is more than one 
could say of any New Order member 
at Great Woods, except bassist Peter 
Hook, who overplayed his admittedly 
spectacular hand all night long. 

New Order started life long before 
the arrival of techno, and they’ve ad- 
justed poorly to it. Their signature 
sound, as perfected in mid-’80s discs 
like Power, Corruption, & Lies, Low- 
life, and Brotherhood, feels like rhyth- 


mic folk music, a spidery web of 
Giorgio Moroder—derived electronic 
rhythms encircling sitar-like bass and 
guitar sounds enmeshing Bernard 
Sumner — who sings quiet sad lulla- 
by tones, as if with a very large and 
very wet tear falling from an eye. It’s 
a sound bittersweetly happy — even 
religious — one moment, blackly and 
skeptically lonely the next. And it 
sounds equally simpatico as supper- 
club jazz as on a massive disco floor. 
There’s nothing like that New Order 
sound, but 1990’s Technique shifted 
it toward crunching boom beats and 
off-stage computerizations of the 
kind that have sent the Pet Shop Boys 
whizzing past them in popularity. 
And Republic has seen them slide, 
perhaps fatally, into the Pet Shop 
Boys’ symphonic, sad-smile pop. 

So far have New Order fallen from 
what made them lordly (and an inspi- 
ration to the Pet Shop Boys) that at 
Great Woods, “Fine Time” and 
“Round and Round” (sputtery techno 
from Technique) sounded more bal- 
anced within the band than any of the 
set’s 1980s numbers — in those two 
songs, Sumner’s electronically con- 
torted voice bit back when bitten. 
“Bizarre Love Triangle” rises to a 
surgingly noisy, painful climax, and 
“The Perfect Kiss” teeters on Sumn- 
er’s fibrillated guitar screeching, but 
the noise cannonading out of two 
decks of massed speakers crushed 
the music’s lungs. Peter Hook tried

hard to make it breathe. Contraven- 
ing the band’s facelessness — Gillian 
Gilbert, Stephen Morris, and even 
Sumner for the most part stood 
blankly silhouetted in backstage 
strobe lights — Hook looked like 
Pete Townshend as he leapt around 
stage in his best Who style. He 
slapped and scratched and slithered 
the bass strings, exerting his freedom 
from the hideously loud beat bar- 
rages. But after 15 songs, the same- 
ness of his leveraging moves — and 
the utter lack of a response to them 
from any band member — isolated 
him and dulled his performance. 
Perhaps shattering loudness that 
sees, hears, and answers to no one 
and nothing as it crashes on and on is 
New Order’s way of expressing dark 
loneliness in techno form. Perhaps 
that’s what elicited the audience’s ex- 
cited, concert-long response. And 
perhaps this message really matters. 
Still, it’s too bad the price the band 
pay to make their point sentences 
their irresistibly romantic, sad-boy- 
and-girl sound — a sound as pre- 
cious as cut flowers shimmering in a 
crystal vase — to be flattened under 
the wheels of somebody else’s beats. 
Swooning to die, their 1980s mode, | 
suited them; a slaughter on 10th Av- 
enue does not.

UGUST 4 — After hear- 
ing the new UB40 cover of 
Elvis’s “Can’t Help Falling 
in Love” for the 573rd 
time on the radio, I am not 
looking forward to reviewing the cross- 
over-reggae octet’s new album, Promises 
and Lies (Virgin). Every time these guys 
need a new hit, they dip back into the 
American Bandstand songbook. Any group 
whose biggest chart-topper is a Neil Dia- 
mond cover should start thinking about 
these two words: Atlantic City. 

At least “Can’t Help Falling in Love” is 
the only cover out of the 11 songs on 
Promises. | guess after three years of inac- 
tivity, it’s nice to see them finally deigning 
to rise from hibernation, compose original 
songs, and tour again. 

But I’m really not in the mood for this 
record; the stuff I’ve been listening to all 
week has me still in grunge-noise mode. 
The band’s user-friendly reggae-lite, with 
its lazy, synthesized “riddims” and Ali 
Campbell’s gentle croon, are rotting my 
teeth and going down my throat like an 
OD of marzipan. Take the opening track, 
“C’est La Vie,” an easy-loping number 
with lots of cute synthesized burbling and 
tweeting, a sampled greeting of “Hey, 
boy!”, and a laundry list of rants and com- 
plaints, with the shoulder-shrugging re- 
frain “C’est la vie.” That’s life. That’s nice. 
Ugh! 

And that’s just the beginning of the lyri- 
cal clichés. “Desert Sand” has this couplet: 
“For every cup that runneth over/Many 
more are filled with pain.” Next, in the title 
track, “All things change, and tides must 
turn/And you let all your bridges burn.” 
And in “Bring Me Your Cup,” there’s 
“Your actions, baby, speak louder than 
words.” No wonder these guys stick to 
covers. 

The album continues like this, with 
bland paeans to nature, politically correct 
polemics (all set to that non-threatening 
beat), and a New Agey peace-love-and- 
flowers vibe that culminates in “Reggae 
Music,” in which bassist Earl Falconer 
writes about how much he’s loved his fel- 
low band members since their Birmingham 
(England) boyhood — and then goes on 
to praise all seven of them by name, plus 
the guest horn players. Couldn’t you just 
barf? 

And this is just side one of the tape. 
Slogging through side two, I found more 


of the same, plus that Elvis cover. 
(Argggh!) 


AUGUST 5 — I listened to the album 
again, and it started to grow on me. The 
grooves are deceptively infectious. The 
beats have punch, the horn charts are jazzy, 
the bass is agile. Ali Campbell’s croon is 
surprisingly rich, resonant, and soulful. 

Upon closer inspection, the politics of 
the lyrics appear a lot subtler — and an- 
grier. “C’est La Vie” tells a horrifying true 
story (according to the production notes, 
the band heard it from someone they met 
on their last American tour) about a 
Haitian woman who saw her husband tor- 
tured to death, fled to America, and ended 
up pawning her baby for $20. 

Like that song, “It’s a Long, Long Way” 
slams indifference to suffering or injustice 
that seems remote because it’s happening 
elsewhere. This number is especially hard 
on well-intentioned but ineffectual ribbon- 
wearing liberalism: “You make your con- 
tribution and you shed a little tear/And 
stage your celebration just to show how 
much you care.” In “Things Ain’t Like 
They Used To Be,” Campbell bitterly con- 
demns an older generation that fosters an- 
tagonisms and then wonders why young 
people are so violent. The final song, 
“Sorry,” declares that after 400 years of 
oppressing people of color, a mere apology 
from white people is not enough, “as if 
that can excuse this tyranny.” 

Although the group witty enough to 
name themselves after a British unemploy- 
ment form can still hit hard politically, 
they’re no slouches in the love department. 
“Bring Me Your Cup” is a smooth seduc- 
tion ballad that’s outrageously, slyly sexy, 
especially if you listen carefully to catch 
vocalist Astro toasting, “I brought the 
meat now baby/I know you got the gravy.” 
Hot stuff! 


AUGUST 6 — Wow, I’ve really been 
overreacting lately. Must have eaten some 
bad sushi or something. 

I listened to Promises and Lies again. 
The grooves are still cool, though they can 
get awfully repetitious. (Maybe you guys 
shouldn’t repeat the verses and choruses 
six times in each song.) I still appreciate 
the political messages, though all those an- 
gry songs in a row get strident. (Who do 
you think is buying this album?) The 
record makes decent dance or background 
music, in small doses. UB40 don’t alter 
their 15-year-old formula or break new 
ground, but if it ain’t broke, why fix it? Q 
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here’s a touching sequence 
of solos on the new Miles & 
Quincy: Live at Montreux 
(Warner Bros.). It comes in 
the last piece, “Solea,” writ- 
ten over 30 years ago for Miles Davis by 
Gil Evans and recorded on their master- 
piece Sketches of Spain. In the new 
recording, the solos once played by Miles 
alone are shared with the album’s two oth- 
er featured players, trumpeter Wallace 
Roney and alto-saxophonist Kenny Gar- 
rett. In the midst of the dark, bluesy fla- 
menco, Miles is playing a series of halting, 
questing phrases against a solo harp, and 
he’s echoed by Garrett. After the ensemble 
crests, Miles is joined by Roney, who also 
follows the older player’s phrases. By the 
end of the piece, all three are engaged in 
brooding counterpoint. It’s like eavesdrop- 
ping on a conversation among a master 
and his pupils. 

The sequence reveals the album’s plea- 
sures as well as its frustrations. Recorded 
in July of 1991, less than three months be- 
fore Davis’s death from an accumulation 
of maladies that included pneumonia and 
a stroke, the trumpeter is in less than top 
form. More often than not, he’s sharing 
the solo duties in pieces that were de- 
signed with his voice as the focal point. 

When he does play, he’s often tentative, 
epigrammatic. On Evans’s “Orgone,” he 
comes forward with a spirited open horn 
but gives way to Garrett after 12 bars. 
What’s more, Roney is a brilliant Davis 
imitator, and Leonard Feather’s liner notes 
don’t offer much help in distinguishing 
them. After a first listen, you may well 
wonder: is this an album by Miles Davis or 
about him. 

It is, in fact, a little of each: a historical 
document in which we hear Miles look 
back for the first time in his career, and 
also one in which his brief musical state- 
ments grow in significance. with each new 
listening. Live at Montreux gives us the 
Miles Davis legacy past, present, and fu- 
ture: in his lyrical, uniquely vocal trumpet 
style, in the pathbreaking charts he created 
with Evans, in the generations of future 
leaders who passed through his band or 
studied his playing. 

The Quincy/Evans project is a true 
anomaly. Davis’s shedding of styles and 
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re-invention of himself always focused on 
ensemble sound, even more so’than on 
composition or his own solo style. With 
the likes of Evans and Gerry Mulligan, he 
revolutionized small-ensemble jazz in the 
Birth of the Cool sessions, adapting the 
language of bebop (and former employer 
Charlie Parker) to complex section writ- 
ing, making it more orchestral and broad- 
ening its tonal colors with instruments like 
French horn and tuba. And the shifts in 
ensemble approach continued right 
through every band, whether he was pit- 
ting himself against Lucky Thompson and 
J.J. Johnson.or the hip-hop rhythm tracks 
of Easy Mo Bee. 

In the ’60s, his new quintet with Wayne 
Shorter, Herbie Hancock, Ron Carter, 
and Tony Williams continued to play his 
standard repertoire (“Walkin’,” “If I Were 
a Bell”) even as they cranked out one new 
composition after another in the studio. 
Live, the sound changed even when the 
pieces did not. After going electric in the 
late 60s with something called “jazz-rock 
fusion,” Davis refused any imprecations to 
play his acoustic repertoire, later turning 
down offers of a quintet reunion, not even 
jamming with his old friends Dizzy Gille- 
spie and Max Roach. 

Live at Montreux is a retrospective of 
Davis’s collaborations with Evans. It in- 
cludes “Boplicity” from the Cool sessions 
and healthy portions of three jazz concer- 
tos recorded for Columbia — Miles Ahead 
(1957), Porgy and Bess (1959), and 
Sketches of Spain (1960). The first was 
apparently the brainstorm of producer 
George Avakian, who wanted to demar- 
cate Miles’s then new contract with 
Columbia by reuniting him with Evans and 
putting him in the context of a large or- 
chestra rather than the small ensembles 
he’d been with before. 

In terms of sound and performance, the 
new recordings gain nothing on the old. 
Jones has amassed members of the Evans 
orchestra and the George Gruntz Concert 
Jazz Band in order to replicate the sym- 
phonic scope of the original pieces, but 
that army of top-of-the-line section players 
can’t equal what Evans did in the studio. 
Evans was jazz’s supreme colorist. On the 
three Columbia LPs (all now available as 
CD reissues), his voicings continue to 
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amaze — the play of low brass against 
muted trumpets, woodwinds, and flutes, 
the convincing use of instruments like 
harp and oboe not merely for cosmetics 
but as part of the overall architecture of a 
piece. And the same can be said of the bal- 
ance between Davis’s trumpet and fliigel- 
horn with the ensemble. Evans was able to 
realize his extraordinary ear for detail in 
the studio (“Gil was the type of guy who 
would spend two weeks writing eight bars 
of music perfectly,” Davis recalled in his 
autobiography). 

Those details get rough treatment here. 
Even in mono, the original Miles Ahead 
beats the Montreux selections hands down. 
Evans had the luxury of perfecting his 
creamy intonation in repeated takes in the 
controlled environment ‘of the studio. On 
Sketches of Spain, the flamenco percussion 
swings with metronomic precision, as do 
the component details of castanets, rim 
shot, and press roll. And for non-musical 
detail, listen to the winds huffing for 
breath between the long, held phrases of 
the opening “Concierto de Aranjuez.” On 
the new album, the electrified twang of 
Mike Richmond’s bass replaces the soft, 
springy swing of Paul Chambers, and a 
thumping kick drum has supplanted Art 
Taylor’s understated authority. 

Of course, after a point comparisons be- 
come unfair. Jones is not only recording 
live but projecting his large band to a festi- 
val-size audience. But do we get some- 
thing new, something different, in this 
reading to make up for what is lost from 
the original? 

In his autobiography, Davis maintained 
that he declined to jam with the likes of 
Roach or Gillespie not out of arrogance 
but because his style would no longer “fit” 
with theirs. For the master of ensemble 
blending, nothing could be worse than 
such a bad fit. So here he is, ill, flubbing 
notes here and there, sometimes depend- 
ing on the unison backing of Roney to 
cover him, playing his late-period doodles 
and arabesques, his quiet asides, in set- 
tings that originally gave wing to some of 
his most sustained lyric flights. When he 
enters these pieces now, it’s not to inhabit 
them. His faltering soft phrases in the 
midst of these massive ensembles sound 
like private commentary on a bustling par-

ty that’s happening next door. 

So it takes a few listenings to appreciate 
the album’s small treasures. There’s a quiet 
exchange with Richmond’s bass on “The 
Maids of Cadiz,” as well as the dynamic 
shift from mute to open horn. There’s the 
mournful opening of “Gone Gone Gone” 
(from Porgy and Bess). On “The Duke,” he 
follows Roney’s self-assured bluster with a 
series of rising, interrogative triplets. And 
on the Gershwin/Weill “My Ship,” his mut- 
ed, deliberate phrasing has the directness of 
speech, the two-note end tags of each 
phrase as eloquent as words. Finally, there’s 
the extended interplay with Roney and Gar- 
rett on “Solea.” 

For fans of the “old” Miles who contin- 
ually yearned for a return to the acoustic 
days, Live at Montreux won’t be the an- 
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swer. After all, the CD bins are well 
stocked with the originals. And even 
among the electric Miles aficionados there 
are disagreements about which, if any, of 
his recordings mattered after his five-year 
“retirement” from 1975 to 1980. If you 
didn’t like the music that was going on 
around him, nothing Miles played would 
make any difference. It would have been 
good to hear Miles at this late date stretch 
out, flubbed notes and all, in the spare in- 
timacy of a duet setting, as Gillespie did 
with Max Roach in 1989, or Evans himself 
with Lee Konitz. At times, the big-band 
blare of Live at Montreux sounds like an 
interruption of the conversation Davis is 
having in his head. Maybe, for the first 
time, he was surprised himself at the jour- 
ney he’d taken.

La Monte Young takes it 
from the top once again

hen music journalist 
Robert Palmer profiled 
La Monte Young for 
Rolling Stone in 1975, 
the article was subti- 
tled “When La Monte Young says, ‘Take It 
from the Top,’ he means last Wednesday.” 
More than a joke, the reference was to a 
Young blues structure where each chord 
change lasted for one day, with the whole 
pattern being repeated every 12 days. 

Composer/keyboardist Young and his 
group the Forever Bad Blues Band’s new 
Just Stompin’: Live at the Kitchen’ (Gra- 
mavision), recorded live at the Kitchen in 
NYC last January, consists of a single 
work spread over two CDs: a two-hour 
rock/blues “jam” entitled Young Dorian’s 
Blues in G. The length, of course, comes 
as no surprise. Young, who began his ca- 
reer as an avant-gardist in the mid ’50s, is 
regarded as a (if not the) founding father 
of minimalism, that pulsating, rippling 
music of gradual development. 

His own compositions, however, bear 
only a passing resemblance to the sort of 
dancing filigree associated with Philip 
Glass and Terry Riley and early John 
Adams; for Young the emphasis has long 
been on the gradual part. More recently, 
Gramavision released a 1981 performance 
of his seminal piece The Well-Tuned 
Piano, which covers five CDs. In the con- 
text of the man’s oeuvre, Dorian Blues 
qualifies as something of a snippet. 

Young has said in interviews that he 
doesn’t believe any special knowledge is re- 
quired for a listener to appreciate his music, 


but it may help to have an elemental grasp of 
“just intonation” (hence the CD’s title pun). 
Just intonation eschews the conventional 
equal-tempered 12-note scale and by focus- 
ing on slight pitch gradations between tones 
devises (in Young’s case) a 49-note-to-the- 
octave system. The idea is that the estab- 
lished 12-note scale has been adopted for 
convenience, not because it represents some 
ultimate musical truth, and that it banishes a 
great many possible pitches to the ether. 

_ Just intonation reaches back to pre-Eu- 
ropean modes, eastward to Indian ragas. 
Young’s keyboard playing tends toward 
drones and pulsating stasis; when what we 
think of as a melody line rises from this, it 
doesn’t rise very far. After all, there’s less 
distance now between notes. Progression is 
incremental in the extreme. Theme, devel- 
opment, and resolution may be there, but 
everything is so slo-mo that it’s hard to tell. 
With non-just Western music, whether it’s 
Berlioz or the Supremes, one is usually (if 
automatically, from experience) aware of 
the interdependency of each musical seg- 
ment, its place in the overall narrative. With 
Young, we’re made to focus on the eternal 
now. It’s like James Brown vamping at the 
edge of endurance, or modal jazz inching 
around its closed circle, only more so. 

The Forever Bad Blues Band comprise 
Young on Korg synthesizer in just intona- 
tion (it sounds like a piano), Jon Catler on 
electric guitar (just intonated and fretless), 
Brad Catler on electric bass (ditto), and 
drummer Jonathan Kane. Dorian Blues be- 
gins with a 20-minute introductory stretch 
in suspended time, first Young alone and 
then the others coming in, almost casually 
asserting their presence. Sounding like one 
of those Karma-era Pharoah Sanders in- 
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IF THE TRANCE-INDUCING DEVOTIONS become too wearying, 
just a slight shift of attention and it’s like high times at the old Fillmore. 


tros drawn out to monumental length, it 
seems devised to allow you to adjust your 
attention, if not your metabolism, to the 
scale of this gradual-time world. 

Toward the end of the intro a groove 
slowly coalesces, its actual arrival an- 
nounced by drummer Kane smacking out 
a definite slow-tempo backbeat rather than 
just floating around the cymbals and gui- 
tarist Jon Catler playing some nasty blues 
lines, at which point his just intonation 
and fretlessness become pretty much aca- 
demic. This is rock blues, and those slip- 
pery, splintered, sensual, and sometimes 
dissonant phrases are ones we all know 
and love. While Young maintains his 
drone, making small scalar forays from his 
entrenched base, the guitarist draws on a 
seemingly inexhaustible supply of licks and 
colors, having a lyrical moment, then imi- 
tating a train, then Alvin Lee, then quoting 
“Summertime,” and on and on. 

The oddest characteristic of this music 


is its combination of dramatically shaped 
blues lines over the static keyboard. Not 
that Young speaks in a wholly different 
language. At one point he gets into a 
tremolo area that sounds like some ghostly 
honky-tonk permutation; at others he ef- 
fects a kind of broken-backed blues shuf- 
fle. But his playing is a center of gravity 
that keeps the others — who interplay 
nicely — in a fairly tight orbit. 

Young’s dedication to his vision suggests 
asceticism; the blues/rock/psychedelic/ 
grunge-guitar tropes and the bass and 
drum gamboling suggest more corporeal 
pursuits. If his trance-inducing devotions 
become too wearying, just a slight shift of 
attention and it’s like high times at the old 
Fillmore. By the end, you feel both be- 
calmed and sated; it’s like snacking doing 
meditation. Or maybe, given the painless, 
even pleasurable, way the discs allow you 
to absorb a major avant-garde statement, 
like having your cake and eating it too. QO 
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They're funky! 


Juice with Soul put the 
squeeze on the streets 


by Christina Pazzanese 


ower with passion” is how 

the Boston duo of rapper 

Julius (Juice) Harrold and 

DJ/producer Bill (Soul) 

Bias describe their ap- 
proach to hip-hop as Juice with Soul. Their 
debut album Body Armor (Atlantic) reflects 
on the harsh realities of living in the city, 
the constant threat of violence from police 
and peers, and the need to protect yourself 
— both physically and emotionally. 

“Body Armor, when it started out, was 
[about] that boiling point, that fine line be- 
tween brothers in the street and police of- 
ficers,” says the 21-year-old Juice. But as 


the group woodshedded in the Roxbury- — 


based Chaptown recording studio, work- 
ing on the title song, the term evolved into 
a larger concept, with layers of meaning 
from bulletproof vests to condoms. 

“It’s caution, ‘cause you know at any 
time you can get killed or you can get 
AIDS,” adds the thoughtful, bespectacled 
28-year-old Soul. Juice continues, “Body 
armor — it’s how far you'll go to protect 
yourself. The protection/division between 
life and death is body armor.” 

“Gang Lingo” is the dancehall-reggae- 
flavored first single, featuring labelmate 
and veteran dancehall DJ Lieutenant 
Stitchie, with rhymes about running like 
bandits and fantasizing about dusting some 
doughnut-downing cops. Tracks like “It’s 
On,” “Nickel-Plated Funk,” and “Kill or 


Get Killed” focus on a brutal, when-it’s- . 


your-time-to-go, it’s-time-to-go bravado 
that doesn’t quite match the group’s be- 
nign and articulate real-life personalities. 


Some of JWS’s strongest material moves 
away from conventional hardcore attitude 
and toward more vulnerable straight talk. 
“Like Father, like Son” is a powerful take 
on how a young father, thinking back on 
all of his own troubles and mistakes, hopes 
that his newborn son won’t have to go 
through the same things as he grows into a 
young black man: “Starin’ at my baby he 
looks jus’ like me/Hope from a prison he 
would never have to write me/ .. . Jus’ 
some of the worries that I have for my 
kid/To never do the shit that I did.” 

JWS’s music has the jazz-flavored funk 
vibe of people like Donald Byrd, Grover 
Washington, and the O’Jays, a style that 
permeates several current hot hip-hop re- 
leases (check Digable Planets or Guru’s 
Jazzmatazz). But much of this disc was 
recorded nearly a year ago — an eternity 
in the lifespan of hip-hop. The result is that 
it seems JWS are following a trend rather 
than leading. Rather than copping on the 
same old riffs, much of Body Armor’s mu- 
sic was painstakingly re-created in the stu- 
dio live to have that old, warm ’70s sound, 
and to give the effect of being sampled. 

Successful Boston-based rap acts come 
maybe once a year (Marky Mark, Ed O.G. 
and da Bulldogs, Almighty RSO). Al- 
though both Juice and Soul live in Boston, 
they are quick to assert that JWS is not a 
local act, having avoided the traditional 
hip-hop performing circuit of church pic- 
nics and talent shows. Such lack of visibili- 
ty might hurt others, but JWS believe not 
being pegged as a Boston group has 
helped them avoid the big fish/small pond

syndrome of local jealousies. 

The Boston connection, however, runs 
deep. Body Armor’s cover features a bullet- 
proof vest with a tombstone engraving of 
the names of victims of infamous Boston 
homicides: Tiffany Moore, Kimberly Rae 
Harbour, Chris Bender. Soul had pro- 
duced a song for Bender before the rising 
young singer was gunned down. The event 
directly affected the group, he explains: 
“We did ‘Money Ain’t Shit When You’re 
Dead’ the same night Chris got killed.” 
The song addresses the short-sightedness 
of greed and the transience of street life. 

Some record-industry realities have also 
hit home. The cynical “No Bizness like 
Show Bizness” considers what happens to 
naive artists caught up in the business 
“glamor” who fail to see they’ve just been 
contractually reamed. While recording

their own album, the group ran into sam- 
pling problems with several tracks and 
were eventually forced to re-record much 
of it. 

“You’d be surprised, when you let peo- 
ple know that you’re using their stuff, how 
much they want,” says Juice. “The Last 
Poets. I looked up to these dudes, I used 
to look at their albums and read the words 
— and homeboy wanted $10,000 to use 
the four words ‘Just Because You’re 
Black.’ I was saying [to him], ‘Just be- 
cause I’m black and got a record deal, you 
want $10,000,’ ” he adds, laughing. 

With another album ready to go, the 
group remain optimistic about their 
recording future, regardless of Body 
Armor’s fate in the marketplace. Says 
Juice, “I’m never gonna stop making mu- 
sic — we’re funky!” Q 
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| H.0.R.D.E. hit Great Woods

he “Second Consecutive Mi- 
gration of the Great Ameri- 
can H:O.R.D.Es Festival” 
thundered thréugh Great 
Woods last Saturday in the 
spirit of Jamosaurus Rox. J. Rox, you'll re- 
call, was the legendary Lizard King of the 
music’s Jurassic period,’a great stomping 
behemoth known for playing Grateful 
Dead/Allman Brothers—style epic guitar 
and drum solos on endless tour dates. It 


| was thought to be extinct, but enough of 


its DNA was preserved in amber for young 
musicians to clone it and send the revived 
beast trudging once more down the ever- 


receding highway, looking for kids to 
munch. 

H.O.R.D.E. stands for Horizons of 
Rock Developing Everywhere, not Hippies 
or Recalcitrant Deadheads Everlasting, 
though that wouldn’t be a bad guess. 
H.O.R.D.E. is a pocket Woodstock, fea- 
turing a miniature “counterculture con- 
course” carnival, all the tie-dye you’d care 
to see, and a long roster of bands who 
(like the Dead or the Allmans) have made 
their reputation more on live displays of 
musical virtuosity than on studio record- 
ings, play different sets every night, and 
are led by dino-sized frontmen. 

Of course, most of the musicians and au- 
dience members were white kids too young 
to have experienced the ’60s firsthand. The 
’90s-ness of the ’60s revivalism was cer- 
tainly apparent at the carnival, where 
would-be trippers tried “LSD Flight Simu- 
lator” goggles, virtual-reality helmets, and 
David Letterman-—style velcro wall jumping. 
The politically active could-buy polyester 
pot plants at the Legalize Marijuana booth. 
Even the veggie food stalls had a nouvelle 
air; one global-minded vendor sold Italian 
pasta, Indian curry, and Belgian waffles. 

The young listeners did offer instinctive 
’60s-style reactions to the musical prompt- 
ing. They flicked their lighters during the 
ballads, they raised their arms and swayed 
when the stage lights shone in their faces, 
they sang along, and they didn’t mosh. No 
one called out, “Play some Skynyrd!”, 
though some band surely would have. 

The show’s opener, New York blues 
shouter Joan Osborne, set the tone for the 
eight-hour bill with her own semi-success- 


the present. Backed by a hard-rocking 
quartet and singing lyrics that at once 
cried of need and boasted of control, Os- 


ful attempt to bring hippie-era music into

borne couldn’t help evoking Janis Joplin. 
Yet she has an essential ’90s asset, a fe- 

male lead guitarist. “We are the token fe- 

male artists for this portion of the pro- 
gram,” Osborne joked, though “the entire 
program” would have been more accurate. 

The titanic Col. Bruce Hampton and his 
band the Aquarium Rescue Unit, who 
blended Captain Beefhearttike eccentricity 
with raging bluegrass and angular jazz 
chords, were the too brief musical highlight 
of the day. Hampton, a true ’60s veteran 
(of the cult fave Hampton Grease Band), 
belted swamp blues over the breakneck 
rhythms of six-string bassist Oteil Bur- 
bridge and mandolin wizard Matt Mundy. 

Colorado power trio Big Head Todd and 
the Monsters displayed a knack for an- 
themic ballads and Stones-y rockers, songs 
like “Broken Hearted Savior,” “Bitter- 
sweet,” and “Sister Sweetly” (the title track 
from their current Giant album) whose 
lyrics the crowd already knew. Todd Park 
Mohr sings with a Stevie Ray Vaughan-like 
growl and has an encyclopedic repertoire 
of crowd-pleasing guitar riffs. 

Widespread Panic (who like Col. 
Hampton and the ARU are signed to 
Capricorn, the Allmans’ old label) played 
extended Southern jams without pausing 
between songs. Guitarist Michael Houser 
has the chops, but the band’s interminable 
explorations offered a good excuse to go 
get a Belgian waffle. 

The Samples, another Colorado band, 
drew the most enthusiastic resporse. They 
played more conventionally structured 
songs than the other groups; they were 
also capable of strong jamming, as a duel 
between guitarist Sean Kelly and visiting 
ARU bassist Burbridge proved during “Gi- 
ants.” Their reggae rhythms, environmen- 
tally themed lyrics, and Kelly’s eerie vocal 
resemblance to Sting prompt a Police 
comparison, but the Samples at least have 
a rawer edge. 

. Closing the show were Blues Traveler, 
who tore it up with tunes like “Love and 
Greed,” “But Anything,” and even the bal- 
lad “Alone,” in which blues Buddha John 
Popper removed his famous 12-harmonica 
vest to play both acoustic and electric gui- 
tars — all while seated (he’s recovering 
from a motorcycle accident,last year). Be- 
tween Popper’s frantic hirp solos and 
Chan Kinchla’s guitar pyrotechnics, Blues 
Traveler maintained a s fe energy level 
that was most un-Dead-like, suggesting 


that the guys who revived the dinosaur in 
the first place are also the ones most likely 
to help it evolve and grow.

ROAD TO YOU (Geffen). Record- 
ed on tour in France and Italy, this 
is the Pat Metheny Group’s first 
live album in 10 years, and the in- 
concert energy of the perfor- 
mances gives their music a kick 
that’s often missing on the studio 
recordings. Old faves like “First 
Circle” and “Last Train Home” take 
on a new sense of drama, and the 
rhythm section of Steve Rodby and 
Paul Wertico stokes extra fire in 
the bellies of “Third Wind” and 
“Beat 70.” The vocalizing of Ar- 
mando Marcal and Pedro Aznar, 
which can be distracting on studio 
productions, adds a deeper dimen- 
sion to the Group's playing here. 
And Metheny is, of course, grand. 
Four new tunes add incentive 
to the purchase. The title track 
features delicate acoustic nylon- 
string work by Metheny, and the 
Stately ballad “Naked Moon” is one 
of his most sublime melodies. But 
most impressive is “Half Life of 
Absolution.” It starts out as an 
eerie space jam and then shifts to 
a quietly urgent groove over which 
Metheny and keyboardist Lyle 
Mays plays masterful slow-build- 
ing solos. For those new to the 
Group or those still mystified by its 
enormous appeal, this is probably

original singer H.R. and drummer 
Earl have been replaced by Israel 
Joseph-!| and Mackie Jayson 
respectively, and Rise does make 
some concessions for commercial 
success. But guitarist/spiritual 
leader Dr. Know (Gary Miller) and 
bassist Darryl Jenifer have kept 
both the faith and the legendary 
fury of the band intact. 

With the aid of the best mix 


they've had since Ric Ocasek pro- 
duced 1983's Rock for Light, the 
Brains sound as defiant as ever. 
On the opening tracks, they 
unleash a genre-bending, con- 
trolled assault of staccato guitar 
riffs, thunderous grooves, and 
dizzying acrobatic segues with the 
agility and finesse that’s always set 
them apart.

Catherine Wheel, CHROME 
(Fontana). With their second 
album, Catherine Wheel prove to 
be the cream of the post-Thatcher- 
angst-without-context crop of 
British shoegazers. Although their 
approach is nothing new (laconic 
vocals, ethereal harmonies, plenty 
of guitar noise), Catherine Wheel 
are no longer just purveyors but 
masters of planting subtle rising 
guitar riffs and lyrics that when 
finally deciphered turn out to be as 
atmospheric as the music. 

As gleaming and stark as its 
title suggests, Chrome features 
ambitious chord progressions that 
rip through your ears, leaving 
undeniable hooks in their wake.

*x*x1/2 James Keelaghan, MY 
SKIES (Green Linnet). With heart 
on sleeve, Canadian singer-song- 
writer Keelaghan is clearly what 
fellow folkie Christine Lavin calls a 
SNAG (Sensitive New Age Guy). 
In a warm baritone recalling John 
Gorka, Keelaghan (pronounced 
KEE-luh-han) offers intense tales 
of ordinary people facing seeming- 
ly insurmountable obstacles. His 
weakest writing relies on uplifting 
catch phrases; his best songs 
forgo obvious, predictable rhymes 
for more subtle, perceptive ones. 
It’s no surprise that he’s got a 
master’s degree in history. “Kiri’s 
Piano” telis of a Japanese-Ameri- 
can pianist’s secret defiance as 
she faces World War II internment. 
In the poetic “Abraham,” he 


dreams that he and the prophet 
visit Quebec’s bloody Plains of 
Abraham (a 1759 battleground in 
Canada’s French-and-indian War) 
and laments his land’s ongoing 
ethnic strife. Bubbly accordion 
lightens the title track’s cynical 
self-assertion; pedal steel and 
vibrant dobro lend country tinges 
to the folk arrangements. The spir- 
it of Phil Ochs lives on here.

*x%** Danny Gatton, CRUISIN’ 
DEUCES (Elektra). Unquestion- 
ably one of the pre-eminent guitar 
hot-shots of our era, Danny Gatton 
puts on a clinic here, and he sure 
ain’t bashful about it. Classic 
moments abound: though originals 
like “So Good” and “Puddin’ and 
Pie” are short on melody, they’re 
perfect platforms for Gatton to 
show off his swamp-jazz-’abilly 
chops. The “Sun Medley” of “Mys- 
tery Train,” “My Baby Left Me” and 
“That’s All Right” features slap- 
back echo fests and rippling 
arpeggios worthy of Les Paul. 
“Tragedy” gives Gatton a chance 
to demonstrate his luscious lap- 
steel technique. And the singing 
harmonics on “Harlem Nocturne” 
are to die for. 

Unlike his last Elektra album, 
88 Elmira St., Cruisin’ Deuces 
finds Gatton working with a few 
musicians outside his regular 
band; ensemble chemistry doesn’t 
suffer from the decision. There’s 
also a good amount of singing this 
time around, but luckily the guest 
vocalists — Delbert McClinton and 
Rodney Crowell among them — 
don’t get in Gatton’s way. Guitar 
nuts, check this out; it may not be 
high art, but it’s got the makings of 
a great party album.

You can 
also trace the history of 16th-cen- 
tury English sacred writing in 
these works, as the soaring melis- 
mas of Taverner give way to the

The Tallis Scholars, under 
Peter Phillips, leave the few com- 
peting versions far behind.
